WHISKY TRUST FRAUDS 
Startling Facts Discovered by the 


Committee of Experts. 


THE HALF OF THE STORY NOT YET TOLD 


the Stockholders Used 
by the Directors for Their 


Money of 


Private Speculations in 


Stocks. 


CHICAGO, March 27,-It was thought 
that the abstract of the report of the ex- 
perts appointed to examine the financial 
affairs of the Whisky Trust which was is- 
. pued Monday covered all the alleged ques- 
tionable transactions of the men in con- 
trol.in 1891 and 1892, but the full report 
for the same length of time, which came 


from the printers this afternoon, shows a 
state of affairs which is openly said by 
those in control now to be as disgraceful as 
anything which has yet appeared. 

Charges are made that the money of the 
stockholders was used on several occasions 
for stock-jobbing transactions, and _ the 
Illinois law which restrains Directors of a 
corporation from purchasing stock for 
themselves was repeatedly violated in both 
spirit and letter. Under the guise of man- 
agers of distilleries, it is alleged, the Di- 
rectors ordered to be paid to themselves 
jarge sums, besides drawing a _ regular 
gtipend for doing their duty by the stock- 
holders. 

With the report of the experts is issued a 
table of much interest to those who are 
on the inside, showing the total receipts and 
expenditures. Such indefinite items as 
“ statistics,” “traveling expenses,’’ “ sun- 
dry expenses,”’ all amounting to large sums, 
or what are considered large sums for the 
purposes specified, are plentifully scattered 
throughout the statement. During 1891 
alone the salary list amounted to over $314,- 
009. Of this sum only a little over $63,000 
is put down as salaries proper, $251,000 be- 
ing charged on the books as compensation 
for managers of distilleries under the five- 
year contract. It is known that the Di- 
rectors appointed themselves managers and 
Grew these salaries themselves. 

As the report only covers a period of two 
years, carrying the affairs of the company 
to March 31, 1892, the end of the fiscal year, 
it will be seen from this estimate of one 
year’s “compensation to managers” that 
an emmrmous sum had been expended for 
this purpose up to the time the receivers 
took cnarge of the property and began to 
put it on a paying basis. 

One ef the most sensational items in the 
table of expenditures for 1891 appears 
under the caption, ‘‘ Rebate Investment Ac- 
count—Purchase of D. & C. F. Company’s 
stock, $190,673.90,"" and coupled with this is 
the entry, ‘“‘ Loans to Moore & Schley, Nel- 
son Morris, and Woolner & Gibson, $246,- 
144.53,” the total being $436,818.43, all of 
which, it is charged, was! used by the Di- 
rectors for speculation in their own stock. 

The- firm of Moore & Schley is a broker- 
&ge firm and is not in the habit of borrow- 
ing sums of the size described. . 
leged that the money was put into their 
hands to be used simply’ for bearing the 
market. Besides this, it is admitted by 
the entry that the Directors bought’ the 
stock for themselves, which is plainly con- 
trary to the Illinois law, as it has been con- 
strued. 

The statement for 1892 abounds in the 
Same kind of transactions, carefully cov- 
ered under entries which would mislead one 
not thoroughly conversant with the affairs 
of the trust. Although the treasury stock 
is put down as being sold at $45 a share, 
it is alleged that much of this stock was 
sold at $48, the holders of it retaining it 
for. a rise, and being gainers by the actual 
difference of $3 on each share, which on the 
84,084 shares sold would have amounted to 
$104,952. All this is in addition to the 
deficit on these shares caused: by the dif- 
ference between their par value and the 
price at which they were purchased, a dif- 
ference of nearly $2,000,000 on the 34,984 
shares. 

Again, under the head of “ rebate invest- 
ment fund—sale of stock, $25,652," coupled 
With the item “return of loans, $200,000,” 
there is said to be concealed an interesting 
story of bearing the stock for purposes of 
Personal gain. Unuer the same head on 
“rebate investment account,’’ further on, 
is made the entry of the purchase of the 
first mortgage bonds of the St. Paul Dis- 
tillery for $196,584, more money, it is said, 
than the whole distillery is worth. Coupled 
with this item is the entry of another pur- 
chase by. the Directors of their own stock— 
this time $31,000. This was for the purpose 
of bulling the market. 

Probably for the first time the correct 
figures for the purchase of the Shufeldt and 
Calumet Distilleries, the acquisition of which 
involved the trust in so much scandal, are 
given. The former cost $1,600,000; the latter 
$500,000. 

Nearly $13,000 is charged up under the 
head of “ traveling expenses for Directors ” 
during the two years covered by the report. 
The unexplained item of “ statistics’ looms 
up to the extent of $8,000, but it is said to 
be much larger in that period, which has 
not yet been investigted by the experts, 
so that it will probabiy reach the total of 
nearly $500,000 before the investigation is 
eoncluded. This item of “statistics,” it 
fs claimed, includes money used for pur- 
poses which could not have been put in 
evidence in the books. It is charged that 
portions of it went for “ hush money” in 
connection with the burning of the Shu- 
feldt Distillery, in’ which Secretary Gibson 
was accused of being iraplicated. 

The net ‘receipts of all the distilleries 
available for dividends for the two years 
amounted to $3,802,590. The average divi- 
dend for the two years was 4% per cent. 

The investigation of the company’s books 
is still going on in Peoria, and another in- 
staliment of figures may be expected about 
April 10 unless the experts strike some un- 
expected snag. So far, the books have been 
found to be well kept and perfectly bal- 
- @nced, and the experts have-had little diffi- 
culty in making up their reports. It is 
stated that nothing of a sensational nature 
was found in President Greenhut’s safe, the 
_ Papers taken therefrom having now been 
thoroughly examined.

TRAIN ROBBERS SHOT DOWN 


Two in a Party of Four Killed by De- 
tectives Who Were on a Train Which 
Was Stopped Near Greenwood, Ky. 


GREENWOOD, Ky., March 27.—Two rob- 
bers dead and a third mortally wounded is 
the result of an attempt to plunder south- 
bound Passenger Train No. 3 on the Cin- 
cinnati Southern Road (Queen and Crescent 
System) at 2:30 o’clock this morning. 

The train had just emerged from Tunnel 
No. 9, two miles north of Greenwood, when 
a white lantern, swinging in the middle of 
the track just ahead, brought it to a stop. 

A tall, lank, bearded countryman, about 
forty-five years old, mounted the steps 
of the engine, and, thrusting the barrel of 
a pistol into the face of Engineer Spring- 
field, ordered him to stand still. This the 
engineer did. Fireman Franklin, who was 
next to the outlaw, discreetly kept silent. 

Three other men, wearing broad-brimmed 
slouch hats and homemade clothes, climbed 
into the baggage car, which they evidently 
thought was the express car. J. Donovan, 
baggagemaster, was not molested. : 

Three road detectives, Thomas Griffin, 
chief detective, from Somerset; Will Eddie 
of Oakdale, Tenn., and Will Altgood of 
Chattanooga, were in the smoking car when 
the train stopped. Altgood left the car to 
see what was going on. As he reached the 
steps he was ordered to hold up his hands 
by a man with a revolver. Instead of doing 
so, he quickly grabbed his own pistol and 
fired at the train robber. 

The men who had entered the baggage 
car ran to their companion’s assistance just 
as the other detectives joined Altgood. 
There was a fusillade, quickly ended by 
the retreat of the only two of the train 
robbers who were unharmed. 

One of the robbers was shot through the 
heart and another through the lungs. He 
lived only two hours. A third of the gang 
was wounded so badly that he cannot live. 

Officials of the road have had knowledge 
for some time of a plot to rob the train, and 
the detectives accompanied the train in an- 
ticipation of an attack. 

The wounded man claims to be a tramp 
from Pennsylvania. None of the men killed 
has been identified, but they were mount- 
aineers disguised. 

The spot selected for their work was well 
chosen, as there is not a house within, a 
mile. A deep cut is on one side, while a 
ravine flanks the other side of the road, and 
the track makes one of its numerous turns 
just beyond. 


DE LOME’S APPOINTMENT MADE 


Settled that He Shall Succeed Muruaga as 
Spanish Minister — The Allianca

LONDON, March 27.—A dispatch from 


’Madrid to the Central News says the Wash- 


ington Government having cabled an exe- 
quatur to Sefior Dupuy -@e Lome, that gen- 
tleman has been appointid Minister to the 
United States. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The only 
news obtainable at the Spanish Legation 
regarding the Allianca is that the naval 
commander at Havana is engaged in taking 
the affidavits of the crew of the gunboat 
Vendito, with a view to incorporating them 
in his report, which he will make to the 
Spanish Government. If Spain postpones 
her answer to Secretary Gresham's dis- 
patch until his report shall have reached 
Madrid, a fortnight, at least, will neces- 
sarily elapse before it is received. 


A PETITION TO MAYOR STRONG 


Assemblymen Urge the Selection of 
Mr. Wright as Dock Commissioner, 


ALBANY, March 27.—Assemblyman An- 
drews has had signed by the New-York 
City Republican Assemblymen a petition 
to Mayor Strong, as follows: 


The undersigned would most respectfully 
ask your further consideration of the ap- 
go of Mr. Robert J. Wright of New- 

ork City for appointment as Dock Com- 
missioner. In making this request, we be- 
lieve Mr. Wright meets the requirements 
for the position in a most eminent degree, 
and will, if appointed, bring to the per- 
formance of the duties there incumbent 
upon him a knowledge of the department 
and a business ability that it would be 
difficult to duplicate. 


Senator Morrill Desires Re-election. 


RUTLAND, Vt., March 27.—A prominent 
citizen of this State, who has recently been 
the guest of the venerable Senator Justin 
S. Morrill in Washington, reports him in 
excellent health. He also says: “It is Mr. 
Morrill’s desire to die in harness if his con- 
stituency wish to return him to the Senate 
at the expiration of his present term.’’ The 
Senator is eighty-two years of age, and has 
been tairty-four years inCongress. Asome- 
what spirited canvass has been in progress 
for several months for the succession. This 
semi-official announcement of Mr. Morrill’s 
wish will modify the further contest, if it 
does not end it. 


Nashua Savings Bank Cuiosed. 


NASHUA, N. H., March 27.—The Nashua 
Savings Bank has been closed by the Bank 
Commissioners. The officers say depositors 
will be paid in full. They assign as the 
cause of the suspension the depression of 
1893 and the consequent shrinkage in the 
value of securities, together with the enact- 
ment of unfavorable legislation by the State. 
The latest statement of the bank, made in 
January, showed liabilities of $2,896,559, of 
which $2,703,489 was due depositors. The 
surplus at that time was placed at $13,077. 
The assets consist largely of investments in 
Western securities, 


Decided Against the Diamond Cutters. 


The Board of Special Inquiry that has had 
under consideration for some days the 
matter of the diamond cutters who were 
brought over on the Westernland, as al- 
leged under contract, has decided that they 
came within the law as Contract laborers 
and must be returned to their homes. 

An appeal from the decision of the board 
has been taken to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


They Uphold Mayor Strong. 

The regular Republican organization of 
the First Election District of the Twenty- 
eighth Assembly District has adopted reso- 
lutions declaring that the Republicans of 
the district assure Mayor Strong of their 
continued confidence in his administration 
and indorse most heartily his sincere efforts 
to administer a fair and clean Municipal 
Government.

SUES FOR DOWER RIGHTS 


Louise Ann Burl’s Claims as Capt. 
Richardson’s Widow. 


VALUABLE REAL ESTATE TikD UP 


Twenty-seven Separate Suits Begun— 
Suits Also Pending to Remove 
the Executors—The Burl 


Woman’s Story. 


Mrs. Louisa Ann Burl has brought twen- 
ty-seven suits in the Court of Common 
Pleas to impress her dower rights. on about 
$500,000 worth of property to which Capt. 
Benjamin Richardson passed title. 

The story back of these remarkable suits 
is as interesting as it is unusual. It in- 
volves directly and indirectly the lives of 


two millionaire” brothers who became fa- 
mous throughout the country because of 
their eccentricities, and throws a cloud on 
the title of a very large area of valuable 
property situated principally in Harlem. 

Mrs. Burl, or ‘“ Mrs. Richardson,” as she 
says she should be known, is now sixty- 
seven® years old, and is supposed to be liv- 
ing with friends in Rutherford, N. J. In 
the complaints in her suits she asserts that 
she is, by virtue of a common-law marriage, 
the widow of Capt. Richardson, who died 
on Feb. 20, 1889, leaving over $1,000,000 
worth of real estate. 

As Mrs. Louisa Ann Martin, Mrs. Burl 
first met Capt. Richardson, she says, in a 
London hospital, where she was a nurse, in 
1864. She then had two children, of whom 
only one, a son,.is now living, being en- 
gaged in business in Cincinnati under the 
name of Burl. Capt. Richardson had gone 
abroad to secure relief for his eyes, which 
had troubled him for years, and he was 
totally blind when he first entered the hos- 
pital where Mrs. Burl was an attendant. 
When he recovered he induced her to come 
to. America with him as his housekeeper, 
and they got back to this city in 1866, she 
bringing her children along. 

They went to live, Mrs. Burl’s story goes 
on, at 682 Eighth Avenue, and there, on 
July 12, 1868, they entered into a contract 
which reads as follows: 

In consideration of $1 to me in hand paid 
by Louise Ann Burl of the City of New- 
York, and in consideration of her hav- 
ing nursed and cared for me in my sick- 
ness, I, Benjamin Richardson of the City 
of New-York, do hereby agree as follows: 

First. That said Louise Ann Burl may 
remain in the City of New-York as long 
as she shall choose after my decease, to be 
maintained by me or my estate or legal 
representatives. 

Second, That whenever she desires she 
may proceed to San Francisco, Cal., at my 
expense, including her board, traveling ex- 
penses, and outfit. 

Third—That when in California she is at 
liberty to occupy ony position suitable for 
her in my contemplated Home for Found- 
lings and Museum, to be provided with a 
proper pas for residence,’ and to be main- 
tained by me or my estate or legal rep- 
resentatives. f 

Fourth—I hereby agree to clothe, main- 
tain, and care for her so long as she: shall 
live; and that one: month before my_ de- 
cease and every month thereafter, so long 
as she shall live, I agree to pay her $5 a 


month in cash, in addition to-her clothing, +, 


board, traveling expenses, &c. . 

Fifth—I make the faithful performance of 
this agreement on my part, and charge 
upon my estate, to be faithfully carried out 
by my executors, or by — repre- 
sentatives, as the case may 'e 


After this matters seemed to move along 
quietly enough in the Richardson house- 
hold.for.about ten years. The Captain had 
been twice married. His first wife died 
and then he married a widow, who, in the 
fifties, got a divorce from him, and who 
died in 1869. After the divorce proceedings 
he declared he would not try matrimony 
again. Despite these declarations, however, 
there were rumors at times that he- had 
married Mrs. Burl, and when these ru- 
mors came to the old man’s ears, he caused 
to be painted a tin sign about two feet 
long and a foot and a half high, reading: 


The woman seen about this house is 
not my wife, as she represents herself 
to be, but is my housekeeper, Louise 


Ann Burl. I, Benjamin Richardson, 


am a widower, and have had no wife 


for many years. 


This sign was hung up in the most con- 
spicuous place in the hall in a-house in 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, 
where he had taken up his abode, and it 
remained there until he moved, in 1885, to 
the old colonial house at One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Street and Avenue A, where he 
died. It is asserted that the man who 
moved the household goods from One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street to One Hun- 
dred and Sixteenth Street was bribed to 
throw this sign into the East River. But 
it was carried back by the tide, recovered, 
and was still in existence up to a few 
months ago. 

When the old Captain died there was a 
clause in his will that read: 

“TI give to Louise Ann Burl of New- 
York City the sum of $5,000, in considera- 
tion of her valuable services in my family 
for many years,” and further along this 
further reference was made: 

“It is my wish ‘that Louise Burl and 
Lena Cooper (his granddaug’ger)\ and her 
husband be permitted to live in said house 
(the homestead) as long as they may choose 
to stay there.”’ 

The will was probated March 2, 1889. 
Within three days afterward the executors, 
William T. Washburn and Emma J. Rich- 
ardson, paid Mrs. Burl $50 on account of 
her five-thousand-dollar legacy, for which 
she receipted as ‘‘ Louise Ann Burl.” 

Before they could pay her any more, Mrs. 
Burl, through Rockwell & Pierson, began a 
suit to establish herself as the widow of 
Capt. Richardson, and to impress her dower 
rights on his estate. Ex-Judge Arnoux 
appeared as associate counsel, and lis pen- 
dens were filed on all the real estate left by 
the Captain, tying it up completely. 

_A vigorous defense was prepared. Joseph 
H. Choate and other lawyers were retained 
by the executors, and about $15,000, it is al- 
leged was spent to prepare the case for 
trial. Then the heirs were suddenly sum- 
moned by Executor Washburn to his office 
at 50 Broadway. He told them that as long 
,a8 Mrs, Burl’s suit was pending, it was im- 
possible to wind up the estate, and as they 
were anxious for a settlement they con- 
sented. 

First there had been talk of $10,000 as a 
basis of settlement, but the demands grad- 
ually increased until finally, on Feb, 11, 
1891, the former housekeeper was paid 
$50,000 in cash to release the estate. This 
comfortable sum was based on an alleged 
marriage, which William O. Campbell, the 
present attorney of Mrs. Burl, described as 
follows in a bill of particulars filed in one 
of the pending suits in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas:

AILSA TENDER IN A STRONG WIND 


Britannia Beat Her in Rough Weather Off 
Nice — Prince of Wales's Yacht 
Sailed More Skilfully. 


NICE, March 27.—In a rough sea and 
strong wind the Britannia defeated the 
Ailsa to-day. The Britannia, however, was 
much better sailed, and outmanoeuvred her 
opponent. The Ailsa proved tender, and, as 
yachtsmen here said, had too much sail 
when the wind suddenly increased. 

The opinion was expressed that the Bri- 
tannia is a better boat in a rough sea and 
heavy wind than the Fife cutter. 

The race was for the Nice Town Prize, 
which was sailed for Saturday, but not al- 
lowed, as the judges claimed the yachts 
had started before the proper signal was 
given. In that contest the wind was light, 
and the Ailsa easily beat the Prince of 
Wales’s yacht. The prizes consist of 5,000f., 
2,000f., and 1,000f., and gold, silver, and 
bronze medals. 

The course was the same as that sailed 
over last Saturday, when a triangular course 
was covered three times, making the total 
distance thirty miles. The weather was 
clear, the wind light, and the sea calm this 
morning. 

The yachts crossed the starting line as 
follows:

All three of the yachts carried their head- 
sails and working topsails. 

The Ailsa immediately crept to windward, 
and gained nearly a couple of minutes to 
the first mark. The Ailsa kept on gaining 
for a time, till the wind freshened, when 
the Britannia began to creep up a bit, and 
at the end of the first round had regained a 
couple of minutes. The wind continued to 
increase, and the Ailsa took in her topsail. 
The Britannia was closing up rapidly at 
the weather mark on the second round. 

In the reach home the Britannia narrOwed 
the gap so that she was only thirty-eight 
seconds astern when the second round was 
completed. 

The Ailsa finished the second round at 
1:26:45. The boats carried no topsails and 
had only jib and staysails set. The wind 
was very strong, and the Britannia showed 
herself to be the better boat in that kind of 
breeze. Besides, she was better handled. 
It was a starboard reach to the south to 
make the east buoy. The sea was very high 
and the wind constantly increasing. 

On the third round the Britannia over- 
hauled and passed the Ailsa. The Britan- 
nia seemed to make better weather than 
the Ailsa. The sea became rougher and 
rougher during the progress of the third 
round. The Britannia arrived home at 
2:36:07 and the Ailsa crossed the finish line 
at 2:43;45. 


A CINCINNATI BANK ASSIGNS 


Its Failure Precipitated by the Action of 
the Clearing Honse—It Will Pay 
. Dollar for Dollar. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 27.—The Com- 
mercial Bank, located at i132 Main Street, 
assigned this afternoon to W. H. Campbell, 
its cashier. The decision.to go out of busi- 
ness was. reached but half an hour before 
the assignment was made. 

The bank was compelled to make good 
$50,000 worth of bad paper yesterday. When 
the bank sent its paper to the Clearing 
House this afternoon the Directors of the 
association, on motion of Cashier Guthrie 
of the National Lafayette Bank, suspended 
payment on the paper, and ordered an in- 
vestigation of the bank’s condition. This 
move precipitated the failure, which had 
been impending for some time, The Direct- 
ors of the bank were called together, and 
the attorneys were ordered to draw up the 
deed of assignment, which was filed a few 
minutes later. 

President Foote says that the bank will 
be able to pay dollar for dollar. The bank 
is the oldest in the city. It was organized 
in 1831. Charles B. Foote is President. The 
bank has a paid-up capital stock of $328,- 
000, and a surplus of $40,000. Its average 
deposits have been $400,000. The stock is 
divided into shares of $50 each, and, though 
little trading has been done in it, it has 
been quoted at 9214 asked. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE CONTEST IN UTAH 


Exciting Debate in the Constitutional 
Convention. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, March, 27.—The Con- 
stitutional Convention to-day passed through 
one of its most exciting sessions. The day 
was spent in debating the woman suffrag 
clause, to which a strong opposition has 
developed, in spite of the fact that the plat- 
forms of both parties pronounced in favor 
of granting women the franchise. After 
a determined fight, the question was made 
the special order for to-morrow. 

In the minority report of the committee, 
opposing suffrage, strong language ts used. 

The anti-women members openly allege 
that if the right to vote be granted to wo- 
men they will be subject to dictation and 
influence of Church leaders to a much great- 
er extent than men. 


Loses Eyesight by a Foolish Act. 

RAHWAY, N. J:, March 27.—George 
Cook, twenty years old, a well-known young 
man of Rahway, lost his eyesight this 
afternoon while gunning for muskrats on 
the Robinson branch of the river. He car- 
ried a flask of powder, and was confident 
he could drop a brand into the flask and 
throw it into the river before it exploded. 
He did so, and the flask exploded, .destroy- 
ing his eyes and burning his face badly. 


The Davis Will Case Settled. 


BUTTE, Mon., March 27.—The John A. 
Davis will contest has been settled. The 
estate was valued at $7,000,000. The Shef- 
field heirs, or the children of Asa Davis, 
are given one-twenty-fifth of the estate. 
The remainder is divided between the heirs 
of John A. Davis, who receive four-and- 
three-quarter-elevenths, and the contest- 
ants, who receive six-and-one-quarter-elev- 
enths. 


Mr. Bissell to Retire April 4. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Postmaster 
General Bissell will relinquish his duties 
Thursday, April 4, and William L. Wilson 
will immediately take charge, 

Mr. Bissell will remain in» Washington 
until about May 1, as the lease of his K 
Street mansion will not expire until that 
time and his Buffalo residence will not be 
vacated until the same date.

CLARENCE, Mo., March 27.—The Clar- 
ence Bank has made an assignment for the 
benefit of creditors.

The speakers and the hearers were 
dently there because they believed in jthe 
meeting.

President Low, toward the close of his 
speech, threw out a hint which, in view of 
the appeal to voters all over the State, will 
be interesting to the legislators at Albany. 
When he said that the Committee of Seven- 
ty might be able, unless the legislators 
obeyed the voice of the people, to give each 
of them a triangular fight in his own dise 
trict next Autumn. 

The audience manifested its approval of 
this practical hint by prolonged applause. 

One of the climaxes of the meeting came 
when Elihu Root, in the course of his im- 
pressive speech, declared it as his belief 
that if any Republican Senator fails to sup- 
port the Police Justices bill, it will be be- 
cause he has been bought. 

The Police Justices bill, Gov. Morton’s 
message on it, and Mayor Sirong’s course in 
making his appointments were given a fair 
share of attention. At intervals Mr. Platt’s 
hame was mentioned, and his course in 
trying to force the Legislature to help build 
up his machine was denounced. 

William Brookfield, the Commissioner of 
Public Works, reached the meeting after it 
had begun. The audience gave him a round 
of applause as he took his seat on the plat- 
form. 


LEGISLATORS MUST OBEY. 


Messrs. Bliss and Larocque Point Out 
What the People 
The meeting was called to order by Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss at precisely 8 o’clock, Mr. 
Bliss made a brief address. He said: 


There is a tradition that the republican 
form of government emanates from the 
people and is to be administered by and 
for the people. But official human nature 
is pretty much the same in all systems of 
govermment, and many legislators, with 
notable exceptions, when they have secured 
an election, make haste to forget that they 
are servants, and are too apt in the seclu- 
sion of legislative chambers and committee 
rooms to come to believe that the tempora- 
ry eminence to which they have been cho- 
sen has given to them the old mediaeval 
divine right of Kings or masters. 

When our servants get into that state of 
mind, it really becomes necessary, using @ 
common expression, ‘ to call them down.” 

Our legislative friends at Albany have 
just reccived a. gentle reminder of their 
duties from our patriotic Governor, and we 
are all, I know, gl4d to be informed that 
one branch of the Legislature has heeded 
the message and hastened to pass one of the 
greatly-needed measures of reform for 
which. we have been waiting for a quarter 
of a year. 

We have assembled to-night to ask, in 
plain terms, that the other branch of the 
Legislature shall accept the Governor’s ad- 
vice, and make into law, without further 
delay, the Police Magistrates bill, and to 
ask still further that both branches shall 
adopt other required measures for the re- 
form of the municipal government of this 
city. The people of New-York ask noth- 
ing more; they will accept nothing else. 


Demanded, 


Joseph Larocque. 


Mr. Bliss then introduced Joseph La- 
rocque, Chairman of the Committee of Sev- 
enty. A long round of applause greeted 
him, Mr. Larocque said: 


This gathering to-night, four months aft- 
er the holding of an election; this full 
house of intelligent faces, is an omen of 
most happy moment. It is dn indication 
that the people of the City of New-York 
understand why they put a new administra- 
tion in power, and perhaps to insist upon 
the performance of the pledges under which 
they acted in November. We are meeting 
here to-night to’ give notice to those we 
elected to fulfill the will of the people, and 
who are now under the influence of a 
person unknown to the law, putting in op- 
eration the machine methods of government 
which we meant in November to overthrow 
and did at the poils overthrow. 

We are met here to-night to have it un- 
derstood that we know and propose to main- 
tain our rights, and if the will of the 
people is not executed, we propose to in- 
quire and to learn why. What is the spec- 
tacle that is presented to us to-day? We 
went to the polls in November in solid 
ranks 154,000 strong in this City of New- 
York, under banners inscribed with the 
principles of ‘‘ Non-partisan administration 
in’ municipal affairs’’ and ‘‘ Home rule in 
all that pertains to our local issues.” 

Under that banner and upon those prin- 
ciples our citizens, without reference to 
party, united. Under that banner the Re- 
publican Party of the City of New-York 
joined in the conflict, adopting the princi- 
ples and the candidates, and pledging them- 
selves to the support of both. And now, 
what do we see? A great political party, 
numbering among its adherents men of the 
highest character and reputation, of whom 
some notable examples sit upon this plat- 
form; the great Republican Party having 
the majority in the Legislature in both 
branches; the representatives of that party 
under the control of a would-be boss, are 
endeavoring to divert from the people the 
fruits of the victory won at the polls; not- 
withstanding their pledges, notwithstand- 
ing their promises, false to both, they are 
endeavoring to enforce upon the City of 
New-York measures which its citizens re- 
pudiate, which they refuse to accept. 

They are refusing to give us the measures 
which the good citizens of all parties de- 
mand, and which they are pledged to give 
us in order to make effective the actions of 
the citizens at the polls last November. 


Mr. Larocque then outlined the provisions 
of the Lexow bilis, the bills of the Commit- 
tee of Ten, and the Ainsworth bills. He 
criticised the latter as being as bad in some 
particulars as the -Lexow bills. 
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REFORM MEASURES DEMANDED. 


The Resolutions Urging the Legislat- 
ure to Take Prompt Action. 
John P. Faure, Secretary of the meeting, 
after Mr. Larocque’s address, read the fol- 

lowing resolutions, which were adopted: 


We, citizens of the City of New-York, as- 
sembled in mass meeting, respectfully but 
most earnestly urge upon the Legislature 
the immediate consideration and prompt 
passage of the reform measures now pend- 
ing. 

After years of submission to the rule of a 
dishonest and despotic political faction; the 
good citizéns of this city were at last 
aroused, and, laying aside all distinction of 
party, overthrew Tammany Hall at the 
polls by an immense majority. The citizens 
who led in this movement sought to secure 
for us the fruits of this notable victory. 
Bills were prepared and introduced in the 
Legislature well designed, should they be- 
come laws, to prevent the recurrence of the 
conditions that rendered possible the mis- 
rule and oppression from which we had so 
long suffered. 

Among these measure are: 

Q) The bill to reorganize the inferior 
courts of criminal jurisdiction, commonly 
known as the Police Justices bill. 

(2) The School bill. 

(3) The bills to reorganize the Police De- 
partment and create a separate Bureau of 
Hlections. 

The Police Justices bill seeks to correct 
evils which have become intolerable. Be- 
cause of the maladministration that pre- 
vails in these courts the poor and needy 
have been unable to obtain relief from op- 
pression, and their path to justice has been 
completely blocked. So important has this 
bill been considered that it has been made 
the subject of a sepcial message to the Leg- 
islature by the Governor. Although it has 
passed the Assembly, the Senate has failed 
to act upon it. The session is fast draw- 
ing to a close; and, unless prompt action is 
taken, there is danger that it may fail to 
become a law. Such a result would be a 
public misfortune. 

Be it, therefore, resolved, That we most 
earnestly urge upon the Senate of this 
State the immediate consideration and early 
passage of the bill to reorganize the in- 
ferior courts of eriminal jurisdiction in the 
City of New-York. 

We regard it as vital to our interests that 
our yome sangol system should be re- 
modeled and its administration reformed, 
and that political considerations should be 
deprived of influence therein. We believe 
that the bill introduced in the Assembly and 
known as Assembly Bill No. 111 is well de- 
signed to accomplish these results, and that 
the other.bills on this subject now pending 
ee only serve to perpetuate existing

lature is earnestly requested to pass, with- 
out further delay, the School bill introduced 
by Mr. Pavey.

perpetuate the worst abuses of the present 
system. 

The revelations of crime, tyranny, and 
wrong doing in the Police Department, re- 
cently brought to public attention by the 
Investigations by a special committee of the 
Senate, render imperative a speedy reorgan- 
ization of the body of the police force, and 
such a change in the system as will pre- 
vent’ a recurrence of these scandals. We 
believe that the bills prepared by the Com- 
mittee of Ten, appointéd by the great mass 
meeting of citizens held in this city on 
Feb. 4, 1895, provide a wise method of re- 
organizing the body of the police force, 
and make such changes in the system as 
will secure a proper administration of the 
Police Department. These bills embody the

The address tc the people of the State, 


asking aid in securing home rule for this 
city, was read by James C. Carter, during 
his speech. It was as follows: 

To the People of the State of New-York: 

We, citizens of the City of New-York, in 
mass meeting assembled, appeal to the 
people of the State to help us in preserv- 
ing our civic rights, and in enforcing our 
just demands. 

In November last the people of New-York 
City declared at the polls by an overwhelm- 
ing majority that the corrupt rule of Tam- 
many Hall should cease, and that the ad- 
ministration of the City Government should 
be reformed. 

Among the reforms demanded by the citi- 
zens who elected Mayor Strong are: 

The vesting of power of removal in the 
Mayor. 

The reorganization of the Police Depart- 
ment. 

The reform of our police courts: 

‘The reform of the public schools. 

Certain legislation necessary to perfect 
the reforms thus demanded was prepared 
by those who led the people to victory in 
that election, and has been introduced in 
the Legislature. The bills have been ap- 
proved and advocated by all the reform or- 
ganizations of our city, by the public press, 
and by the people in mass meeting. The 
will of the people has been made known to 
the members of the Legislature by every 
available means. ‘In the name of popular 
government, we have called for the passage 
of laws designed to release this community 
from intolerable evils. Some of our repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature have. echoed 
our demands, and, faithful to their cone 
stituents, have pledged themselves to sup- 
port these bills. But members from other 
parts of the State have banded together 
to prevent effective action by the Legis- 
lature, and our appeals to them have been 
in vain. The principle of local self-govern- 
ment, adopted by both the Republican and 
the Democratic Party, has been set at 
naught. The Legislature, in defiance of 
the repeated demands of the great majority 
of voters in the only community to be af- 
fected by the proposed legislation, has ree 
fused to act and threatens to adjourn with- 
out giving us the relief for which we ask. 
The interests of 2,000,000 people have been 
treated with contemptuous indifference by 
the Legislature of this State. Will you 
suffer this injustice to be done? 

We now call upon you for help in our 
struggle to free our city from the misrule 
which has been’a disgrace to the entire 
State. 

WE DEMAND: 


First—Honest and capable Police Jus 
tices, to the end that the poor and unfort- 
unate in our community may no longer be 
compelled to suffer, in their liberties and 
their property, from the administration of 
the criminal law by dishonest and incapable 
men. 

Second—Honest and intelligent administra- 
tion of our public schools, to the end that 
our children may have adequate oppor- 
tunity for such instruction as will best 
fit them to meet. the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship. e 

Third—Honest, efficient, and responsiiale 
administration of our Police Department, 
to the end that oppression, extortion, and 
bribery may cease, angi the laws be enforced 
without fear or favor. 

We have a right to these reforms. 
concern us alone. 
secure them. 

Sveak to your Senators and Assemblymen 
in terms that they cannot misunderstand. 
Tell them that this is not a time for the 
game of politics; that popular government 
is on trial; that every member of the Legis- 
lature who fails to promote the great re- 
forms demanded by this city is an enemy of 
popular government and will be so regarded 
by his constituents. 

The contest is not merely a contest be- 
tween the people of this city and the-Legis- 
lature. Sinister political forces are arrayed 
against the fundamental principles of our 
Government. A victory for those forces 
will leave every city, every town, every 
village in the State at the mercy of an irre- 
sponsible Legislature. 

If the representatives of the people can 
disregard the wili of the people of one part 
of the State, they can disregard the will of 
the people of any other part. If the present

imperiled. ‘The measures for which we 
ask your support. affect only the adminis- 
tration of our Local Government; the prin- 
ciple at stake is vital to the whole State and 
to every part of the State. The immediate 
need is ours; the cause is the cause of the 
people of the whole State. To you, there- 
fore, we again appeal, to stand with us in 
the fight that we are waging, and to make 
your will so manifest that your representa- 
tives will not dare to disobey. 

In order that the Legislature may be held 
responsible, let the people of the whole 
State unite, without reference to parties, to 
defend the right of local self-government, 
and the principle that legislators are the 
representatives of the people. Let the Leg- 
islature know that the people of ‘the State 
are with the people of the city, and that a 
day of reckoning will come for every Sen- 
ator and every Assemblyman who shows 
himself to be an enemy of the people. 


THE LEXOW BILLS DENOUNCED. 


What Carl Schurz Says—Commissioner 
Andrews's Views. 


Secretary Faure read letters from Carl 
Schurz and Police Commissioner Andrews, 
expressing emphatic views in favor of the 
reform measures. Mr. Schurz said that 
he would be proud to have his name on 
the list of Vice Presidents. He continued: 


I cannot, under present conditions, im- 
agine anything more scandalous and re- 
volting than the efforts being made in the 
Legislature for the mere purpose of secur- 
ing patronage for a party machine, to rob 
the people of New-York City of the legiti- 
mate fruits of their recent struggle for the 
reform of the Municipal Government. 

The Lexow Police bill, which I have read 
carefully, should be entitled ‘A bill for 
the systematic perpetuation of the villainies 
disclosed before the Lexow committee.’ 

When a community has suffered so long 
and so much from corrupt and rapacious 
misrule and has struggled so hard to re- 
lieve itself of it, as this community has, 
then the attempt to deny to it the remedial 
legislation which it manifestly meeds and 
wished is downright cruelty—cruelty of the 
most unfeeling and wicked description. If 
the country constituencies of the members 
of the Legislature responsible for this ap- 
preciated the whole atrocity of the outrage 
inflicted upon. this city they would hold 
onl representatives to the sternest ac- 
count. 


Commissioner Andrews. 


Police Commissioner Andrews wrote: 

I take this means upon the eve of the 
enormous uprising of citizens at Cooper 
Union, of assuring you and the powerful 
body of citizens which you represent of my 
hearty and sincere approval of all the re- 
form measures advocated by the Committee 
of Seventy, particularly those bills which 
relate to the Police Department. 

My brief exnerience in this department 
has convinced me that of all proposed sys- 
tems of administration, the bi-partisan plan 
is clearly the worst. ¢ 

I expect to be present at the meeting, 
and by so doing to express my further in- 
terest in this matter, but in case I am not 
able to be present, I desire to leave no 
doubt as to my position in the matter of 
police reform. 


PRESIDENT SETH LOW. 


Points Out the Fate of Legislators 
Who Defy Public Opinion. 


President Seth Low of Columbia College, 
upon being introduced after Messrs. Schurz 
and Andrews’s letters ‘had been read, dis- 
cussed the bills which had been indorsed by 
the Committee of Seventy, giving them his 
approval. He met a cordial reception from 
the great audience. At the outset he said: 


I have been impressed by the circum- 
stances that there should be at all such a 
meeting as this four months after election 
day. When you place side by side with 
this meeting a similar meeting held in this 
hall in the month of February, it indi- 
cates a condition of the public mind in this 
city that even legislators, if they are wise, 
will not disregard it. You can do any- 
ahing you please with a man if he is asleep, 
but the same man wide awake may be a 
very ugly customer. This meeting is really 
more eloquent ip itself than anything that 
ean be said here to-night in behalf of the 
cause for which this meeting is held. 

For this meeting is itself the voice of 
an aroused and indignant community. I 
think we want to try to make issue that is 
involved with the Legislature as plain as 
possible, and therefore even at the hazard 
of repeating some things that have been 
said or of saying some things that will be 
said again, I want to speak a few words 
in regard to these different bills. Very lit- 
tle, indeed, need be said in regard to the 
Police Justices bill, for the Governor of 
the State has said everything about that 
that need be said. We have done our part 
when we said to Gov. Morton, ‘‘ Amen.” 


President Low, in discussing the School 
bills, said that the proposed changes would 
give the city an educational system which 
would be similar in its control to that of 
Columbia College. He declared that the 
present system must be rooted out. 


The Various Police Bills. 


He then devoted his attention to the po- 
lice bills. He said: 


The third series of measures are these 
police measures. I think that is a delight- 
ful proposition, from the humorous point of 
view, that non-partisanship can be intro- 
duced into the Police Depavtasent by 
doubling the amount of partisanship at 
the top. 

Now, of course, the only excuse that is 
presented for that proposition is that the 
Board of Elections has charge of what is 
really partisan work, and, inasmuch as the 
Police Department has charge of the Bu- 
reau of Elections, it must be bi-partisan. 
That would be a very difficult proposition 
for the ‘gang of reformers’ if it was not 
just as easy to make a separate Bureau of 
Elections as to keep it in the Police De- 
partment, 

I know it is, because they have such a 
bureau in the City of Brooklyn. I had the 
honor of carrying a Democratic city twice, 
Mr. Chairman, as a Republican, with a 
Board of Elections that was appointed by 
a Democratic Mayor. Mr. Schieren was 
elected a year or two ago the Republican 
Mayor of Brooklyn, with the conduct of the 
elections in charge of an Election Bureau 
appointed hy the Democrats. I point to 
those things because they are a sufficient 
answer to the argument. It has been done. 

The Lexow bills give to the Police Com- 
mission entire power over the policeman. 
They appoint him, they discipline him, they 
try him, they can remove him, they can 
withhold his pension.. Now, how can the 
rank and file of a force be independent of 
the Commissioners, if they are held like 
that in the hollow of their hands? 

Now, these bills presented by the Commit- 
tee of Tea proceed on just the other theory. 
The Commissioner—it might be a commis- 
sion, if anybody prefers a commission, 
though it ought not to be a bi-partisan com- 
mission; but the Commissioner appoints the 
men from the civil service list, and that list 
is prepared outside of the department. 
When a man has been appointed to the 
force he comes under the orders of the 
Chief of Police, whose legitimate orders, of 
course, he must obey; but neither the Chief 
of Police nor the Commissioner can disci- 
Dline him; they must report him for breach 
df duty, and then he is to be tried before a 
police special court established by the bill 
for that purpose and no other—a board in- 
dependent of the appointing power, inde- 
pendent of the removing power; a board 
devised simply to secure to the men of the 
force justice and the freedom that justice 
means for a policeman as well as for the 
private citizen. 


The Duty of Legislators. 


Now, gentlemen, those are the issues in- 
volved in these different bills. What is to 
happen? I don’t know. The Legislature 


may pass the laws that we do not want, or 

it may, and we hope it will, pass the laws 

that we do want, 

Can the Republican Party of the State of 
New-York afford to go before the people 
next November with a record of doing noth- 
ing? No, I think not. I asked that ques- 
tion because I voted for Charles J. Folger 
to be Governor of the State of New-York at 
a time when a great many Republicans did 
not, and I voted for every Republican Gov- 
ernor from that day to this, including Gov. 
Morton. I put that question, therefore, as a 
Republican te my own party, and if they 
have any doubt about it, perhaps as a Re- 
publican I may ask them to contemplate the 
fate of the Fifty-third Congress. 

Now, gentlemen, suppose they pass the 
bills that we do not want. The best thing 
to say in regard to that is to read these 
two little abstracts. Here is the platform 
of the Committee of Seventy: 

“We heartily favor the separation of mu- 
nicipal from State and national elections, 
and a larger measure of home rule for 
cities.’’ 

. This is the clause of the Republican 
Party indorsing that: ‘‘ We cordially ap- 
rove of the platform and declaration of 

neipl eae by the Committee of Sev- 
enty, while the candidate for or 

/ upon in conferences with other 
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they say, “The Republicans of the State did 
not make any such promises.” Let us see 
about that. In the first place, the Repub- 
licans of this county are the agents of the 
Republicans of the State. But won't 
hang my argument there. The Republic- 
ans controlled the Constitutional Conven- 
tion of last Summer. And what did they 
do? ‘They submitted to the people an 
amendment to the Constitution making it 
impossible for the Legislature to pass bills 
that communities do not want without sub- 
mitting them to a hearing in the cities af- 
fected; that is to say, they realized that 
the Legislature had done immense mischief 
by this interference with municipal affairs, 
and so they put that check upon it. Now, 
of course, they may pass their bills and 
send them down here, and there will be 
public hearings upon them. 

I should like to ask the members of the 
Legislature to stop and reflect for a moment 
what chance there is of any one of those 
bills becoming law in the presence of a 
sentiment in the City of New-York that has 
— this Cooper Union twice since election 

ay. 

They cannot treat New-York as a Legis- 
lature treated Buffalo a year or two ago. 
And, because they cannot, if they insist 
upon having their way, they may be spared 
a political revolution. Now, is the game 
worth the candle? Is it worth while for 
the Republicans of the Legislature to pass 
a _ series of bills regarding matters that 
affect us vitally and do not affect them at 
all, which when they come down here are 
going to be pursued until there is not a 
breath in their body? 

Why, I don’t know, but I think the Com- 
mittee of Seventy is quite capable, when 
driven in that way, to give every, Senator 
and Assemblyman who takes rt in that 
business an opportunity to conduct a trian- 
gular fight in his district next Autumn. 

This idea of home rule works both ways. 
If they are going to interfere with us in 
these matters that concern us, some New- 
Yorkers—I don’t say they will—but some 
New-Yorkers may be daunted into lying 
awake nights to see how they can interfere 
with them. And that is one reason why I 
ask whether the game is worth the candle. 

Now the right thing for them to do is to 
pass the measures we ask for, and my 
astonishment is that they have not done it 
without our asking for it. 

Now, gentlemen, just one final word. As 
a Republican I urge it upon my fellow-Re- 
publicans of the City of New-York that they 
get into line with this great tide which has 
been swelling up ever since 1820; that they 
do not throw away the greatest advantages 
that a party ever had in the City of New- 
York by bucking their heads  uselessly 
against a stone wall. 


ELIHU ROOT’S STIRRING ADDRESS 


What He Said of the Police Magis- 
trates Bill in the Senate. 


Elihu Root followed President Low. In 
introducing him Mr. Larocque said that his 
Republicanism was not questioned. He made 
some complimentary reference to Mr. Root’s 
work in the Constitutional Convention last 
year. 

Mr. Root spoke particularly of the impera- 
tive necessity of the passage of the Police 
Justices bill. He said: 


I am deeply interested in the welfare of 
the Republican Party, to which I have be- 
longed all my life and to which I shall 
belong all my life. I am deeply interested 
also in the successful accomplishment of 
the efforts which the people of this city of 
my home are now making to secure an ad- 
ministration of their Government independ- 
ent of national polity, which I regard as 
being the one only way by which the shame 
of American municipal rule may be turned 
into the glory and success of free insti- 
tutions. 

Mr, Root then devoted his attention to the 
evils which had grown up under Tam- 
many’s rule of the city, and the uprising 
of the people which had resulted in the 
— of Mayor Strong. Continuing, he 
Said: 

The duty which Mayor Strong assumed 
was not the duty of merely appoint- 
ing good men. It was not the duty 
of appointing men because of fitness 
and capability only. It was the duty of 
appointing men whose incumbency of of- 
fice would promote the part of independent 
municipal election. He is not merely charged 
with the duty of being a good Mayor, not 
merely charged with the duty of making 
good appointments, not merely charged with 
the duty of seeing that the laws are admin- 
istered. He is charged with a higher duty, 
with the greater mission of being the leader 
of the advance guard in the great move- 
ment for the independence and purification 
of municipal government in these United 
States. 

The greatest opportunity which has come 
to the hand of any American since Lin- 
coln, the greatest departure in civil gov- 
ernment which has been attempted since 
Washington first took the oath of office in 
front of the Treasury Building in Wall 
Street, an opportunity to wipe off the pages 
of our history the shame and the disgrace 
which alone constitutes a blot upon the fair 
record of free government on this side of 
the Atlantic, 

In the performance of that duty he has 
borne himself like a man. He has ap- 
pointed Democrats, ay, and let me say to 
my friends in the rural parts of this State 
that the Republicans in the City of New- 
York, I care not what the methods of 
political machinery may work out in the 
heart of spokesmen, the Republicans of 
the City of New-York, the great body of 
the Republican Party who are honest, well- 
abiding, and country-loving men, don’t be- 
lieve that he has placed a Democrat more 
than his plighted faith required that he 
should appoint. He has appointed Re- 
publicans whom some Republicans don’t 
like, whom they think he ought not to have 
appointed, and they would have appointed 
somebody else if they were Mayor, but none 
of them ever will be. 


Compliments the Mayor. 


Let me say to the Republicans throughout 
the State, that he has not made an appoint- 
ment to office from out of the body of the 
Republicans of this city which has not 
been guided by that high, overruling pur- 
pose of his, to make the administration of 


this city perpetually independent of na- 
tional politics. 

The Police Justices bill aims at the very 
heart of the misrule which we have had in 
this city in the past. It strikes at ithe very 
eitadel in which are still intrenched the 
forces of organized crime in this city. There 
are some good police magistrates in the city, 
but the majority of them stand between the 
criminal and the officers of the law who 
protect the criminal. 

The majority tf them are administering, 
not in the interests of our wives and chil- 
dren, not in the interests of our churches 
and schools, not in the interests of morality 
and decency, but they are administering the 
law in the interest of the rum shop, the 
house of prostitution, the gambling hell, 
the poolroom, the thief, the murderer, the 
whole army of gamblers, of vice, of moral 
degradation which exists in this great 
metropolis. 

They are the representatives of crime 
and not the representatives of law. They 
oppress the poor; and how horribly they 
bear upon the poor in this city! Through 
the interposition of power and the heeler 
and ward heeler, who gather about him 
the forces of crime for his support and 
hold him in his control by the exercise of 
the Police Justices’ power, who dismisses the 
charges at his beck. Think of it! These 
men and associates of thieves and criminals, 
their representatives and friends. 

These are the men from whom the great 
mass of the people get their idea of law. 
Why did not the late Phineas Barnum, 
whose spirit parades the street to-night, find 
a freak like that? A free and intelligent 
people, welcoming to their shores through 
this gateway of a continent hundreds of 
thousands of people from all the lands of 
Europe, people whom we propose to make 
American citizens, to whom we mean to 
teach ect for American law, whom 
we ask to become citizens by learning what 
is the true spirit of our Constitution, and 
the only contract they have with American 
law is with those vile creatures whose 
pracices are far beneath those of the Turk- 
ish ng. 

Those people don’t -go into the Supreme 
Court of the United States, they don’t file 
through the rooms of our Court of Appeals, 
where the Judges sit in their gowns and 
listen to the arguments of eminent counsel, 
but they meet the Divvers of-our bench. 


The Bill in the Senate. 
Now it is proposed to change that and 
what stands in the way? 
The Audience—Lexow. : 
There are two things, and two things 
only. One is a certain dissatisfaction inside 


of the’ Republican Party with the appoint- 
ments ‘made by Mayor Strong...

But one other thing, and that is one which 
I hesitate to mention—which it is painful to 
mention; but we might as well understand 
the exact situation, and it is just as well to 
talk plainly about it. The air of Albany is 
already filled with rumors that a fund has 
been raised and taken to Albany to buy the 
defeat of this measure. There are nineteen 
Republican Senators. One is ill and away; 
that leaves eighteen; and if we assume that 
one Democrat can be obtained to vote for 
this bill, that there is not one Democrat in 
the Senate of the State who has patriotism 
enough, public spirit enough, regard for his 
oath, and for purity and decency, or life 
enough to vote for this bill, and that it must 
be passed exclusively by Republican votes 
against this solid Democratic vote, a change 
of two votes'of the men elected as Repub- 
licans will defeat the bill. 

Now, I say to you that, in my judgment, 
every honest ee without regard to 
faction or allegiance in the party, in the 
Senate,of the State, will vote for that bill. 
{[Applause.] But, if you find any one of 
those eighteen voting against it it will be 
because he has been bought. [Great ap- 
plause and cheering.] 

A voice: ‘‘ That ain’t so!”’ 

Well, perhaps you know about it. Some 
of this may have been tried by people who 
are competent to speak. [Cries of ‘‘ Good! 
Good!”’] If oy Senator votes against that 
bill, in my opinion, it is because he has been 
ee to vote against it. [Cries of ‘‘ Good! 

ood!’’) And, if there is any who will vote 
against it, his name will be held up to mem- 
ory which will make the names of Benedict 
Arnold and Judas Iseariot popular. 


JAMES C. CARTER URGES ACTION 


Time for Legislators to Hear Some 
“Firing” from Their Constituents. 


James C, Carter was introduced by Mr. 
Larocque as follows: 


Among the pioneers in the cause of re- 
form in our Municipal Government is an in- 
stitution that was organized with express 
reference to try to secure to its, citizens 
the blessings of good municipal govern- 
ment, and at the head of that institution is 
a gentleman well known, the leader of the 
bar of the State and of the Nation. I 
know you will all be glad to hear from Mr. 
Carter, the President of the City Club. 
jApplause.]j : 


Mr. Carter acknowledged the applause 
and spoke as follows: 


Fellow Citizens, Ladies, and Gentlemen: 
I am sure that those who have charge of 
this business on our behalf of endeavoring 
to reap the fruits of our eat political 
victory in November, and who have been 
working night and day, in season and out 
of season, ‘to achieve that object, if they 
needed new heart and hope and encourage- 
ment would find it in the reanimating spec- 
tacle of your presence here to-night. [Ap- 
plause.] 

I know of nothing more impressive, noth- 
ing, I had almost said, more sublime, than 
the spectacle of intelligent citizens, con- 
scious of their rights and conscious of their 
duties, crowding by thousands this vast 
hall, animated with a common purpose, bent 
on achieving a common end, and that not 
for the benefit of themselves alone, but for 
the benefit of their fellow-citizens, their city, 
their country, and their God. bow in 
homage before its majesty, and I confess 
its inspiration, 

This is the second or the third of the 
great audiences of the people of New-York 
that have assembed for the same purpose 
in this great hall. Their efforts have hith- 
erto been in part successful, and in part 
they still stand baffied, if not defeated. It 
is my hope, however, that there will go out 
from this meeting to-night, addressed as it 
has been and from the sources which it has 
been—it is my hope that there will go out 
from it an influence and a power which will 
be felt in Albany, and will be felt to the 
extent which we desire. [Applause.] . 


An Unprecedented Situation. 


What is it that brings us together here? 
I am not giving it in detail, but I am going 
to ask that simple question. What is it? 

It is the unprecedented character of the 
situation in which we stand; a situation to 
which I think our popular elections and our 
democratic forms of government have pre- 
sented hitherto no parallel. The functions 
of democratic government seem for the 
time being to fail of accomplishing their 
intended object. Does any one doubt what 


was the character of the issue raised at the 
last election? Is it not as familiar as house- 
hold words to every man, woman, and child 
in the State that the objects of that elec- 
tion was to redeem and regenerate New- 
York from the misrule which partisan poli- 
tics, so called, had brought upon it? p- 
plause.] 

Was it not universally agreed that, if 
the wee. which was then started was 
successful its object, that end should 
be gained, and that, if any legislation 
were needed in order to make the accom- 
plishment of the end more perfect, that 
that. legislation should be afforded? Did 
any one doubt that on either side? No. 
There was a perfect agreement upon it. 
Victory was achieved. What followed? 
What ought to have followed? What usu- 
ally does follow a great popuar movement 
of the kind as this—namely, that the rep- 
resentatives of the peope, chosen to the 
Legislature, come voluntarily forward and 
ask those who have gained the victory: 
“What do you want? Is there anything 
in the shape of legislation which you need 
to accomplish the beneficent ends in behalf 
of which you have made such a triumph- 
ant fight? If there is anything that we 
can do for you, we are only too willing to 
grant it. Help yourselves.”’ 

That is what ordinarily takes place. That 
is what ought to take place when a great 
and good cause has triumphed. [Applause.] 

But what took place here? Any voluntary 
coming forward on the part of the Legislat- 
ure to tender their services and their as- 
sistance? No, they drew off as cold as 
Greenland. No communication whatever; 
no preparation of any measures for relief; 
nothing of the sort. Bills were then pre- 
sented by those, your apne. your leaders, 
who had been principally instrumental in 
the victory, for the purpose of carrying out 
your object. They were sent to the Legis- 
lature and presented. How were they re- 
ceived? With warmth? No. [Laughter.] 
With the utmost coolness. 


Gatherings in an Express Office. 


And what, meanwhile, was going on? Dep- 
utations from Albany every week and al- 
most every day meeting in secret conclave, 
sometimes in an express office down town, 
{Laughter,] arranging plans and receiving 
instructions. For what? To carry out 
your will? Or to carry out the will to re- 
serve the political importance and to ag- 


grandize that small group of individuals 
that constitute a band of legislation huck- 
sters in the City of New-York, and pre- 
tend to call themselves Republicans? [Ap- 
plause.] 

Now, I do not claim to be a Republican, 
but I used to be, and I intended to-night 
to say it was presumption upon my former 
membership of that party and my liking for 
it and my acquaintance with its members 
to repel the calumny that it was the Re- 
— Party that stood in the way. I 

ow better. You all know better. And if 
you did not know it before you know it 
after what you have heard to-night. You 
know it from the men who are upon this 
platform here. Here they are, almost as 
thick as autumnal leaves. LLanenier.) Some 
of them look very much like autumnal 
leaves, [laughter,] but here they are. 
{Laughter.] 

There is my. old friend Cornelius Bliss, 
who lives in this community, and is a Re- 
publican, Why, if he thought he had a 
drop of Democratic blood in his veins he 
would jump up here and let it out before 
your eyes. [Laughter.] 

There is my old friend Root, the eminent 
man of the party. I hardly expected to see 
him here to-night. I rather thought that 
possibly he might have concluded that he 
could do a little more good by fighting in- 
side of his party as it were. He has come 
right out to help to strike a blow against 
the common enemy. I listened with infinite 
pleasure to what he said, and he struck 
the right’ note, too; and when he gave ut- 
terance .to the rumors and reports which 
are circulating through the community as 
to the “‘ boodle’’ which has been transmit- 
ted to Albany, the true and just inference 
in the community is that he should find 
some funds in order to make a majority for 
his bill. He struck of a certainty the right 
note, and he held out. to those men the 
warning that they will be remembered. 

My friend, Gen. Swayne, I am rejoiced to 
see here again. [Applause.] Is there any 
doubt about him, a Republican, a soldier, 
and man—one, who has bared his. body -to 
the iron hail upon many a bloody and des- 
perate field. Is his Republicanism to be 

arried by ‘Thomas C. Platt? [Applause.] 
No; this pretence that it is the Republican 
Party—no, I. go further and say, the pre- 
tence that this is a Republican machine, is 
not true. This is not a Republican ma- 
chine. It is .a private and personal ma- 
chine of half-a dozen men—I don’t know 
anything against any of them. 

I must not detain you here. [Cries of 
“Go on,” ‘*Go on;’” “Go at it.’’) Is there 
anything more we can do? (Laughter, and 
erfes of ‘Rake them up.’’] 

Well, I think there is one thing that we 
have not tried.as yet, and I think we ought 
to try it on these men at Albany. They 
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constituents were interested they would 
feel differently. But their own constituents 
are standing silent. 


Time for Some “ Firing.” 


Now I, feel, my friends, that the people 
are all right, but in one respect they are 
not quite right; they are silent when they 
ought to speak, and they ought to speak to 
their representatives in thunder _ tones. 
Those men are deaf to all voices, but they 
will hear very quickly a voice coming 
from their part of the State. 

I am reminded of an incident which oc- 
curred in the rebellion—not a very late re- 
bellion. During the campaign on the Pen- 
insula there was a gallant Confederate sol- 
dier, a General, stationed with his division 
in proximity to his enemy. He was a very 
gallant man, but he was exceedingly deaf; 
he could hardly hear anything. One time 
he had occasion to retire for a few mo- 
ments to a little booth near his head- 
quarters, and while he .was there a big 
cannon on a Federal gunboat and the 
whole Federel artillery burst out into ter- 
rific thunderburst and canonnade. The 
whole firmament shook and trembled with 
the effect of it; and the gallant General, a 
little conscious that something was going 
on, emerged from his retirement, and said 
to his aides: ‘“‘Do I hear a firing?” 
(Laughter.] 

Well, what we want this Legislature to 
hear is “firing,’’ [{Applause,] and when 
their constituents speak to them they will 
hear “ firing.’”’ (Laughter.] 

Now, that is one thing more that we can 
do, and if that fails and all fails, we shall 
lose this bill. Well, what of that? What 
shall we do then? Shall we sink back into 
despair, despondency, and inactivity, and 
confess that popular government is a fail- 
ure and that an aroused peopleare absolutely 
incapable, by means of party action, of im- 
proving their condition and relieving them- 
selves from their evil? Shall that be our 
condition? No. ° 

I have lived long enough to learn that 
we do not accomplish a great deal of good 
compared with what we desire at any one 
time. There is an immense deal of time 
before us. The field is all before-us and 
there is an army before us still to come, 
and I, for one—and I hope you, too—prefer 
a life of activity, of struggle on behalf of 
honesty and good cauges to a life of ignoble 
ease. [Applause.] 

These parties who stand now as our foes 
and enemies are the same as the men with 
whom we have just been connected. There is 
no more difference between them than there 
was between Gorgonious and Euphyllus, if 
I may use the comparison. They are alike 
in their hopes, alike in their character, 
alike in their aims, and alike in their fut- 
ure; and, if this crowd, represented by a so- 
called Republican king, or the Republican 
machine, succeeds in getting into control 
and into power in this city, we shall have a 
repetition of the same miseries, disgrace, 
and shamelessness without name. 

There is one thing about it; this people 
now are driven out into the open. They 
have kept in the dark, as it were, and we 
did not know with whom we were fighting. 
Now they are coming out into the open, 
and, if they wish to challenge a contest 
with the forces of intelligence, justice, and 
right, let them come. [Applause.] There 
are other campaigns still to be fought, and 
we are ready to enter upon them. Are not 
you also? [Applause and cries of “ Yes! ’’] 

These objects are just and right, and we 
mean to gain them and shall gain them in 
the future, whether it be long or short. 

I listened with infinite pleasure to my 
friend, Mr. Root, in his remarks as to the 
attitude of..Mayor Strong, and in reference 
to the movement, the commencement of 
which he hailed as an opportunity for the 
separation of municipal politics from State 
and National politics. [Applause.] 

It is an earnest of the many victories 
we are yet to gain, to the end of the im- 
provement of society within our midst; and 
that municipal government is a concern of 
the ae importance, and should be con- 
ducted by_the voters of the municipality. 
[Applause.] 


GEN. WAGER SWAYNE SPEAKS, 


There Should Be No Partisanship in 
Municipal Affairs. 


The next speaker was Gen. Wager 
Swayne. Among other things he said: 


The Republican Party, like other parties, 
has its State and National Conventions; so 
surely as there comes in this State another 
State Convention of that party, I hope to 
see our friend, Elihu Root, moving, and to 
see it unanimously accried that it is the judg- 
ment of the Republican Party that contests 
over municipal affairs should be exclusively 
non-partisan. 

I hope to see the Republican Party pledge 
itself without any reserve or qualification 
to non-partisanship in municipal affairs. 
May I say that I hope to see the Democrat- 
ic Party doing the same thing? When we 
do that we shall be safe. e shall never 
be safe, I think, until that is done. We are 
here, confronted with one salient feature of 
the situation, that we are linked with crime. 
Crime sits on the bench, and in your name 
and my name administers in behalf of self- 
ish interests a travesty of justice, and we 
go to the Legislature and we ask to be re- 
ieved from that, and nearly five months 
have gone by, and apparently that criminal 
is not as near to his tenure of office as one 
would have expected him to be to a rope’s 
end the morning after the disclosure before 
the Lexow commitee.. : 

Now, what are we going to do about 
it? We are going to do two things. In 
the first place, no matter who the man is, 
no question of party, no quesfion of people, 
no question of time, no question of cir- 
cumstances, no question of hesitation upon 
any ground; the man who keeps linked in 
that connection shall himself be linked in 
that connection, in my mind and in yours, 
I think, henceforth, forevermore. 


Other Things Wanted. 


Now, there are two or three other simple 
things we want. We want the children in 
our schools, we want our schoolrooms, 
taken out from under the eaves of Tam- 
many Hall. We propose to have it done. 
And we want our police so circumstanced 
that it shall be to their interests and safety 


and advantage to be honest and be faith- 
ful, and not required by their interest and 
safety and advantage to be dishonest and 
unfaithful. 

Now, we want one thing more. We want 
our elections separated from our Police De- 
partment and administration. It is mon- 
strous end intolerable. It is unreasonable 
on every ground to assert that because a 
man is qualified to catch a thief and hold 
him he is qualified to take charge of an 
election booth; that because a man is fit to 
be the head of a detective bureau he is 

ualified to administer our election law. 

e propose to have the police attend to the 
duties of police, and the Commissioners, of 
Election take charge of the elections and 
attend to them, 


JOHN VAN WORMER’S WORDS. 


Winking at the Raising of Money to 
Defeat Justice Must Stop. 


The last speaker of ‘the evening was John 
Van Wormer, a member of the Republican 
County Committee, and formerly Secretary 
of the Union League Club. 

Among other things he said: 


Now we have everything else here, Mr.

If you are going to have these m ifleent 
results, remember that eternal vigilance is 
the price of reform, and you cannot get 
along without it, ladies and gentlemen. 
When you create the moral sentiment or in- 
clude the moral principle, you do it after 
repeated efforts in that direction.

THE PROFESSOR’S FAST HORSE DISFIGURED 


Faculty of St. Stephen’s Investigating 
a Peculiar Affair. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, March 27.—The stu- 
dents at St. Stephen’s Episcopal College, 
at Annandale, have complained for some 
time of the rigorous discipline of the Rev. 
George Anthony, one of the Faculty. 

Mr. Anthony has a high-spirited and 
valuable horse, which carries him to the 
mission churches in the vicinity of Annan- 
dale, and which he stables in Mr. Sand’s 
barn, This morning it was discovered that 
during last night the hair had been shaved 
off the horse’s tail, also from his foretop 
and fetlocks, and even his flowing, glossy 
mane was missing. 

The work had evidently been done with 
a razor, in clumsy hands, for the horse’s 
tail was hacked and cut to the bone in 
some places, and the animal was otherwise 
mutilated. There is no evidence that the 
act Was that of a student, but an investi- 
gation is on foot, and a strong effort will 
be made by the college Faculty to place 
the responsibility where it belongs.

A RESULT OF THE SCHOOL AGITATION 


Rumors of Other Ministerial Resig- 
nations to Come--The Remedial 
Order May Be Rejected 
by Manitoba. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 27.—The trouble 
over the Manitoba school case and the pass- 
ing of the remedial order for separate 
schools in the Province of Manitoba is 
the origin of trouble which has brought 
on a political crisis in the Cabinet. 

The resignation of J. C. Patterson, Min- 
ister of Militia, was accepted by the Pre- 
mier yesterday, and to-day Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell has before him the resignation 
of Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper, Minister 
of Justice, the most prominent member in 
the Government. Sir Charles is known all 
over the United States as the British agent 
in the Bering Sea fisheries case. On the 
death of Sir John Thompson he was made 
Minister of Justice, when Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell became Premier. He was looked 
upon as the successor of Sir Mackenzie in 
the Premiership. In the maritime prov- 
inces he has been the leader of the Con- 
servative Party ever since his father, the 
High Commissioner in London, forsook Do- 
minion politics. 

It was Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper who 
prepared the remedial order against Mani- 
toba in the school case. It was made and 
so framed as to do duty politically in the 
general elections which at that time were 
to come off before a session. When the 
remedial order was passed by the Cabinet 
the question of dissolution was immediately 
taken up. It was voted down and a motion 
to summon Parliament was carried. Sir 
Charles protested, but without avail. He 
has not attended a Cabinet meeting since, 
and now he insists that his resignation be 
accepted. If the matter cannot be patched 
up, his retirement will be a big blow to the 
Government. 

The rumor is current to-night that Mr. 
Foster, the Finance Minister, may also re- 
tire. He, too, was opposed to the session. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 27.—The 
remedial order of the Dominion Government 
on parochial schools will be brought up for 
discussion in the Legislature Thursday 
evening. 

Many believe that the Government will 
consent to no compromise. The Government 
has three courses open to it, either to obey 
literally the sweeping federal mandate, 
backed as far as it may be said to be by 
the decision of the Imperial Privy Council, 
to peremptorily refuse to obey it, or to 
adopt the middle course of endeavoring to 
arrive at a compromise with the Catholic 
minority, and thus settle the question ami- 
cably within the Province. Premier Green- 
way’s private organ, discussing the question, 
says: 


We are asked to restore the Catholic 
separate school system that was in opera- 
tion previous to 1890. Let Quebec and Ot- 
tawa rest assured that the restoration will 
never be made. Manitoba has too keen a 
sense of justice, too much regard for truth 
and equity to recognize as a religious aris- 
tocracy, an element of its population by no 
means the most worthy. 

As a civilized people attempting to realize 
in a’ measure the ideals of the nineteenth 
century, Manitobans will not silently submit 
to the preposterous demand that they should 
turn back the wheels of progress three hun- 
dred years. They will stubbornly refuse to 
supplant modern civilization by mediaeval- 
ism. This whole quéstion is not a quarrel 
between Manitoba and the Dominion; it is 
not even a quarrel between races and creeds; 
it is a struggle as to whether the ideals of 
the nineteenth century ar the ideals of the 
dark ages shall prevail. 


One of the principal questions to be dis- 
cussed at the Orange Grand Lodge meeting, 
which opened here to-day, will be the reme- 
dial order. It is expected the lodge will 
make a strong protest. 


TROUBLE OVER A POST OFFICE LOCATION 


Rondout People Think Kingsten Is 
Undualy Favored. 


KINGSTON, N. Y., March 27.—A free 
postal delivery system is to be established 
in Kingston, ane although the people have 
got exactly what they have asked for for 
years—that is, free delivery from both ends 
of the city—a vigorous protest is entered. 

The City of Kingston is composed of the 
villages of Kingston, Rondout, and Wilbur, 
and at present there is a Post Office in 
each. 

The order granting free delivery fixed 
the main office at Kingston and literally 
wiped the name Rondout from the map. 
The down-town office will, after May 1, 
be known only as Station R. The Cornell 
Towing Company’s offices, the offices of 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany, of the Romer & Tremper Steam- 
boat Company, the Ulster and Delaware 
Railroad, the Newark Lime and Cement 
Company, and many other extensive busi- 
ness. concerns are at Rondout, and in- 
asmuch as the Rondout office handles 
three times as much mail as Kingston, they 
consider it an injustice. They also think it 
will delay their mails from two to five 
hours each day, and a protest will be sent 
to Washington. 

There has always been a feeling of ri- 
valry between Kingston and Rondout, and 
the postal discussion has increased its bit- 
terness. Wilbur people are also displeased 
with the new arrangement, 


INSPECTING SMALL ARMS FOR THE NAVY 


Only One Gun Has Thus Far Stood 
Department Tests. 


HARTFORD, Conn., March 27.—Lieut. 
Nathan C. Twining of the navy has suc- 
ceeded Lieut. Albert C. Dieffenbach as In- 
spector of Naval Ordnance here. Lieut. 
Dieffenbach, who has been stationed in 
Hartford for two years, has been ordered 
to the Olympia, which will go into com- 
mission April 1. 

The duties of Lieut. Twining as Inspector 
are performed in this city, Springfield, New- 
Haven, Bridgeport, Providence, R. I, and 
Lynn, Mass. The carriages and mounts are 
made at Providence, the cartridges at 
Bridgeport, and the projec“tles at Lynn. The 
Hotchkiss guns are mati2 at the Pratt & 
Whitney works, and the United States Navy 
revolvers at Colt’s. At New-Haven inspec- 
tions are made at the Winchester Repeating 
Rifle Works. 

Lieut. Twining also succeeds Lieut. Dief- 
fenbach on the Naval Small Arms Board, 
which will resume the examination of small 
arms for the naval service in April. James 
P. Lee, the inventor of the original Lee 
magazine n, is at work here on a new 
arm ‘that to be submitted to the board 
for trial. A new model Lee gun has been 
completed for competition. It has a fixed 
magazine containing five cartridges when 
charged. Two hundred and seventy-five 
cartridges have been fired from it, and it is 
in fine condition for the tests that are to 
be made, 

Fifteen guns have been tried before the 
board, only one of which has gone through 
the tests successfully thus far. This is the 
Lugae n, submitted by a Prussian com- 
pany. he Prussians used their own am- 
munition, and not the United States stand- 
ard ammunition, which is more difficult 
to handle. The inventor of the improved 
Lee arm is BE, G. Parkhurst of this city, 
who has rendered important service in the 
past in developing ‘the Hotchkiss rapid-fire 
gun.

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ART NOTES. 


—We have been accustomed to so much 
meretricious work from the modern Italian 
painters, fairly flooding our markets, that it 
is pleasant to chronicle a changé to the 
more serious pictures now on view at the 
gallery of A. Preyer, on Fifth Avenue. This 
house now shows sixty-five examples, re- 
cently received from the better known of 
the younger men, and the collection is in- 
teresting and instructive, not to say re- 
freshing. 

By G. Belloni, there are no less than 
eighteen canvases, from large figure com- 
positions to small studies of the sea. The 
most important, not alone in size, but in 
thoughfulness of subject, is the ‘‘ Calma,” 
a woman by the sea. This is painted in a 
large, fine manner, and is effective, if a 
trifle empty. The same artist shows a 
strong virile figure of a man, ‘* The Smok- 
er,”” various women and peasants, a street 
in an Italian city, under rain effect, and, al- 
most best of all, “A Rainy Evening,” an 
oblong canvas, fine in tone and well con- 
ceived and carried out. 

A “Sibilla,” by Laucerotto, is a woman 
with cards, and by the same artist is “The 
Promenade.” By V. Tessari, a fresh, color- 
ful study of a woman, “ Coming from the 
Vineyard,” is attractive in its frank, clever 
painting; there is an old man, “ Getting a 
Shave,”” by Calvelli, and various scenes of 
peasant life, by E. Gola. Other men rep- 
resented are Milesi, Bozzaro, Sartori, and 
Bardella. 

Four pictures by N. Guaccimanni are full 
of the cleverness that we are accustomed to 
look for in the Roman water colors. The 
medium is handled with a dexterity that is 
startling, and which seems to have abso- 
lutely no difficulties for these able men. 
Whether with a soldier, an Arab, or a 
courtier, Guaccimanni seems to be equally 
at home. So, too, with Tessari, one may 
only marvel and admire. 

These pictures occupy the walls of the 
galleries, but there are besides a large and 
choice collection of Dutch paintings, and 
in particular a Daubigny, that is one of the 
very best examples of this master ever seen 
in this city. The gallery of Boussod, Val- 
adon & Co. is quite given over to a collec- 
tion of old English masters, beginning with 
Claude Lorraine and ending with Sir Ed- 
win Landseer. 


—There is an interesting picture by Ho- 
garth, a portrait group of fourteen figures, 
of the family of a certain Uvedale T. Price, 
curiously arranged on the bank of a stream, 
some of the members feeding swans, and 
all very much posed. A portrait of Lady 
May Bowlby is well painted and distingué 
in pose, as may be expected from Gains- 
borough, and his landscape is a delightful 
bit, very suggestive in its sketchiness, The 
influence of Claude is distinctly apparent 
in the work of Copley Fielding, whose Ital- 
ian composition is attractive, and the work 
of James Stark shows the source of the in- 
spiration of some of our earlier American 
painters. 

Sir Thomas Lawrence is represented by 
his large canvas of the portraits of Mr. 
and Mrs. Augerstein. Augerstein himself 
was a successful London merchant and a 
collector of importance, indeed it was his 
collection that formed the nucleus of the 
present National Gallery. 

By David Cox there are two excellent lit- 
tle landscapes, ‘‘ Peat Gatherers” and “A 
Rough Road,’’ and by Old Chrome a twi- 
light and a brookside, that might be mis- 
taken for a Rousseau. Broad in treatment 
and good in color are two pictures by Will- 
iam Mulready—‘‘ The Farm” and “ Gyp- 
sies ’"—both of which are very effective in 
their simplicity. There are three portraits 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds, that of Mrs. Hart- 
ley. and child, idealized as nymphs, being 
rich and mellow, and most delicious in 
color. A not too famous Richard Wilson, a 
dark Guardi, and a rather indifferent Jacob 
Ruysdael, of a snow scene, complete the 
list of the older men. The Sir Edwin Land- 
seer is unusual in being a moonlit land« 
scape. 


—The April number of The Photographic 
Times contains unusually interesting mat- 
ter, both in reproductions and letterpress. 
The frontispiece is a dainty landscape, with 
vague, suggestive background of pines, haz- 
ily outlined against the distance, and pho- 
tographed by John A. Hodges. An article 
on the mirror and the camera opens up 
many possibilities for interesting experi- 
ments, some of which are shown in engrav- 
ings. A seascape competition is accom- 
panied by six ocean views, and a long ar- 
ticle on enlarging will be of much practical 
value to the amateur. The Hon. A. A. 
Adee, A. M., contributes a paper entitled 
“ Ap Evening with the Diatoms,” for which 
he has made a large page of curious photo- 
graphs, and there are many other articles 
of interest. 

—The March number of The Art Student 
is printed on no less than three different 
kinds of paper of as many different colors.

COMPROMISE ON THE POLICE BILLS 
The Lexow Measures to be Amenc- 
ed in Two Particulars and. |}|!%j 
Passed Early Next Week 
in the Senate.

ALBANY, March 27.—Unless all 
go wrong, the Republican machine 
back upon the track, with practically ail 
hands aboard. There is abundant evidence 
to-night that a modus vivendi has been es- 
tablished between Mayor Strong and the 


Platt forces. How long it may last must 
be a matter of pure conjecture. Republic- 
ans have had so little cause for congratula- 
tion for a month past that they are jubi- 
lant over even a temporary respite, They 
are realizing as a pasty seldom did before 
how really pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell in peace together. 

And all this has come about because 
there is very good reason for a belief that 
the Lexow Police bills will pass, with cer- 
tain amendments that will be acceptable to 
everybody. These amendments are two in 
number. That which affects the Reorgani- 
zation bill simply provides that members of 
the force, when on trial, shall have the 
right to be represented by counsel. 

That which will be proposed to the bi- 
partisan bill is exactly on the lines predict- 
ed exclusively in The New-York Times of 
Monday last. It will strike out the elective 
clause entirely, and will thus put all future 
Boards of Police, equally with the present, 
under the appointive power of the Mayor. 
The bi-partisan principle will be main- 
tained. 

These amendments will be presented when 
the bills aré called up by Senator Lexow to- 
morrow. They will be ordered adopted, 
the measure will be reprinted, and finally 
passed early next week. This, at least, is 
the programme as at present arranged. 
There have been already numerous shifts 
of plans on these bills, so that even the 
spirit of prophecy grows faint and re- 
fuses to commit itself, but there seems 
to be a practical unanimity to-night among 
Republican Senators that the course out- 
lined will be adhered to. 

The harbor into which Capt. Lexow and 
his crew are now steering is not an inviting 
one, nor is it one to their liking, but to 
the unfortunate mariner who has been buf- 
feted so unmercifully it is a case of get- 
ting into any havem to escape the storm. 
Strangely enough, the pilot, who is at the 
wheel with Lexow, is said to be Mayor 
Strong. Lexow says it is, O’Connor says it 
is. Higgins, who affirms he knows the stur- 
dy Mayor, says it is he also, and so there 
is nothing left, since the pilot will not 
speak directly, but to assume that his iden- 
tity has been correctly described, or he 
would repudiate it. 

Capt. Lexow declares, by all his love for 
popular renown, which is the polar star of 
his career, that he will get safely within 
the harbor bar, and without the aid of any 
of the Democratic wreckers of the Sulli- 
van, Ahearn, or Wolff type. He says they 
could not get on board with grappling 
hooks, and rather than he should be de- 
pendent on their aid he would sink his 
ship. This sounds well, coming from the 
bearded master of rugger Rockland. When 
his crew was in mutiny last week, and 
when Reynolds, Stapleton, and Lamy had 
put himself and O’Connor below decks and 
had battened the hatches on them, Capt. 
Lexow was meek and weak as well. 

Leaving figures aside, Senators Lexow 
and O’Connor seem to be in the unmeasured 
realm of delight which only comes to the 
politician who has escaped ruin, and has 
been able to do it without sailing about 
and executing a Napoleonic move from 
Moscow. They claim that the amendments 
quoted above will make the bills perfectly 
satisfactory to Mayor Strong, that their 
acceptance in no manner involves retreat 
from their own position, and that by their 
adoption there will be 18 Republican votes 
cast for the Bi-Partisan bill, and 17 for the 
Reorganization bill. These figures assume 
the presence of Senator Wolfert, who is at 
present ill at his home in Kings County. 

The reason for their assurance as to 
the position of Mayor Strong comes from 
an interview had with the Mayor by Sen- 
ators Higgins and Mullin last night. These 
gentlemen, when they returned to the Cap- 
ito] to-day, announced informally, though 
with positiveness, that they could say the 
Lexow bills, if amended as indicated, would 
meet with the Mayor’s approval. They 
would not say that in all other respects 
the bills were entirely satisfactory, but 
they were sufficiently so to insure his ap- 
proval or at least escape the possibility of 
a veto. 

Senators Higgins and Mullen had gone 
to New-York in comsequence of an inter- 
view that had been arranged for them. 
Mr. Higgins had been sent a confidential 
letter by Mayor Strong, outlining his po- 
sition. The gentleman who brought it to 
him had left here again on Monday night, 
and to test the authority of the letter Mr. 
Higgins, accompanied by Senator Mullen, 
went to New-York City last night. They 
saw the Mayor, and returned to-day. Nei- 
ther would speak of the meeting, but it is 
a fact that the amendments to the bill 
were suggested by them, and that the 
present jubilant condition of the Republic- 
an Senatorial mind is due to a belief that 
they correctly interpreted the position of 
Mayor Strong when they say that he will 
approve the bills. 

Senator Lexow paced the corridors of the 
Stanwix to-night and declared that the 
situation pleased him immensely. “ The 
striking out of the election clause,” said 
he, “‘ will certainly have no opposition from 
me. I strongly opposed its insertion in the 
bills originally, and I will welcome its elim- 
ination from them. Of course, it will be 
(mpossible to pass the bills to-morrow should 
we adopt the proposed amendments, but we 
can at least place all our Republican 
friends on record for or against them. I 
think the situation has much improved 
since this morning. I have no doubt of the 
final passage of the bills, and I am satisfied 
that both Gov. Morton and Mayor Strong 
will approve them when they reach them.” 

Senator O’Connor seemed also pleased 
with the result of the visit of Senators 
Higgins and Mullin to Mayor Strong, and 
thought that at last some sort of an under- 
standing had been reached. ‘‘I have been 
opposed to the elective feature all along,” 
said he. ‘It was inserted only on the re- 
quest of Senators Kilburn, Higgins, and 
Mullin, who, as I understand it, made it a 
eondition of supporting the Bi-partisan Po- 
lice bill. It was a mistake not to put the 
counsel clause in the original bill. While 
I realize the fact that granting the privilege 
of appeal would delay the reorganization of 
the police force indefinitely, it is but fair 
to give members of the permanent force the 
right to be represented by counsel when 
charges are preferred against them.” 

Senator Lamy, who was one of those who 
threatened to bolt the caucus agreement 
to support the bills, as recently reported, 
said to-night that he now felt inclined to 
vote for them with amendments suggested 
by, or agreeable to, the Mayor. Senator 
Stapleton also intimated that he proposed to 
vote with his party. 

Senator Childs, who suddenly, on Mon- 
day night, declared his intention of going 
- against the suicidal policy he thought the 
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for the bills if amended agreeably to the; JAMAICA’S 


Mayor’s wishes. 
Senator Reynolds still insists that unless 


his amendment is adopted giving officers 
dismissed a chance for appeal, he will cer- 
tainly vote against the bills. Extraordinary 
efforts will be made to get Senator Wolfert 
here when the bills come up for final pas- 
sage. Should Stapleton, Lamy, and Childs 
pull. straight, it would not be necessary 
to bring Wolfert here to give Lexow a ma- 
jority. 

Senator Lexow very strongly denounced 
stories that he was depending on Tar- 
many votes to pass his bills. ‘“‘ You can 
say for me,” said he, ‘‘ that I would rather 
the bills would be defeated a thousand times 
than be compelled to depend on Tammany 
votes to pass them. All stories of a deal 
to kill the Police Magistrates bill and 
other measures Tammany wants strangled 
are malicious falsehoods. So soon as we 
finish with the police reform bills we will 
take up the Police Magistrates bill and other 
reform measures. You can depend on 
that.” 


NO CONFERENCE, THE MAYOR SAYS 


State Senators Did Not Call upon Him 
With Reference to Police Bills. 


A story was printed yesterday to the ef- 
fect that Senators Mullen, Higgins, and Kil- 
burn held a conference with Mayor Strong 
at his residence Tuesday night; that the 
meeting was arranged by Elihu Root, and 
that the topic discussed was the police re- 
organization measures. 

A reporter for The New-York Times asked 
Mayor Strong yesterday what truth there 
was in the story. He said: 

‘It js not true that Senators Mullen, Kil- 
burn, and Higgins called on me. Elihu 
Root did call on me last night. He came 
from Albany, and there was a desire that I 
should express an opinion in relation to the 
police reorganization measures. I adhered 
to the policy of not interfering in any way 
with the work of the legislators.” 

“It has been stated that you would favor 
the Bi-Partisan Police bill if the power 
were given to you to review the work of the 
Commissioners doing the reorganization.” 

“The only explanation I can give of that 
is that early in the week I had a talk on 
that subject with one of the Assemblymen 
from this city, whose name I do not now 
recall. We were talking in a general way 
about the bills, and I said that I did not be- 
lieve that a bill providing for a single-head- 
ed commission could get through this Legis- 
lature, and that as perhaps three-fourths of 
the Republican voters of this city were in 
favor of a bi-partisan board, I would 
not oppose that provision. I do not think 
that any measure but one providing for a 
bi-partisan commission will pass this year. 
I expressed no opinion whatever in that 
talk about any provision giving me a re- 
view of the work of the Commissioners who 
do the reorganization of the department.” 

The Mayor said that there was no truth 
whatever in the story that the State Sen- 
ators mentioned had called on him in refer- 
ence to the matter,* and that he had no 
engagement to meet them. He expressed 
the hope that adequate reform legislation 
would be granted to this city. 


Talked About O’Brien’s Candidacy. 


Major M. C. Dougherty and Henry Camp- 
bell of the O’Brien organization called on 
Mayor Strong yesterday and had a talk 
with him, presumably upon the candidacy 
of ex-Sheriff James O’Brien for Police Com- 
missioner. There is a growing impression 
that Mayor Strong will leave the Police 
Board as it is until some police reorganiza- 
tion law is signed by Gov. Morton. 


NUMBER OF BUCKET SHOPS CLOSED 


Assignment of Malcolm & Waterbury of Chi- 
cago Causes the Closing of Twenty- 
seven Branch Houses. 


CHICAGO, March 27.—The firm of Mal- 
colm & Waterbury, which did an extensive 
“bucket-shop ” business in Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, and Iowa, made an assign- 
ment to-day to George Wiley, a Board of 
Trade man. The crash came suddenly at 
the noon hour, in the head office of the con- 
cern, Room 52, 121 La Salle Street, which 
was in charge of T. B. Waterbury. 

The liabilities, it is understood, are $30,000 
and the assets nothing. 

The house was heavily on the bear side 
of the market, and the recent rise in wheat 
and pork proved too much for the firm. 

The assignment was immediately followed 
by the closing of the twenty-seven branch 
offices, which were connected by a system 
of leased wires with te Chicago office. In 
Illinois, outside of Chicago, the firm did 
business at Sterling, Dixon, Clinton, Odell, 
Pontiac, Lexington, Lincoln, Atlanta; in 
Iowa, at Davenport, Newton, Colfax, Des

NEW TARIFF BILL 


The Government Rebuked by the Legis 
lative Council, Which Promptly 
Defeats the Measure. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, March 19,—The 
Legislative Council made short work to-day 
of the Government’s proposed tariff. After 
a brief debate, the measure was thrown out 
by a vote of 6 to 8, and the scheme to cre- 
ate a surplus in the colonial revenues and 
incidentally hit the United States a blow 
for withdrawing from the reciprocity ar- 
rangement with Jamaica came to naught. 

The increase in revenues was the chief ar- 
gument in favor of the bill, but the tone of 
the remarks made by its opponents indi- 
eated a decided unwillingness to grant such 
increase. The Government was very point- 
edly told that the estimated surplus of over 
$140,000 to March 31, 1896, was sufficient 
for all legitimate purposes. Experience had 
shown that surpluses were very easily dis- 
sipated, and the proposed tariff would in- 
crease the cost to the people of staple ar- 
ticles of food. 

The Government ought to feel itself 
greatly chagrined at the defeat of the Tar- 
iff bill. Gov. Sir Henry Blake intimated at 
the opening of the present session of the 
Council that such a measure would be in- 
troduced, putting it then on the ground 
that the United States had withdrawn from 
the reciprocal relations by which the colony 
had sacrificed $125,000 to $150,000 annually 
of its revenue. But this invitation to revenge 
fell singularly flat. The people manifested 
no burning desire for such satisfaction, and 
when the measure was introduced the per- 
fidy of the United States was scarcely men- 
tioned. The newspapers vigorously opposed 
the bill, and when the Government tried to 
cram it down the throats of the people by 
refusing to allow it to go to a committee it 
lost its last chance. 

Jamaicans may lack enterprise, but they 
have some saving common sense. The 
United States is too good a customer to of- 
fend simply to provide a dangerously 
tempting surplus. Of the exports of the 
colony for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1894—the latest for which official figures 
are obtainable—the United States took 57.3 
per cent., while the United Kingdom took 
only 26.7 per cent, The hint that retalia- 
tory duties or discriminations against the 
United States—and the proposed tariff was 
as clearly directed against American prod- 
ucts as though it had been entitled ‘“‘ An act 
to increase duties on goods imported from 
the United States ’’—might suggest to the 
United States a duty on bananas, was pos- 
sibly not without effect. Taken altogether, 
the solemn effort to arouse a feeling against 
Uncle Sam, and with it haul the Govern- 
ment’s chestnuts out of the fire, was a ri- 
diculous failure, end a jingo policy had to 
fall back on the desirabilitly of a larger 
surplus. ‘‘ With that,” the people have 
practically told the Government, ‘‘ we won't 
trust you.”

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The news 
comes here from Buffalo that the Public 
Printer has appointed Francis A. Crandall 
of Buffalo to be Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, under the new bill providing for the 
printing and distribution of documents. 
This is an appointment provided to be made 
by the Public Printer, and Mr. Benedict has 
chosen the man who was spoken of as likely 
to get the office which Mr. Benedict holds. . 

Mr. Crandall is known very well here as 
@ newspaper man, and among his friends at 
home is spoken of as a man of excellent 
organizing ability. He will have charge of 
a very important part of the reform begun 
by the passage of the Printing bill. 

His bureau of the Public Printing Office 
will take charge of and distribute the quotas 
of public documents, seeing to it that only 
a sufficient number of them are bound and 
sent out to comply with the law, and the 
requests of members of the Senate and 
House.

One of their 
complaints against the executors is the 
manner in which Mrs. Burl’s claims have 
been handled, and before the present cases 
are ended there may be charges of collu- 
sion. But this is almost the least of the 
grievances put forward by the heirs, who, 
through their attorneys, ex-Surrogate Ras- 
tus S. Ransom, Charles H. Beckett, and 
M. C. Milnor, charge the executors with 
the ‘“‘ grossest thievery, fraud, and embez- 
zlement.”’ 

Mrs. Emma J. Richardson, who, with Mr. 
Washburn, now controls the estate, is the 
wife of Joseph Richardson, a brother of 
Capt, Richardson. The two brothers were 
always conspicuous figures in their peculiar 
ways. Joseph is the possessor of a fortune 
estimated at $30,000,000. He is one of the 
principal owners of the South Brooklyn 
Railroad and Terminal Company, of the 
Mexican Central Railroad Company, and of 
several Southern railroad companies, and 
controls water works properties all over the 
country. 

But his greatest fame arises from the 
fact that he built and lives in the narrow- 
est house in the world. This remarkable 
structure, only five feet wide, known as the 
‘“*Spite House,” is at the northwest corner 
of Eighty-second Street and Lexington Ave- 
nue. When Bighty-second Street was cut 
through, Mr. Richardson, who has been 
always a very keen hunter after the 
almighty dollar, found himself the owner of 
a.corner lot only five feet wide. The owner 
of the adjoining property naturally wanted 
to buy the strip and make it a part of his 
lot, but Mr. Richardson set such a high 
price that the other man could not buy. To 
get even, the five-foot house was erected, 
and Mr. Richardson has lived in it ever 
since with his family. He got permits for 
bay windows to extend over the sidewalk, 
and by means of these he managed to get 
room enough to breathe. Not another house 
in New-York, he has often declared since, 
is half so comfortable, and none is certainly 
more interesting. 

Benjamin was even more eccentric in 
many ways than Joseph. He was about 
eighty years old when he died, and for a 
quarter of a century or more he had been 
a well-known figure. His most notable feat- 
ure physically was an enormous beard that 
reached almost to his toes, Ordinarily the 
old man wore this terrible beard neatly 
braided inside his clothing, but on state 
occasions, and there were a great many 
state occasions in ‘‘ Old Captain Ben’s "’ life, 
he let it out, flowing in the wind like a 
great mantle. 

In his day Capt. Richardson had traveled 
all over the earth, and he was among the 
pioneers of 1849 that started in the gold 
rush for California. He afterward led a 
number of caravans across the plains, and 
it was from this that he got his title of 
Captain. With all his peculiarities, the old 
man had, like his brother, a sharp business 
sense, and accumulated a snug fortune, 
which he invested in real estate in this 
city, Brooklyn, and elsewhere, with the 
result that he became a millionaire. 

One of the things that gave him more 
fame than anything else, not even excepting 
his great beard, was the ownership of an 
alleged ‘‘ Washington coach.”’ This vehicle,

This old house was 
crammed from cellar to garret with mis- 
cellaneous collections of curiosities rang- 
ing from stuffed monkeys to the flag that 
was half-masted on the United States Le- 
gation Building, London, when Lincoln was 
shot. The Captain happened to be in Lon- 
don at the time, and with his usual instinct 
for collecting trophies he got hold of the 
flag, and whenever the opportunity offered 
afterward it played an important part along 
with the Washington coach.

WRANGLING OVER IMPROVEMENT BONDS 


Treasurer Knapp Begins an Action 
Against Mayor Sanford. 


LONG ISLAND CITY, March 27.—The 
war being waged by City Treasurer Lucien 
Knapp of Long Island City against Mayor 
H. S. Sanford and the General Improve- 
ment Commission goes merrily on, with 
Mr. Knapp in the lead. - 

Mr. Knapp recently brought the General 
Improvement Commission to a _ standstill 
by refusing to sign additional bonds until 
certain provisions of the law under which 
the commission was organized were com- 
plied with, and he was upheld by the 
courts. He now seeks to obtain custody of 
the general improvement bonds which 
have been retained by Mayor Sanford since 
Mr. Knapp took office on the first of the 
year. 

Accompanied by a clerk, a few days 
ago, Mr. Knapp waited on the Mayor, and 
made a formal demand for the bonds, al- 
leging that they should be placed in the 
Finance Department. Mayor Sanford re- 
fused to comply with the demand, and this 
morning he was served with papers in an 
action begun by Mr. Knapp to compel him 
to turn over the bonds. 

Treasurer Knapp also alleges that the 
bonds are being disposed of contrary to the 
provisions of the General Improvement act, 
which stipulates that the bonds shall be 
advertised and sold to the highest bidder. 
Instead of doing this, Mr. Knapp says that 
the Commissioners are using them to pay 
the contractors as the payments fall due, 
and that in December last $385,000 in bonds 
was paid to Contractors Sheehan and 
O’Brien for work done. Furthermore, Mr. 
Knapp charges that the bonds are being 
issued in an irregular manner, and will not 
mature in the years designated by the act. 
Mayor Sanford will have until April 4 next 
to answer Mr. Knapp’s writ.

Actor John Bigelow and Actress Amy 
Thill Found Dead. 


HIS FINGERS CLUTCHED A REVOLVER 


Her Apartments the Scene of the Trag- 
edy—No Cause Known for the 
Act—Said that He Was 
in Love with Her. 


The little colony of actresses and actors 
living near Broadway, between Twenty- 
third and Thirtieth Streets, was thrown 
into a state of excitement last night by 
the news that two theatrical people, one of 
them an actress who had played in several 
good companies in this city, and the other 
an actor who had been out of an engagement 
for abou. a year, had been found dead in 
a room in West Twenty-fourth Street. 

It was evident that the man had shot the 
woman and then killed himself, for he was 


found with a revolver clutched in his hand, 
while near by lay the body of the young 
woman with three bullet holes in her head. 

The causes that led to the deed may 
never be known, for nothing was left to 
show that the act was premeditated, and 
nothing has been learned that would indi- 
cate any reason for the actor’s mad deed. 

The murderer and suicide was John Bige- 
low, who for a year’had lived at 231 West 
Thirty-eighth Street. His victim was Amy 
Thill, who, in addition to being an actress, 
was an artist’s model, and who, with her 
sisters Marie and Alice, rented a room on 
the fourth floor of the Falk Building, 13 
West Twenty-fourth Street, about nine 
months ago. She was very pretty and 
about twenty-five years of age. She ap- 
peared with Joseph Haworth’s company 
in ‘‘ Rosedale’”’ at the Star Theatre last 
Spring. 

Alice and Marie began two weeks ago an 
engagement with Dickson’s “ Incog’’ com- 
pany, which was billed for Erie, Penn., last 
night, and soon after their departure Miss 
Amy announced to Janitor Coleman that 
she thought she would not occupy her room 
much longer, as she intended going on the 
road with a company soon. 

Bigelow, who had been a frequent caller 
on Miss Thill, had not been seen about the 
house for a few weeks until Monday after- 
noon, when he called. He and the girl went 
out, and appeared in good spirits. When 
Miss Thill returned she laughed and an- 
nounced that she intended sitting for some 
new pictures. 

She did not sit for the pictures, and on 
Tuesday afternoon went to her room. That 
was the last that any one in the house saw 
of her until the bodies were found. 

Martha Coleman, the colored janitor’s 
wife, heard four sharp reports shortly after 
10 o’clock yesterday morning. Thinking a 
water pipe had burst, she summoned her 
husband, and they examined the pipes, but 
found no breaks. Then they dropped the 
investigation. 

It was Miss Thill’s custom to be about at 
noon, but she did not appear. As nothing 
was seen or heard of her at 4:30 P. M. the 
janitor’s wife sumomned Oliver F. Mac- 
kuster, the manager of the house, and 
explained that strange noises had been 
heard, and that Miss Thill had not left her 
room during the day. Mrs. Coleman looked 
under the hall door of the room and saw a 
head upon the floor. This was enough, and 
Mr. Mackuster broke in the door. 

On the floor, with his head by the foot 
of the bed, and his feet in the alcove, lay 
Bigelow. There was a hole in his right 
tempie. Clutched in his right hand was a 
revolver with four of the five chambers 
empty. The wall was spattered with blood. 

In the alcove room lay the dead body 
of Miss Thill. Her head was resting by the 
door, while her feet were under the wash- 
stand. She held a towel,,and the basin 
was filled with water. Her face was cov- 
ered with blood. 

One bullet hole was under her left eye, 
another in her left cheek, and a third in 
the left side of the head. She had evi- 
dently been washing. 3 

On one of the bureaus lay two letters 
in the woman’s handwriting. One was ad- 
dressed ‘* S. 8S. Karsch, The Standard, 1,155 
Broadway,” and the other, ‘‘ Madam Thill, 
812 Mill Street, Minneapolis, Minn.’’ 

About the room were pictures of Miss 
Thill and her sisters, taken in groups and 
separately, and one of Bigelow with a 
mustache. 

Coroner Fitzpatrick, after viewing the 
bodies, gave a permit for their removal to 
an undertaking establishment. The two 
sisters of the dead girl were notified. 

The latter had posed for the pictures 
‘“* Spring’s Awakening ”’ and “ Reflection.” 

While the Coroner was in the room a gen- 
tleman called to see Miss Thill. When in- 
formed that she was dead he seemed much 
affected. He refused to give his name, but 
said Miss Thill had introduced him to Bige- 
low as an old friend. 

Bigelow is said to have been the son of a 
retired lawyer, who was at one time Mayor 
of Morristown, N. J. 

A. C. Burt, who was manager of the Sid- 
ney Drew company, knew Bigelow well, 
and also Miss Thill. Mr. Burt says that 
Bigelow met Miss Thill while both were 
members of the company, and he appeared 
to be in love with her. They left the com- 
pany about Christmas last and both had 
been out of employment since, he refusing 
work on several occasions because Miss 
Thill would not be engaged. 

Gus Spiro of Russell & Spiro, theatrical 
agents, of 130 West Thirty-fourth Street, 
saw Bigelow last week and said that he 
acted as though he was crazy. He was an 
eccentric comedian, and a very good actor, 
but drank a good deal. 


Rebuked by Her Husband, She Killed 
Herself. 

Mrs. Cora Shear, twenty years old, of 
503 Highth Avenue, committed suicide last 
night, by drinking carbolic acid. 

Her husband, Lent Shear, an engineer, 
said last night that he accused her of drink- 
ing, whereupon she acknowledged it. He 
rebuked her and threatened to leave her. 

She repaired to an inner room and took 
the poison. She died in Roosevelt Hospital 
two hours later.

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SENOR MENDONCA SATISFIED 


Has No Knowledge of His Promotion to 
the Supreme Bench of Brazil, and Is 
Content with His Post. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—If the Bra- 
zilian Minister, Sefior Mendonca, is to be. 
appointed a Judge of the Supreme Court ofi 
his country, as stated in a Buenos Ayres'| 
dispatch, the fact is not known to him. | 
Minister Mendonca is entirely satisfied with 
his duties as the Brazilian representative) 
at Washington. It may be said, in passing,‘ 
that the United States Government is equal 
ly satisfied with the Brazilian representa- 
tive, and there is no reason to doubt that 
Sefior Mendonca’s own country is well sat- 
isfied that he shall remain at a post which 
he has filled for years with distinguished 
ability. 

Moreover, it is not customary in Brazil 
to make appointments to the Supreme 
bench without first consulting the gentle- 
man whom it is desired to place there. No 
intimation has come to Sefior Mendonca 
that such is the desire of the Rio Janeiro 
Government, and. he is disposed for this 
reason to doubt the correctness of the re- 
port. Replying to a question if he would 
accept the appointment if it were tendered 
to him, the Minister said it would be in- 
delicate on his part to say what he would 
do under such circumstances, except that 
in a general way he is willing to remain 
at Washington, where his personal and offi- 
cial relations are so agreeable. 

An appointment to the Brazilian Supreme 
Bench would be in one way a promotion, 
even for so prominent an official as the dip-- 
lomatic representative at Washington or 
London or Paris. The salary of a Supreme 
Court Judge is $16,000 a year, which is 
slightly in excess of that paid to the Min- 
ister here. President Moraes is finding 
some difficulty in filling the two existing 
vacancies on the bench. <A tender of one 
of these places was made to Lafayette 
Rodriguez Pereira, who, it will be remem- 
bered, was one of the special representa- 
tives of Brazil to the United States during 
the Pan-American Congress. He declined 
the offer in order to finish a work on inter- 
national law, upon which he is engaged. 
Alfonso Penna, the Governor of the State 
of Minas Geraes, has also been tendered one 
of the Judgeships, but he, too, declined for 
personal reasons. Minister Mendonca’s pri- 
vate letters mention the names of other 
gentlemen who have been spoken of in con- 
nection with the vacancies, but thus far 
they remain unfilled. 

Minister Mendonca’s latest advices indi- 
cate that the troubles in Rio Grande do 
Sul are gradually disappearing. The State 
of Rio Grande do Sul has been in 
a ferment since the establishment, 
of the republic, owing to the dis-, 
appointed ambitions of several gentlemen 
who were prominent under the empire, 
President Morzes’s Administration, Minis- 
ter Mendonca says, is a wise and prudent 
one, and its effegts are felt throughout the 
entire country. The crops are good, busi- 
ness is excellent, and a feeling of renewed 

} security exists in all the States of the re- 
public.

WHAT THEN ? 

The mass meeting in Cooper Union 
last night did well to send forth not only 
a petition, but a threat. Our just de- 
mands and the interésts of two million 
people, whose will has been made known 
by every available means, have been 
treated with “contemptuous indiffer- 
ence” by the Legislature; we therefore 
call upon you, citizens of the State of 
New-York, to make our cause your own 
and let the Legislature know that “a 
day of reckoning will come for every 
Senator and Assemblyman who shows 
himself an enemy of the people.” This 
is the spirit, and in brief the language, 
cf the mass meeting’s address to the 
people of the State, a remarkable political 
document, through which flashes the no- 
ble fire of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence itself. 

The resolutions to the Legislature, cast 
in respectful language as civilized usage 
demands, and the recital of the virtues 
of the legislative remedies prayed for are 
all very well. Without these formal pro- 
ceedings a mass meeting might be called 
disorderly. It was well, too, to invoke 
public odium upon Platt by denouncing 
him as “a political manipulator who 
himself is not under the responsibility 
of public office.” Such a mass meeting 
as that held last night could not in self- 
respect do less. But the threat is the 
thing, the specific declaration that there 
is a penalty for disobedience, the ex- 
press menace to do harm to the Senators 
and Assemblymen if they refuse to com- 
ply with the just demands of the people. 
And when President Low outlined a 
plan of action by declaring that the 
Committee of Seventy might exert its 
influence to have a third candidate put 
in the field in the district of each one of 
the defiant legislators, and the audience 
tumultuously cheered the suggestion, the 
citizens’ mass meeting had exercised to 
the full the right guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution peaceably to assemble and peti- 
tion for a redress of grievances. 

The petition of this meeting, its de- 
mands, and its threat will be heeded by 
Mr. Platt’s legislators in precisely the 
degree to which they credit the promoters 
of the meeting with the power and the 
intention to do what. they say they will 
do. These men of Platt’s will not come 
down for hard words, or for just indig- 
nation, or for projectiles of turf. They 
must be pelted with stones and clubs 
and such missiles as do the greatest bod- 
ily harm. The promoters of the meeting 
must suit their action to their words or 
they might as well have held no meeting. 

But the meeting will be without effect 
if Mayor Strong fails to make known his 
sympathy with its declarations and to 
act in accord with its spirit and purpose. 
Mr. Strong is a sort of mass meeting 
Mayor. He was elected by an uprising 
of the people. The uprising continues. 
The contumacy of the Republican Legis- 
lature compels the people to sit in a sort 
of permanent Committee of the Whole, a 
peculiar and novel sort of government of 
which the Mayor is the natural head. He 
holds the powers of the Government. A 
former mass meeting compelled an en- 
largement of his powers. We do not 
doubt that the Mayor intends to do his 
duty. That assurance was given, at sec- 


ond hand, from the platform of last 


night’s mass meeting. But the best and 
only perfect assurance is the right exer- 
cise of the powers themselves. We do 
not mean to be overinsistent in dwelling 
on this point, nor do we wish to be 
thought officious if we remind the Mayor 
that in the opinion of many of his friends 
and supporters it is time for him to as- 
sert with greater and unmistakable firm- 
ness his purpose to provide for the city 
the most efficient non-partisan adminis- 
tration that it is in his power to give: 
Few of his important appointments have 
been non-political, and some of them 
have not been much above the grade of 
Tammany or Platt-Tammany appoint- 
ments. The Mayor’s plan of “‘recogniz- 
ing,” one after another, the factions and 
groups that. gave him support must log- 
ically and inevitably lead him at last to 
a “recognition” of the Platt Republic- 
ans. They voted for him, and they will 
claim their reward. They are hoping for 
it now, they expect it. They look to see 
the Mayor falter and draw back before 
the danger of engendering a ‘‘ quarrel in 
his party.” That to-day is his greatest 
peril—not the quarrel, but the fear of 
making it. In the present conditions 
Mayor Strong is ruined as a reform May- 
or if he does not “ make a quarrel in his 
party’ until the demands of the people 
who elected him are granted. 

The Mayor can’t do better than to 
burn his bridge of caution and make 
common cause with the mass meeting. 
He will be in-the best of company. It 
was a splendid demonstration of non-par- 
tisan reforming spirit, an uprising for

“ARTISTIC TEMPERAMENT ” 
MORALS.. 

It is really too bad that certain paint- 
ers of eminence have permitted them- 
selves to be the dupes of some showmen 
who in their effort to “ give the public 
what it wants” have placed themselves 
under the ban of decent: public opinion 
and in reach of the law. Few men in 
this community are more respected than 
William M. Chase, J, Wells Champney, 
and J. G. Brown. But the opinions ex- 
pressed in a police court Tuesday by Mr. 
Chase and Mr. Brown about the moral 
influence of a certain notorious exhibition 
were not'founded on good judgment and 
thorough information. 

A note from Mr. Champney printed in 
one of the newspapers indicates that he 
is less positive than the other two artists 
of the exalted purpose of the bronze- 
powder exhibition and its refining influ- 
He seems to fear that he may have 
been fooled at the private view. 

The artistic mind is very sensitive. 
These gentlemen were invited to see a 
show which seemed to them nothing more 
than a posing of nude models for artistic 
effect. There was no crowd present. 
They did not take into consideration that 
element which is most important in every 
public exhibition, the mental quality of 
the spectators. The study of the nude 
to the artist is as the study of anatomy 
to the physician. But the present con- 
troversy has no relation to the subject 
of the nude in art. The question of the 
exact measure of good taste and good 
art in Mr. Robert Reid’s pictures or Mr. 
Denman's is not involved in it. Indeed, 
it is not a question of art at all, where- 
fore Mr. Chase’s opinion cannot be ac- 
cepted as expert testimony. As for his 
assertion that he would not object to see 
a nude woman posed in a shop window, 
We are convinced that no one in New- 
York was sorrier to see that in print 
than Mr. Chase himself. 

The prevention of these exposures is a 
vital question of the hour. There are too 
many indecent public exhibitions, and 
the existing legal machinery does not 
seem to be sufficient to stop them. Mr. 
Comstock appears to have other fish to 
fry. 


AND 
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THE FUTURE, OF GERMAN UNITY. 

The significance of the extensive cele- 
bration of the eightieth birthday of 
Prince Bismarck plainly lies in the pro- 
found regard for him as the chief agent 
in the creation of German unity. He is 
the representative of the German Empire, 
and at his advanced age, in the re- 
tirement from active part in public 
affairs, he is in a sense the symbol of 
nationality, so that the demonstration 
called out by this occasion is clearly an 
expression of the sentiment of national- 
ity. And this demonstration is so em- 
phatic and extended and accompanied 
by so many impressive features that it 
is natural to infer that this sentiment 
is very strong, widely felt, and lasting. 
But the inference is open to some quali- 
fications, which it may be interesting to 
point out. 

Of course, the sentiment of nationality 
is to a considerable degree unreasoning, 
but it may be strengthened or weakened 
by reason, and its permanence may de- 
pend very largely on its harmony or want 
of harmony with other sentiments affect- 
ed by the daily interests of a people. 
Now, Bismarck represents in Germany 
almost wholly the national sentiment 
that springs from pride, from the con- 
sciousness of national strength and im- 
portance as compared with other na- 
tions. For the German people as an 
entity, capable of making war, Bismarck 
had a deep appreciation, and in using 
them he showed wonderful genius. But 
for the German people as a body of citi- 
zens engaged in the earning of their 
livelihood, the acquisition of fortune, the 
pursuit of the professions and of the 
higher things of life, he had, to say the 
least, great indifference. Of the German 
people as a political community entitled 
to shape their public affairs and to de- 
velop their institutions through free dis- 
cussion, by. representative methods, he 
has always had a marked distrust, min- 
gled with some contempt, and based on 
nearly complete want of comprehension. 
His ideal of the empire was of a great 
nation firmly and vigorously led, not of a 
self-governing nation. This also was the 
idea of the old Bmperor, as it is that of 
his grandson, the latter holding it more 
openly and avowing it with a confidence 
and unreserve that verge on fanaticism. 
It may make a great difference in the 
future of the German Hmpire whether 
the people will accept this ideal, and, if 
not, whether there is an Emperor, with 
advisers, capable of compelling their ac- 
quiescence as the old Emperor and Bis- 
marck were able to compel it. 


Practically the government of the Ger-- 


man Empire of to-daty, if the Emperor 
had his way, would be a military dicta- 
torship, with a hereditary dictator. It 
is not to be denied that tremendous 
achievements have been made by precise- 
ly such a government, thanks to the 
genius of Moltke and of Bismarck and 
the rare faculty of adaptation of their 
Emperor. But also it is not to be denied 
that, even with equal genius at his com- 
mand, the task of the present Emperor 
must be very different and much more 
difficult. There can be no such swift and 
sudden military victories as amazed the 
world from 1864 to 1871, for there is not 
and cannot be any such wide disparity 
of preparation, resource, strength, and 
ability as then existed. The last thirty 
years have changed the conditions of life 
over the face of the globe. Not only is 
Germany surrounded on every side by 
neighbors who in war would be powerful 
foes, but the German people have been 
forced to‘take part in a world-wide com- 
mercial and industrial competition, in 
which the burden of the “nation in 
arms” 
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and the latter, while it may be “‘indis- 


pensable, retards the former. This the 
German people have felt very keenly and 
are likely to feel more and more keenly. 
The sense of unrest and discontent 
aroused, with the underlying sense of in- 
justice, may prove a powerful opposing 
force to the acceptance of the ideas 
which Bismarck carried out with such 
magnificent genius, and which the Em- 
peror would like to carry out, but for 
which he will need the genius that he 
cannot, so far as the world can see, com- 
mand. 

Splendid as has been the work of Bis- 
marck, his policy has conspicuously 
lacked one profoundly important element: 
It has permitted as little scope as possi- 
ble for the free action of the sentiment 
and opinion of the German Nation. It 
has been negatively constructive, since it 
has destroyed the obstacles to national 
unity. It has been positively construci- 
ive only so far as it aroused and deep- 
ened the passion for unity through war. 
But for that development of the nation 
through freedom, through orderly activ- 
ity in the conduct of national affairs, it 
has provided only so far as was absolute- 
ly necessary. And the concessions in 
this direction made by Bismarck, inade- 
quate as they were, are still such as the 
present Emperor would not willingly 
make, which he shows signs of wishing 
to withdraw. He has given Bismarck a 
sword, ¢‘It is,” he said, “the symbol of 
the historic time of blood and iron. It 
is,””’ he added, curiously ignoring the ex- 
perience of his granduncle, “ that means 
that never fails in the hands of Kings 
and Princes against home foes and, as 
has been testedy against foreign enemies.”’ 
If he obstinately pursues the policy of 
which the sword is the symbol, he may 
have graver crises to meet than Bismarck 
ever faced. And, even if he is equal to 
the task, what would happen should he 
fall? It is because the ideal of the Em- 
peror bases so vast a structure on one 
man, whose force is still untried, whose 
life is uncertain, and whose destined suc- 
cessor is a boy of thirteen, that the fut- 
ure of Germany is by no means entirely 
secure. 


HOW IT WILL WORK, 

A gentleman of long experience in pub- 
lic life, and who is probably more inti- 
mately acquainted with the practical re- 
lations between the civil service and pol- 
itics and with the steady progress of re- 
form than any other New-Yorker, writes 
us: 


“TI was glad to see The Times’s editorial 
this morning, ‘ Labor Out of Politics.’ I 
have been saying that for the first time 
there are hopeful indications that Tam- 
many can be prevented from assuming that 
ascendency in city affairs that has hitherto 
followed every rescue of the city from its 
clutches. I base this opinion, first, upon the 
fact that in the Good Government Clubs, 
City Clubs, and other cognate bodies we 
have the hases of a permanent non-partisan 
organization to oppose Tammany. Second, 
the placing of the labor service beyond par- 
tisan control. This cuts off from the Tam- 
many and Platt upas trees the thousands of 
rootlets upon which their nourishment and 
strength depend. There are said to be, at 
the minimum, 7,500 laborers and artisans 
employed, and as Tammany so rotated the 
incumbents of these places that each place 
furnished pap for at least four of its de- 
pendents, we may say that 30,000 rootlets 
are severed at once from the noxious trees.” 


This estimate agrees substantially with 
that we submitted last Fall. It is clearly 
not exaggerated, when we remember that 
not only the persons actually employed 
by the city, but a certain number of their 
voting relatives, were influenced when 
the employment ‘depended on a political 
pull. And it will be found here, as it was 
in Boston, that the workingmen who are 
freed from the uncertainty and degrada- 
tion of the old system will be among the 
most earnest and vigilant supporters of 
the merit system. We venture to say 
that by the close of Mayor Strong’s term 
any candidate who would not promise to 
maintain the reformed system would be 
defeated by the labor vote alone. 


LEGISLATION BY CAUCUS, 

Some of the Republican members of the 
State Senate have attempted to exercise 
a sort of terrorism over their party asso- 
ciates who refuse to be bound in their 
action as legislators by the decrees of a 
party caucus, charging them with treach- 
ery and bad faith, but any man elected 
by the people of a Senate district to rep- 
resent them at Albany would be guilty of 


. treachery and bad faith to his constitu- 


ents if he surrendered his convictions and 
responsibility at the dictation of any cau- 
cus. The party caucus has no proper 
place in legislation, and if its authority 
is recognized it will become an instru- 
ment ofstyranny in the hands of a 
“boss.” <A Senator elected in Brooklyn 
or in Buffalo has no right to permit his 
action to be dictated by Senators from 
Nyack or Binghamton or by any com- 
bination of Senators from districts scat- 
tered over the State. He is presumably 
chosen because the people whom he rep- 
resents had confidence in his ability and 
integrity and desired him to use his own 
judgment, and if he acts against his 
judgment at the dictation of others he is 
false to his trust. 


The practice of making “ party meas-- 


ures” of bills pending in the Legislature, 
which has been growing at Albany in re- 
cent years, is'a most pernicious one, and 
its purpose is to enable an aggressive 
minority to control legislation in spite of 
the will of the majority. These measures 
rarely have any really political character 
to give the semblance of excuse for cau- 
cus action. 

Nothing could be more outrageous than 
the attempt to make party measures of 
bills affecting the municipal government 
of this or any other city, and to force 
them through or defeat them under the 
lash of a caucus resolution. In the first 
place; the people of this city are trying 
to keep party politics out of their Gov- 
ernment, and the caucus tactics is a de- 
vice to enable a combination of politi- 
cians to defeat that object. The proposed 
legislation concerns the interests and the 
well-being of the city alone, and this de- 
vice is intended to enable politicians from 


‘tisan ends. This makes it a peculiarly 


outrageous form of tyranny, which would 
enable ten partisan Senators, whose con- 
stituents have no direct interest in the 
subject, acting perhaps under the orders 
of one man to whom they are under per- 
sonal obligations, to say what acts. the 
Senate shall and shall not pass affecting 
this city. 

There is no legitimate ground for con- 
sidering any of the pending measures re- 
lating to municipal administration as 
political in the partisan senge of the 
word, and to endeavor to use the power 
of a party organization of the State to 
force upon the people of one local com- 
munity methods of management that are 
contrary to their wishes and destructive 
of what they believe to be their interests 
is despotism of the most detestable kind. 
It is the men who refuse to be bound 
by caucus decrees in such matters that 
are faithful to duty. Their constituents 
will see that they do not suffer for it. 7 

-The Lexow bills come up in the Senate 
to-day. A Republican caucus has de- 
cided that they must pass in spite of the 
protest of the people whom they concern. 
Not one representative of this city was 
in that caucus. Not one of the men who 
have declared their purpose to abide by 
the caucus decision, has any claim to 
speak for or to act for the people of this 
city. The effort is one of unmitigated 
oppression. It will not succeed, but how 
many Republican Senators will have the 
manhood to resist it? We shall see. 


STEAM AND ELECTRICITY. 

The New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company is not the only 
prominent corporation now using steam 
on important trunk lines which is mak- 
ing experiments with electric motive 
power. The Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany decided a few weeks ago to substi- 
tute electric power for steam on its 
branch line between Burlington and 
Mount Holly, N. J., and if the success of 
the New-Haven Company’s experiment 
on its road from Boston to Nantasket 


Beach should eventually cause a substi-° 


tution of electricity for steam on two of 
the tracks between this city and New- 
Haven—and it is intimated by the com- 
pany’s officers that the expediency of 
such a change has already been consid- 
ered—it is probable that a successful 
demonstration on the Mount Holly 
branch will direct the attention of the 
Pennsylvania Company to the feasibility 
of using electric motors on two of’ the 
tracks between this city and Philadel- 


/phia. 


In the last two or three years the de- 
velopment and improvement of electric 
motors and motor plants have had a 
very perceptible effect upon the compari- 
sons of cost, convenience, &c., made by 
those who have studied the practical pos- 
sibilities of electric traction on steam 
roads. Two or three years ago the coal 
bill was considered, to the exclusion, al- 
most, of certain advantages on the side 
of electricity which have since been more 
clearly disclosed. We find some of these 
advantages set forth substantially as fol- 
lows by an engineer: First, the cost of 
repairs is less with electric motors than 
with steam locomotives, because the 
mechanism is far more simple. There 
are not so many. moving parts, and these 
are not so much exposed to the action 
of mud, sand, water, &c. Three or four 
years ago, however, the cost of repairs 
in electric service was a formidable item. 
Second, more miles are run per day, or 
more hours of service are obtained per 
day, with electric motors than with 
steam locomotives, so that the cost of 
labor per mile is less with the former, 
and the amount of work done with a 
given sum invested is larger. ‘“‘ When 
electric motors of larger size and for 
higher speed than those now used 
are made, to take the place of lo- 
comotives, they will run about the 
same number of hours as the motors now 
in use, but will cover continuously from 
two and a half to three times the dis- 
tance now covered by locomotives.” The 
locomotives must be run into the round- 
house and thoroughly examined and 
cleaned up more frequently. Third, the 
electric motors used to move a train can 
be placed under one of the cars. The 
weight of the train is thus reduced and 
less power is required for the moving of 
it. It would not be necessary to make 
this motor car as heavy as a steam loco- 
motive. It may be pointed out that the 
new motors used on the Nantasket Beach 
Road are attached to or placed in cars 
of the ordinary type. 

The authoritative announcement that 
the New-Haven Company was to use 
electric motors on its Nantasket branch, 
partly with the purpose of testing there 
the feasibility of using similar motors on 
parts of its trunk line, and the apparent 
expectation of the company’s officers that 
the experiment would be successful, were 
somewhat surprising to many who had 
been led to believe that electric traction 
on steam roads was far from being eco- 
nomical and practicable. The attitude of 
so conservative a corporation toward this 
question, however, indicates that both 
economy and practicability have been or 
are about to be demonstrated.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

The full report of the proceedings in 
the suit of fhe National Harrow Compa- 
ny (a combination chartered in New-Jer- 
sey and having its principal office in 
Utica) against two dealers in agricult- 
ural implements doing business in Ches- 
terton, Ind., shows that the court’s decis- 
ion must be regarded as perhaps the most 
remarkable in the very long list of cases 
involving combinations for the restraint 
of trade and suppression of competition. 
The tribunal, it should be noted, was the 
United States District.Court, Judge Ba- 
ker presiding. 

The plaintiff corporation, commonly 
known as the Harrow Trust, sued the 
dealers in question because they had sold 
harrows, the makers of which, it was al- 


leged, 
five har 


infringed upon one of the eighty- 
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set up the plea that this company was a 


- combination or Trust holding the patents 


as an assignee for purposes contrary to 
public policy, and that a court of equity 
ought not to aid its unlawful purpose by 
entertaining such a suit. 

This plea was upheld by Judge Baker. 
Iie explained in his decision that the pur- 
pose of the plaintiff corporation and com- 
bination had been to become the assignee 
of all the harrow patents held by manu- 
facturersofharrows; to license these man- 
ufacturers on payment by them of a royal- 
ty; to take charge of all litigation, and to 
fix the price at which the harrows should 
be sold. It was not organized for the 
manufacture and sale of harrows under 
the patents assigned to it, and had never 
been engaged in such manufacture and 
sale. We quote the following from his 
decision: 

“*So far as I can perceive, the complain- 
ant is organized to receive assignments of 
the legal title of harrow patents, to grant 
back licenses to assignors to use and enjoy 
the same, to collect from each member of 
the combination or Trust $1 as a license fee 
for each harrow manufactured and sold, 
to regulate and control the price at which 
harrows may be sold by the members of 
the combination, and to prosecute and de- 
fend all suits involving the alleged infringe- 
ment of such assigned patents. 

“It seems to me that such a combination 
is illegal and that its purposes are viola- 
tive of sound public policy. The common 
law forbids the organization of such com- 
binations composed of numerous corpora- 
tions and firms. They are dangerous to the 
peace and good order of society, and they 
arrogate to themselves the exercise of 
powers destructive of the right of free 
competition in the markets of the country, 
and by their aggregate power and influence 
imperil the free and pure administration of 
justice. 

“Complainant says that its title to the 
patent in question is valid, and that it has 
a lawful right to its protection from inva- 
sion by a stranger, regardless of the objects 
and purposes of the combination which it 
represents. On the other hand, the defend- 
ants contend that to give its title protec- 
tion would be to give ald to the unlawful 
purposes of the combination. In suits at 
law it is doubtless true, as a general propo- 
sition, that a wrongdoer will not be per- 
mitted to dispute the legal title of one in 
possession of money or property by showing 
that the title thereto was unlawfully ac- 
quired, or that the owner intends to apply 
it to an unlawful use. I have strong doubts 
whether this rule ought to apply to a suit 
in equity, where nothing but clean hands 
and a good conscience will move the court 
to act. The combination represented by the 
complainant is not illegal in any other sense 


except that the law will not lend its aid 
to the accomplishment of its purposes. The 
common law does not prohibit the making 
of such combinations. It merely declines 
after they have been made to recognize 
their validity by refusing to make any de- 
cree or order which will in any way give 
aid to the purposes of such combinations. 
It seems to me that the court cannot sus- 
tain the present bill without giving aid 
to the unlawful combination or Trust rep- 
resented by the complainant. The question 
is not free from doubt; but in case of doubt 
I feel it my duty to resolve it in such a 
way as will not lend the countenance of 
the court to the creation of combinations, 
Trusts, or monopolies. They have already 
grown to alarming proportions, and courts, 
to the full extent of their powers, ought to 
discountenance and repress them.” 


Therefore the bill was dismissed. This 
combination has been deprived, by the 
new tariff, of the protection afforded by 
a high duty on imported harrows, and 
was relying exclusively upon its control 
of the industry throtgh the agency of 
the pooled patents. If this decision shall 
be sustained, it is also deprived of this 
support, for the court virtually says that 
even patents can be overridden when a 


Jarge number of them are pooled in a 


Trust combination whose purpose is to 
use them for the prevention of competi- 
tion, the monopolizing of an: industry, 
and the maintenance of uniform prices 
by combination agreement. It will be 
observed that there would be competition 
among the twenty-six manufacturers of 
harrows but for the pooling of their pat- 
ents in this Trust. Because the force and 
the pooling of patents are involved, the 
decision is one of exceptional character 
and interest. The plaintiff company has 


many similar suits pending. 
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There is serious objection to giving the 
name ‘‘ West Broadway” to the street 
which extends in a line nearly straight from 
Washington Square to Vesey Street, and 
which .now has thr@e names, that already 
mentioned, South Fifth Avenue, and College 
Place. Of course every thoroughfare should 
bear the same, designation along its whole 
extent, and the violation of this principle 
always results in confugion and annoyance; 
but these facts have no bearing on the peti- 
tion now before the Board of Aldermen. If 
granted, it would, indeed, replace three 
names for the same street with one, but at 
the same time, a manifest misnomer would 
he fixed on what is destined soon to be an 
important avenue of communication, and a 
needless exception made to the excellent 
system according to which the words. 
“west” and “east” are now used in this 
city. Those terms properly apply only to 
eross-town streets, and should be restricted 
to them. The street in question has nothing 
to do with Broadway, nor is it a continu- 
ation of Fifth Avenue, and its name should 
not attempt the impossible and useless task 
of linking it with either of them. ‘“ College 
Place,” on the contrary, has a definite his- 
torical meaning and value, recalling Colonial 
days, and illustrating the changes through 
which New-York has passed.

Emperor William holds views in regard to 
swords that are hkely, some day, to get 
him into serious trouble. ‘‘ The sword,” he 
told Bismarck, “igs the means which never 
fails in the hands of Kings and Princes.” 
This assertion is erroneous. As regards 
sword against sword, the proportion of fail- 
ures to succe$ses is exactly even, while the 
showing is incomgarably less favorable to 
the Emperor’s vaunted “means” in the 
very large number of cases when against it 
there were presented weapons like pens, 
logic, and justice.

A week or two ago, Wall Street inter- 
rupted its arduous labors as the financial 
heart of the country and devoted half a day 
to that particularly squalid form of gam- 
bling known as “ policy.’ Several laws, Fed- 
eral, State, and city, were openly violated 
by the brokers, and the facts were fully 
reported in all the papers, but so far as 
known no action calculated to impress upon 
them the enormity of bead offense was 
taken by anybody except the policy 
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‘the “slips.” This seems to have had no 


real reformatory effect, for, according to the 


latest reports, another “game,” quite as 
illegal as its predecessor, Is now “open” in 
the cafion that yawns in front of Trinity . 
Chtirech, Raffling for bicycles is the popular 
form of misdemeanor, just at present, and 
it promises to have a longer vogue than 
“ policy,’”” because several machines of good 
make have been acquired as a result of in- 
vesting sums ranging between 7 cents and 
$1.20, and give proof that the “game” is 
“square.” Of coursé, this is a great con- 
sideration in a region so intensely practical 
as Wall Street, and the fierce battle for 
eighths and fotrths is said to have been 
interrupted on several occasions in conse- 
quence. These events are of great interest; 
they are likely to supply the Western Popu- 
list with a substitute for the much-worn 
“ goldbug ” as a descriptive epithet.

The list is 
now augmented by the addition of the Co- 
lonial Club, the handsome gallery of this 
organization being opened yesterday, with 
an extremely interesting and fairly repre- 
sentative collection of native and foreign 
pictures of a high order, loaned by mem- 
bers and shown to much advantage. The 
catalogue contains sixty-five numbers and 
the walls are comfortably filled. There are 
a few large canvases, but, as a rule, the 
pictures are of modest proportions. 

Homer D. Martin is conspicuous among 
our native painters, with a foreign sub- 
ject, “ An Old Church in Normandy,” (No. 
41,) in which he has accomplished most 
satisfactory results. Though a very uneven 
man, when Mr. Martin is at his best he 
is exceedingly strong. This canvas is 
painted with great freedom and with ad- 
mirable simplicity. The composition is in- 
teresting in line and arrangement, and the 
artist has searched for and found the large 
side of his subject, conveying an idea of 
much detail by big methods. 

Several prize-winning pictures from ex- 
hibitions recent or remote are shown, 
Prominent among these is the fine water- 
color head, “‘ Romola,” (No. 55,) by Sarah 
Cc. Sears, that was much admired in the 
Water Color Society of 1893. Mr. Platt’s 
landseape, ‘‘ Clouds,” (No. 49,) which, it will 
be remembered, took the Webb Prize last 
year at the Society of American Artists, 
and St. John Harper’s “ Autumn,” (No. 29,) 
with its Clarke Prize of 1892, are both 
in evidence. The latter is seen to greater 
advantage here than at the Academy, and 
is effective in its arrangement of Fall 
colors. 

The late George Inness is represented by 
@ single example of quiet landscape, “ The 
Pasture,” (No. 35,) a® characteristic, har- 
monious picture, that is attractive, and by 
the late Harry Chase there is a little river 
scene, “On the Scheldt,” (No. 10.) The 
“ Aurora,” (No. 38,) by Will H. Low, is a 
single-figure composition, full of color and 
graceful in the disposition of draperies, as 
well as being happy in the arrangement of 
light on flesh and background. By Walter 
Shirlaw, ‘“‘ The Water Lilies’? (No. 56) is 
the misleading title of three nude wo- 
men bathing, and by Henry O. Walker 
there is an altogether charming and poetic- 
ally conceived composition, “The Boy and 
the Muse,”’ (No. 62.) 

Two excellent landscapes by the late A. 
H. Wyant are “Early Morning” (No. 63) 
and ‘“‘ A Moorland Sunset,” (No. 64.) There 
are others, by Mr. Bogert, Mr. Coffin, and 
Arthur Parton; a marine is by Mr. Me- 
Cord, and by Bolton Jones there is a large 
“Summer,” (No. 86.) Strong and vigorous 
is “The Veteran,” (No. 52,) by H. W. 
Ranger, a landscape with a fine old oak, 
and Mr. Minor sends his “ Close of Day,” 
(No, 45,) the large picture that brought him 
recognition both at home and abroad. Some 
children are by Maria Brooks. Mr. Church 
has a familiar ““ Wood Nymph,” (No. 11,) 
with his alwavs attractive delicacy of color 
scheme, and Mr. De Luce has an ambitious 
figure subject, “Refusing to Drink the 
King’s Health,” (No. 18.) Departing from 
his landscape and cattle, Mr. Howe has 
painted a lion and a lioness, “ The King 
and Queen of the Jungle,” gray and quiet 
in key, but fafthful as studies. 

The list of foreign names contains many - 
of the well-known Frenchmen. Particular- 
ly interesting is a very serious composition, 
carefully carried out, by Decamps, “ The 
Robbers and the Ass,” (No. 16.) Two 
charming landscapes by Harpignies have all 
his delightful feeling for harmonious color, 
and by the late Anton Mauve there is one 
of his most successful sheep pictures. There 
are two Michels, one in his better known 
manner, and a second that is refreshing in 
its novelty. of delicately worked-out dis- 
tance, a departure from his inevitable ef- 
fect of approaching storm. A fine Troyon 
has likewise the added attraction of un- 
usual subject, being a strong, powerful wood 
interior, ‘‘ The Woodcutter,”” (No. 59.) 

An unusually rich and colorful Ziem is 
“Venice,” (No. 65,) and the same may be 
said of the Monticelli, ““ The Garden Party,” 
(No. 46.) The Bonheurs are both represent- 
ed, the contribution by the brother, Au- 
guste, “‘ At the Stream,” (No. 5,) possessing 
the greater interest. Two Corots and ex- 
amples by Diaz, Dupré, and Rousseau are 
all attractive, though by no means unusu- 
al. Of the more modern men, there are 
pictures by Alfred Stevens, some cattle by 
Van Marcke and Julien Dupré, and by the 
Dutchmen, Artz and Offermans, interest- 
ing work. 

Thus it will be seen that the exhibition 
of the Colonial Club contains a serious col- 
lection of the work of able artists, and it 
again demonstrates the increased interest 
that influential men are taking in the fine 
arts in this city. The pictures may be 
seen for a few days by card. 


Woerth’s Power Was Waning.

he had ceased to bestow much personal la- 
bor on the all-important designs. He was a 
generous, kindly, charitable old gentleman, 
and very entertaining when he could be 
ersuaded to talk of the events of his life. 
e was never loth to do so, and thoroughly 
enjoyed relating his Tuilleries experiences. 
He never forgot what he owed to the Em: 
ress Eugenie, and although in the time of 
her power he was wont occasionally to treat 
her somewhat cavalierly—for he would bear 
no suggestion of interference with his de- 
signs—since she has been in exile he has 
never missed sending her every year a large 
osy of Parma violets tied with gold-em- 
proidered ribbons.

Cuban Insurrection.

GRAVER NEWS THAN WAS ADMITTED 


Additioual Troops, Two Torpedo Boats, 
and a Cruiser Are to he Sent 
Hastily to the Re ‘* 
volted Colony. 


MADRID, March 27.—The latest dispatches 
from Havana have alermed the Govern- 
ment. They indicate that the insurrection 
is spreading rapidly, and is already beyond 
the control of the local commanders. 

The decision was made last night to send 
Martinez Campos to Cuba with strong re- 
inforcements. 

To-day it is reported that 9,700 additional 


troops will embark with him. He will start, 
probably, April 2. 

The torpedo gunboats Filipinas and Martin 
Alonzo Pinzon and the cruiser Castilla have 
received orders to proceed with all possible 
speed to Cuban waters. 

The publication of this news, which com- 
pletely contradicts the former sanguine dis- 
patches from official sources, has caused 
keen excitement here. 

It is announced’ this evening that Primo 
Rivera has been appointed Captain General 
of Cuba to succeed Gen. Callejas. 

In the Chamber of D&puties to-day the 
Budget Committee approved all of the 
clauses of the budget. 

Resignations of officials continue to be 
handed in. Among those who have re- 
signed are the Presidents of the Commercial 
Treaties Committee and the Cuba Tariff 
Reform Committee. 

The Correspondencia, commenting upon 
the general state of affairs, says it does 
not believe that the new loan has wholly 
remedied the situation of the Treasury. 
The paper says that the Army bill increases. 
the peace effective of the Spanish Army 
from 71,000 to $2,000. 

A dispatch from Havana announces the 
arrival there of the first battalion of troggs 
recently sent to reinforce the troops al- 
ready in Cuba. They were received with 
great enthusiasm. The leaders of the Re- 
form and Constitutional Union Parties in 
Cuba have telegraphed to Sefior Canovas 
dei Castillo assurances of their hearty co- 
operation. j 

Private reports from Havana indicate 
that the number of insurgents now in the 
field is about 7,000. The Government be- 
lieves that the filibusters who left Costa 
Rica under Maceo, on an English vessel, for 
Jamaica, were transferred to an American 
ship. 

In the Senate, Premier Canovas del Cas- 
tillo said to-day that 5,000,000 pesetas had 
been spent already in fighting the Cuban 
insurgents, and the Government was pre- 
pared to make any further sacrifice that 
Might be demanded. A Minister, whose 
name is withheld, said this afternoon that 
10,000,000 pesetas would be placed at Mar- 
tinez Campos’s disposal at once. Several 
steamers are fitting out to embark troops at 
Barcelona, Cadiz, and Carthagena, for Cuba. 

The Premier prefaced his statement to 
the Senate with the remark that he had 
come before the chambers under unusual 
circumstances. He proposed to deal only 
with the financial questions raised by the 
expedition to Cuba. 

He then read a dispatch from Capt. Gen. 
Callejas, saying that a detachment of | 
Spanish troops had been defeated by in- 
surgents at Campochulos. 

The commander had been summoned bhe- 
fore a court-martial, the dispatch added. 
The Cabinet's decision to send reinforce- 
ments was due to this news. 

The dispatches from Gen. Callejas inti- 
mate that Crombet, Marti, and Gomez, be- 
sides Maceo, have joined or are about to 
join the rebels in Santiago Province. 

HAVANA, March 27.—The Governor of 
Santiago de Cuba reports that the Goy- 
ernment troops have just overtaken a small 
band of rebels, wounding one of the num- 
ber and capturing a quantity of arms and 
ammunition. He also reports that the 
troops dispersed another band at Cuavitas, 
capturing their arms and provisions. Sev- 
enteen rebels have surrendered to the au- 
thorities in Santiago. 

BALTIMORE, March 27.—The British 
steamship Laurestina arrived here this aft- 
ernoon from Santiago de Cuba. From her 
crew the story of the killing of John Lowe, 
one of their number, at Santiago, March 
19, was learned in detail. 

The Laurestina was loaded, with iron ore 
for this port. Lowe, who belonged in Leeds, 
England, in company with other seamen, 
went ashore onthe nightof March 15, and 
returned after midnight. Lowe, who was 
intoxicated, picked up a negro comrade on 
the aeck and started to return to the town. 

Near the city is the Spanish fort, and all 
who pass there, night or day, must give 
the countersign or account for their pres- 
ence. In his maudlin condition Lowe at- 
tempted to pass without explanation. The 
report of a dozen rifles rang out and Lowe 
fell dead, shot through the heart. The 
megro tottered and fell with a wound in 
his left hip, but recovering, begged for his 
life. He was recognized and allowed to re- 
turn to town. 

Lowe’s body was taken into the fort, and, 
it is supposed, buried by the Spanish au- 
thorities, who refused to give it up when 
talled upon by Capt. Gavin. The negro 
boarded the Laurestina and told his tale. 
The crew, composed entirely of English- 
men, were angered over the affair, and in 
loud tones denounced the Spaniards for 
such hasty and merciless action, saying 
that two good soldiers could have arrested 
the man without trouble, and that the mur- 
der was entirely unjustifiable. 

The Laurestina sailed two days later, 
the British Consul having been made aware 
of all the facts in the case. The shooting 
has led to complications between Cuba 
and Great Britain. 

KEY WEST, Fla., March 27.—The steamer 
Pedro Pablo of New-York, which arrived 
here yesterday for coal, was put under 
surveillance by the Federal officials. The 
vessel has only the documents usually car- 
ried by yachts. It was under surveillance 
of the Federal officials at Savannah a short 
time ago. 

The vessel is a light-draught, twin-screw 
steamer, with powerful engines, and is said 
to be capable of making fourteen miles an 
hour. It has been intimated here that she 
has been purchased by the Cubans to carry 
arms to Cuba from some of the Florida 
keys. Her movements will be watched by 
the cutter IicLane, which is in this port, 
detailed especially on this duty. The Cubans 
of this city are jubilant over the news 
that a quantity of arms was successfully 
shipped from Lattonna, near West Palm 
Beach, the terminus of Flagler’s East Coast 
Railroad. 


Advices earlier than that of the sudden 
decision to send Gen. Martinez Campos to 
Cuba intimated that he would make a 
coup d'état before the end of this week. 
He has a project of law before the Cortes, 
which the Ministry will not defend to punish 
by court-martial editors of jourhals who in- 
sult the military. Impartial observers con- 
cede that newspaper criticism of soldiers 
in Madrid and other Spanish cities has been 
insulting. 

, The Queen Regent could well permit Mar- 


_tinez Campos to become dictator until the 


fonso XII., and the Bourbons have never 
had a more faithful servan‘. 

Perhaps it is more important or more dip- 
lomatic that Martinez Campos should be 
sent to Cuba. He quelled the insurrection 
of 1876, which was apparently graver than 
the present one. He retained the esteem of 
Cubans by resigning his office of Captain 
General in 1878, because reforms which the 
colonists demanded and which he advised 
were not favored by the Cortes. 


THE CASE OF EX-CONSUL WALLER. 


Mr. Langston Says that His Client Is 
Aided by English Capitalists. 


+ WASHINGTON, March 27.—The case of 
ex-Consul Waller is under investigation by 
Secretary Gresham, but little can be done 
until official information reaches the State 
Department of Mr. Waller’s alleged trial, 
conviction, and sentence. 

Mr. John M. Langston, Waller’s attorney 
in the United States, has filed with the de- 
partment letters from his client and state- 
ments showing the facts connected with the 
concession secured by Waller, which con- 
cession, it is claimed, was the real cause 
for his arrest and conviction. Mr. Langston 
said to-day that his last letters from Wal- 
ler were dated Dec. 4 and 27, 1894. 

The statement telegraphed from Kansas 
that Waller has renounced his citizenship 
to the United States is positively denied 
by Mr. Langston, who said, also: “ He is 
supported in Madagascar by certain wealthy 
English capitalists, with whom I am in 
correspondence. The concession secured by 
Mr. Waller is very valuable. It consists of 
225 square miles of the richest rubber dis- 
trict known on the face of the earth.” 

No complaint of Waller’s trial and convic- 
tion has been received at the State Depart- 
ment from Gov. Morrill of Kansas, who was 
reported to have decided to send such a 
complaint and a request that the depart- 
ment take measures for Waller’s protection. 
It is said at the department that when some 
official communication is received from 
Waller or from those representing him, the 
French Government will probably be asked 
for information on the subject. , 


Mr. Waller’s case may not be aided by 
Mr. Langston’s saying that his client is 
supported by English capitalists. The 
French Government does not recognize con- 
cessions made to foreigners by the Mala- 
gassy Government, and the English For- 
eign Office has approved this and other 
views of France about its treaty with Mad- 
agascar. 


VISITORS AT FRIEDRICHRUH. 


Bismarck Receives Prince Henry, the 
Chancellor, and Others. 


FRIEDRICHSRUH, March 27.—The Hal- 
berstadt Cuirassiers, with the regimental 
band, marched to the railway station this 
morning to await the arrival of Prince 
Hohenlohe. The Chancellor arrived at noon 
and was received by Prince Bismarck, who 
wore the uniform and helmet of the cuiras- 
siers. 

Among other distinguished visitors were 
Prince Henry of Prussia, brother of the 
Emperor, and his young son, Prince Walde- 
mar; the Grand Duke of Baden, Prince 
Alexander von Hohenlohe, son of the Chan- 
cellor; Count von Wilmonski, Chief of the 
Imperial Chancellery, and the members of 
the Baden Ministry. 

The Chancellor presented to Prince Bis- 
marck the congratulations of the Federal 
Council and of the Prussian Ministry. 

The ex-Chancellor entertained his guests 
at luncheon in the eastle. Prince Henry 


proposed the health of Prince Bismarck, | 


and expressed the hope that his life would 
be spared much longer. 

LONDON, March 27.—The Daily News 
correspondent in Berlin says: 

‘The sword presented by the Emperor to 
Bismarck is a masterpiece of art. The hilt 
is entirely of gold, and is surmounted with 
a cameo portrait of the Emperor. The 
sheath is of nickel, with gold rings. On one 
side of the blade is inscribed: ‘To Prince 
Bismarck, Duke of Lauenburg, on the com- 
pletion of his eightieth year.’ The Em- 
peror’s and empire’s arms are on the same 
side. On the other side are Bismarck’s 
and the Reichsland’s arms, together with 
Bismarck’s famous words: ‘We Germans 
fear God, but nothing else in the world.’” 


REICHSTAG’S NEW PRESIDENT. 


Baron von Buol-Berenberg Elected to 
Succeed Herr von Levetzow. 


BERLIN, March 27.—The Reichstag to- 
day voted for a new President to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Herr 
von Levetzow and Baron von Buol-Beren- 
berg, First Vice President, was chosen, re- 
ceiving 183 votes. The Conservatives and 
National Liberals handed in 105 blank bal- 
lots. 

Herr Schmidt, Progressist, was elected 
First Vice President, and Herr Spahn, Cen- 
trist, Second Vice President. As in the 
case of the election of President, the Con- 
servatives and National Liberals refrained 
from voting. 

The Reichstag in committee took up the 
question of the second reading of the Anti- 
Revolution bill. Herr Lenzmann’s proposal 
to reject the bill en bloc was defeated. 

Baron von Buol-Berenberg, in a speech 
thanking the Reichstag for the honor con- 
ferred upon him by his election to the 
Presidency of that body, spoke of the many 
years of service of his predecessor, Herr 
von Levetzow, and of the general esteem in 
which he was held. 

The newly-elected President and Vice 
Presidents of the Reichstag have decided 
not to apply for the customary audience 
with the Emperor, for fear of still further 
straining the situation. They will merely 
leave their cards at the palace in the hands 
of Court Master Hompesch. 

It is announced that the Centrist members 
of the Reichstag have refused to accept 
the election of one of their number to the 
post of Director of the Bureau. 

AMERICAN AFFRAY IN PARIS. 
One Bookmaker Fires at Another Six 
Shots, Which Take Effect. 


PARIS, March 27.—An American named 
Adam Reed Waddle, who is residing at the 
Hotel Scribe, was wounded in the Gare du 
Nord this morning at 11:40, by another 
American named Edward O’Brien. The lat- 
ter fired from a revolver six shots, all of 
which took effect. 

The two men are bookmakers, and it is 
understood that the shooting grew out of a 
quarrel about money. Waddle has improved 
somewhat since he was taken to the hos- 
pital, and has a chance for his life. 

The house surgeon at the Hopital 
Lariboisiére, where the wounded man was 
taken, told a representative of the United 
Press that no attempt would be made until 
to-morrow to extract two of the bullets, 
one of which entered the chest and the 
other the side. 

The report of the Commissary of Police 
in whose district the shooting océurred 
gives the age of the wounded man as thir- 
ty-four years, and says that he was born in 
Minnesota. 

The man who shot him is in custody. He 
is said to be forty-two years of age, and a 
native of Cambridge, Washington County, 
New-York. The prisoner is apparently the 
coolest person concerned in the affair.

The Prefect and 
Chief of Police have been deprived of their 
offices at the Mikado’s order, because) they 
failed to protect the Envoy. 

BERLIN, March 27.—A dispatch from To- 
kio says that the peace negotiations wili 
remain suspended until Li Hung Chang 
shall be convalescent. , 

LONDON, March 27.—The Times's corre- 
spondent in Simonoseki says: 

“TI visited Li Hung Chang to-day, and 
found him calm, collected, and, without fe- 
ver. The buiuet pierced his upper jaw, mak- 
ing a direct wound. The antiseptic treat- 
ment is perfect. The surgeons have ceased 
to probe for the bullet, and will not make 
an incision at present.’’ 

A dispatch to The Star says that cholera 
has broken out among the Japanese troops 
at-Port Arthur. Thirty-eight cases were 
reported in one day. 

_ The Colonial Office has received official 
confirmation of the reported plague in 
Kowloon, near Hongkong. 

Dispatches from Shanghai and Hongkong 
to the Central News state that many mys- 
terious deaths are occurring at Kowloon, 
where a plague is reported to bé raging. 
The Colonial Government, however, does 
not ascribe the deaths to the plague. 

A Central News dispatch from Hongkong 
says that the Government denies the re- 
ports of the existence of a plague in and 
in the vicinity of that city. 

A dispatch from Yokohama to The Stand- 
ard says that the Japanese Diet closed its 
session this morning. In a secret session 
held just prior to adjournment the Diet 
passed resolutions deploring the assauit 
upon Li Hung Chang. The greatest care 
is being exercised in the treatment of the 
Chinese envoy’s wound lest blood poison- 
ing should supervene.

ELBE INQUIRY IS POSTPONED. 


Crathie’s Counsel Wants Costs for 
Embargo Upon the Vessel, 


ROTTERDAM, March 27.—The inquiry 
into the circumstances of the sinking of 
the Elbe was resumed here to-day. The 
counsel representing the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Company announced that 
the company had deposited £2,000 demanded 
by the owners of the Crathié as security 
for the damages sustained by the latter 
vessel. 

Counsel for the Crathie’s owners asked 
that the embargo which had been put upon 
the Crathie be removed, arguing that the 
owners were in no way responsible for the 
disaster. He also asxed that costs be 
awarded to the owners because of the em- 
bargo. 

Counsel for the North German Lloyd 
asked that the inquiry be postponed an- 
other week. The court remarked that it 
would probably be 1896 before the argu- 
ments of counsel were concluded. Never- 
theless the request was granted, and the 
inquiry was postponed for a week. 


THREE VESSELS ARE WRECKED. 


Dunkeld at English Bank, Amaranth 
at Port, Pelesae Off Maldonado, 


LONDON, March 27.—Advices from Mon- 
tevideo say that the British steamer Dun- 
keld, from Barry, Feb. 23, for Buenos Ayres, 
has been wrecked on English Bank, 

The Swedish bark Amaranth, Capt. Nils- 
son, from Liverpool, Nov. 24, for San Do- 
mingo, has been lost, with her cargo, at 
her port of destination. 

The Austrian bark Pelesac, Capt. Sosech, 
has been wrecked off Maiuonado, Uruguay. 
Her crew were saved. 

The British steamer Planet Mercury, 
Capt. Calder, from New-Orleans, March 5, 
for Bremen, arrived at Cowes last evening, 
having lost three blades of her propeller. 


NORWAY AND SWEDEN QUARRELS, 


King Oscar’s Proposals to Placate the 
Seamen and Please the Others. 


STOCKHOLM, March 27.—The Dagens 
Nyhetre says that King Oscar soon will 
submit to the Riksdag and the Storthing 
proposals to settle the difficulties between 
Norway and Sweden, 

The proposals will be that each country 
may have a separate consular service, al- 
though one Consul may represent both; 
that the Foreign Office shall be a joint in- 
stitution, in which each land shall have the 
same rights, and that a minister chosen 
from either nation shall be answerable to 
a joint delegation from the Niksdag and 
Storthing. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Gift to a Seaman, 


LONDON, March 27.—President Cleveland 
has presented to the Gaptain of the British 
steamer Durham City a pair of marine 
glasses, with a suitable inscription, in rec- 
ognition of his services in rescuing the crew 
of the American schoone* Alice T, Board- 
man last October.

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The Former Wins the First of the Inter- 
collegiate Contests—A Great Crowd 
of Friends Present. 


PRINCETON, N. J., March 27.—The first 
intercollegiate debate between Harvard and 
Princeton was held in Princeton’s new com- 
mencement building to-night. The debate 
was arranged by a joint committee repre- 
senting the Harvard Union and the Wendel 
Philips Club of Harvard and the Cliosophic 
and American Whig Societies of Princeton. 
The question was: 

Resolved, That, if it were possible, a rea- 
sonable property qu@lification for the exer- 
cise of the municipal franchise in the United 
States would be desirable. 

The choice of sides was left to the Har- 
vard committee, and it chose the negative. 
Each speaker was allowed one speech of 
twelve minutes; twelve minutes was then al- 
lowed each side for rebuttal. This arrange- 
ment was a compromise between Prince- 
ton’s idea of each speaker being allowed a 
second speech and Harvard’s desire that 
each man should speak but once, 

Long before the time for beginning the de- 
bate the large auditor!um of Alexander Hall 
was ‘almost completely filled. Nearly the 
entire student body was present, and the 
enthusiasm displayed was equal to that usu- 
ally attendant upon athletic contests. Gen. 
Horace Porter, who presided, was intro- 
duced by President Patton amid great ap- 
plause. Gen. Porter made a short speech, 
which was characterized by appropriate and 
well-received pleasantries: Mr. Porter be- 
gan by saying that inasmuch as the battle 
of Bunker Hill was so called because it 
was not fought there, he was called to pre- 
side on this occasion because he came from 
a military academy. 

Gen. Porter introduced Willis Howard 
Butler of New-York City, who opened the 
debate for Princeton. The speéch was in- 
troductory and the different interpretations 
of the question were discussed, The true 
construction being clearly defined, Mr. But- 
ler pronounced the question a purely hypo- 
thetical one, which did not affect the forms 
of republican government. He presented 
the low state of city government as a 
question requiring solution. 

Clyde Augustus Duniway opened the neg- 
ative for Harvard and asserted the 
real practical nature of the question. He 
admitted that evils exist, but denied the 
efficacy of the remedy proposed. He quot- 
ed opinions of many prominent city offi- 
cials and said that to the neglect of well- 
to-do citizens was due the corruption ‘in 
government. It followed that a property 
qualification would not awaken the better 
classes to any higher sense of duty to their 
city and its welfare. 

Howard Erskine White maintained the 
desirability of a property qualification for 
voters from the standpoints of equity and 
experience. Men by their inability to meet 
the property qualifications show their in- 
capability to take part in government. 

William Edward Hutton made the second 
speech for Harvard. He claimed that ex- 
isting eviis of government have no vital 
connection with a broad franchise. 

Joseph William Park made the last of 
Princeton’s first speeches. He cited Eu- 
ropean cities which have property qualifica- 
tions and better city government. He put 
the question to a test of expediency. ‘‘It is 
not expedient for the pauper to vote away 
other people’s money,” he declared. 

Fletcher Dobyns made the last of the 
first speeches and closed the constructive 
part of the debate. 

The rebuttal was an interesting sparring 
match over points vital and visionary. 

The judges—the Rev. Dr. David Greer, 
the Hon. George L. Rives, and Prof. George 
Chase—gave the decision to Harvard. 

When the decision was announced the 
crowd gave cheers for Harvard, and the 
students went out on the campus to sing 
the college songs. The more fortunate 
adjourned to the banquet, at which were 
seventy-five professors, alumni, and friends 
of the two colleges. Henry W. Alexander 
presided. 


TO BUILD A SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOAT 


It Will Have a Speed of Eight Knots 
When Wholly Submerged, 


WASHINGTON, March 27. — Secretary 
Herbert has: decided to increase the navy 
by the addition of a submarine torpedo 
boat. Proposals for this vessel were in- 
vited in May, 1893, since which time the 
department has made a thorough investi- 
gation of this-type of vessel. The contract 
for the craft has been awarded to the John 
P. Holland Torpedo Boat Company of New- 
York. 

The contract calls for a vessel 80 feet in 
length, diameter 11 feet, and displacement, 
when submerged, 138% tons. The vessel is 
to be constructed of steel of domestic man- 
ufacture, and fitted with engines, boilers, 
and machinery of domestic make, and is to 
have a speed of 15 knots in light condi- 
tion, 14 knots awash, (partly submerged,) 
and 8 knots submerged. 

This will be the first vessel of this kind 
ever constructed here. The French have 
made efforts in this direction, but have not 
yet succeeded in building an efficient sub- 
marine boat. 

Admiral Brown, the ranking United States 
naval officer, at present in command of the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, saw Secretary Herbert 
to-day to urge the commissioning of the 
Amphitrite, the first of modern monitors,, 
which he reported completely ready for 
sea and only awaiting a complement of 
men to go upon a coast cruise. Her offi- 
cers are Capt. William C. Wise, Command- 
er, and Commander James D. Adams, exe- 
cutive. 


Funeral of Mrs. Napoleon Le Brun. 


The funeral of Mrs. Napoleon Le Brun 
was held yesterday at the Church of St. 
Vincent de Paul. Many relatives and 
friends were present. 

Mrs. Le Brun died suddenly in Philadelphia 
on March 24. She was the daughter of the 
late Paul Lajus of Philadelphia, for many 
years one of the leading merchants of that 
city. She nad an unusually large circle of 
friends in New-York, Philadelphia, and 
Paris, among whom she was known for her 
singular piety, goodness, and her kindly 
ways. 

Had she been spared a few months longer 
she might have witnessed the fiftieth anni- 
versary of her wedding day. The interment 
will take place in Philadelphia. 


Phonograph Company Not Enjoined. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 27. — Judge 
Green, in the Federal Court, to-day refused 
the motion for a preliminary injunction in 
the case of. the American Graphophone 
Company vs. The United States Phonograph 
Company. The plaintiff corporation averred 
that the latter company was infringing on 
its inventions and patents in the manu- 
facture of a machine to record and repro- 
duce speech, 

The plaintiff will press the case. for final 
hearing, but a decision before fall on the 
question of permanent injunction igs not 
probable. 


J. Pierpont Morgan Sails for Europe. 


J. Pierpont Morgan sailed for Europe 
yesterday on the Majestic. The trip. has 
no special bearing on. operations of. the 
bond syndicate, although they will doubt-

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HARVARD AND PRINCETON DEBATE | MINISTER THURSTON GONE 


ing lawless intentions 


His Leave-Taking Was of the Most 
Informal Character. 


A CURT NOTE 10 SECRETARY GRESHAM 


It Merely Announced His Intention 
to Depart from Washington—No 
Reports of His Recall 
from Honolulu. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Mr. Thurston, 
the Hawaiian Minister, departed from Wash- 
ington this afternoon at 3:15 o'clock for 
Boston, whence he will go to San Francisco. 
He haa received no notice of recall, nor 
had he heard anything from Hawaii on the 
subject up to the time of his departure. 
Frank P. Hastings is left as Chargé d’Af- 
faires. 

Minister T..urston’s formal note to Secre- 
tary Gresham, announcing his intended de- 
parture from Washington, which reached 
the Secretary this morning, is understood 
to have been brief almost to the point.of 
curtness. It contained ne reference to a 
leave of absence, or cause of departure, but, 
under yesterday’s date, simply stated that 
he intended to depart for Honolulu this aft- 
ernoon, leaving Secretary Hastingsin charge 
of the Hawaiian Legation. 

The note is said by those familiar with 
diplomatic communications of its class, to 
have been remarkable for its omission of 
the customary courteous explanations, and 
absolutely unique in failing to announce 
whether his Government had or had not 
given him leave of absence. 


MARTIAL LAW AT AN END, 


Hgwatian Government Once More Ree- 
ognizes the Right of Habeas Corpus. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—The steam- 
er Australia arrived from Honolulu. shortly 
before 9 o’clock this morning. It brought 
no news of action by the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment on Secretary Gresham’s request 
for the recall of Minister Thurston, It is 
understood that the Secretary’s letter had 
not reached Honolulu when the Australia 
sailed. 

The United Press correspondent at Hono- 
lulu, writing under date of March 20, says 
that on the 18th inst. the President de- 
clared martial law to be at an end, and the 
writ of habeas corpus was restored. 

United States Minister Willis gave a re- 
ception last week to Admiral Beardslee 
and officers of the Philadelphia, for which 
a large number of invitations were issued. 
President Dole and wife were not invited, 
and only two members of the Cabinet 
were. This caused a sensation. President 
Dole said upon the subject: 

‘TIT attach no importance to it. The re- 
ception was a very informal affair.” 

To a question whether his relations with 
Mr. Willis were strained, the President re- 
plied: ‘‘ Not at all, not in any way.” 

It was further learned from the Attorney 
General that Mrs. Willis gave invitations 
by telephone in a most informal way. 

The stories published in San Francisco to 
the effect that the Government is opposed 
to annexation and has quarreled with the 
American League, which is urgent for an- 
nexation, and that, being afraid of the 
League and its leader, Tim Murray, the 
Government is enlisting 300 men in San 
Francisco to fight for it; also that W. O. 
Smith, the Attorney General, had a severe 
altercation with Tim Murray on the sub- 
ject of annexation, have no foundation 
whatever. No one in Honolulu needs to be 
assured that the Government has always 
been thoroughly for annexation, and con- 
tinues so. William Smith denies that the 
Government is enlisting men abroad, or has 
thought of doing so. It has no differences 
whatever with the American League. Mr. 
Smith did have sharp words with Murray 
on the 17th of January upon a totally 
different subject. The Attorney General 
expressed much vexation at the release of 
the schooner H. C. Wahlberg three days 
before his lawyer and witnesses reached 
the coast, although they were sent for 
with the knowledge of United States of- 
ficials. He thinks the Wahlberg will be 
seized again. 

The ex-Queen was observed yesterday 
morning sitting at her window in thé execu- 
tive building, listening to the Government 
band playing in front. She is as comforta- 
bly situated as possible, aside from her con- 
finement to one part.of the building. 

Her Britannic Majesty’s gunboat Nymphe 
arrived here on the 17th from Santiago, 
Chile. She will sail in a fortnight for 
Esyquimault. a - 

A battalion of marines and soldiers from 
the Philadelphia landed on the 12th for 
shore drill, and will do so every Tuesday. 

The German steamer Braunfels is due 
about April 1 from the Azores with 600 able- 
bodied Portuguese laborers and 300 women 
and children. This immigration will stead- 
ily continue, as the result of Minister Thurs- 
ton’s visit to Lisbon. Nine hundred Japan- 
ese immigrants arrived on the 14th on 
the steamer Independent. Seven hundred 
were contract laborers. It is expect® to 
supplant this Japanese immigration by that 
of Portuguese. 

Nine native rebels were sentenced on the 
18th inst. to five years each. These were 
the last of the cases before the military 
commission. 

In anticipation of the end of martial law 
the councils have been busy. for a week past 


‘in considering and passing a number of 


acts deemed necessary to provide for the 
safety -of the Government after martial 
law ceases. Under the new Constitution of 
the republic the legislative power was re- 
served to the Cabinet, Executive, and Ad- 
visory Councils, until the Legislature should 
meet. Of this power they are making very 
important uses. The first act is one secur- 
ing indemnity to officers of the Government 
and others for acts done under martial ‘law 
in suppressing the rebellion. It confirms 
and declares lawful all such acts. done in 
good faith for the purpose of suppressing 
the insurrection, either in the establishment 
of a military tribunal or in the arrest, de- 
tention, deportation, trial, conviction, or 
sentencing of any person charged with se- 
dition or insurrection. Another. act sup- 
plementary to the foregoing was also passed, 
which. provides for evidence of due author- 
ity for acts specified; and further protects 
the actors from molestation by legal proc- 
ess, 

The third act is one which prohibits the 
landing. here of refugees from justice, or 
criminals, or of persons who have escaped 
hence to avoid trial, and especially. pro- 
hibits the return here of any person de- 
ported under martial law or banished by 
sentence of any court, unless. they receive 
permission to return from the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. Many penalties are enact- 
ed, This act is so framed as. to apply to 
those, persons who have accepted exile in 
lieu of standing trial, like Craighton and 
Ashford. 

The fourth act is for the suppression of 
seditious newspapers, its chief provision be- 
ing as follows: 

If any person is convicted of the offense 
of publication of a seditious libel with ref- 
erence to the. publication of. words in a 
newspaper of which he is editor, publisher, 
owner, or proprietor, the Judge or. magis- 
eien ol oes oa a ct aa dition to the 
pend the further publication t aah news 
paper for any. period not ex 
years. Every such suspensio 
paper shall extend to an i 
paper that may be started ing 
suspende aper having | 
convict editious lib 
lisher, owner,) or. propr 
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one known as the “dangerous persons” 
act. The act provides that any person hav- 
hostile to public 
order or to the Government, may, upon 
complaint to the Attorney General or Mar- 
shal or to their deputies, be brought before 
a Ciréuit Judge and there summarily ex- 
amined. If the intention be shown to have 
existed, this person shall be adjudged dan- 
gerous and shall be sentenced to expulsion 
from the Hawaiian Islands. If the Judge 
be not fully convinced, he may place the 
person under bond, in lack of which the 
person shall remain in custody until bond 
is furnished. A person so expelled cannot 
return for six years without the consent 
of the Cabinet. If he does so return he will 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be in:- 
prisoned for the balance of the six years. 

Armed with these five statutes for its de- 
fense against conspiracy and sedition, the 
Government has again committed itself to 
the protection of the ordinary courts, and 
the writ of habeas corpus resumes its 
sway. 

A large number of political prisoners have 
been put to work on the roads in Hawaii. 
Among them are the leaders, Wilcox, 
Greig, Widermann, and Marshall; the Eng- 
lishmea, Packard and Seward. Ashford 
and Gulick will be kept in prison for the 
present at least. Seward is said to be 
quite ‘ill. ‘ 

The Honolulu Iron Works have been 
awarded the contract for repairing the en- 
gines of the Philadelphia. 


THE RIGHT MAN FOR THE PLACE 


Favorable Comment on the Action of the 
President in Making Col. Stanton 
Paymaster General. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The President 
has given great satisfaction to the large 
number of Major Stanton’s friends in this 
city, as well as throughout the army, by se- 
lecting him to be the successor of Paymas- 
ter General Smith. All who had read with- 
out prejudice the superior record of Col. 
Stanton as a soldier and an officer, and 
who knew his character as a man, felt that 
there should be no doubt about who would 
be Gen. Smith’s successor. But powerful 
influences were at work for others, some of 
them admirable candidates, and it seemed 
for a time as if they might overpower the 
recommendations which Stanton’s unvar- 
nished record, supported by a few very 
strong personal indorsements, presented to 
the President. Col. Stanton did not come 
here to press his application, preferring to 
remain at his post in Omaha and rely upon 
the efforts of his friends in Washington and 
elsewhere to pull him through. 

The campaign for Stanton was made in a 
perfectly fair, open, straightforward way. 
No merely frivolous or unworthy arguments 
were made to impress his worth upon the 
President or to disparage the merits of his 
competitors. On the other hand, it may be 
said now, as it was not.said in the news- 
papers while there was doubt about the se- 
lection of the President, that innuendo was 
resorted to by other candidates to impair 
the chances of Col. Stanton, and it is grat- 
ifying to know that this method of advanc- 
ing the cause of other candidates rather 
helped than hindered his prospects. 

One little helpful circumstance that came 
to the knowledge of the War Department, 
and possibly to the notice of the President, 
was the report that when Col. Stanton was 
last here he had come upon orders to serve 
as the head of a board of officers sent to 
discharge a very well-defined purpose. Col. 
Stanton called his board together, organized 
it, completed the business for which the 
board was ordered, and returned to his post. 
This course provoked -the remonstrances of 
several officers, who intimated that the way 
to conduct the business was to meet and 
organize, then adjourn to a day some time 
later, then meet again and attend to part 
of the business, and to continue to meet and 
adjourn until a liberal time had been al- 
lowed to the members of the board to visit 
in Washington. Col. Stanton insisted that 
there was no good reason why the sessions 
of the board should be protracted, and that 
his business called him to his post. 

Imitation of this course would save a 
great deal of time, and it would expedite 
the business of the War Department, but 
persistence in it would greatly interfere 
with the enjoyment of officers who study to 
please themselves, and not chiefly to save 
time and money. 


BIG DEMONSTRATION IN ST. JOHN’S 


Thousands Parade in Protest of the Sailing 
of Delegates to Ottawa to Ask for 
Confederation. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., March 27.—A dele- 
gation consisting of R. Bond, Colonial Sec- 
retary; E. P. Morris, G. H. Emerson, and 
W. H. Horwood sailed this morning at 10 
o’clock for Ottawa to ask for confederation 
with Canada. 

A crowd continued to‘bather at an early 
hour this morning near the rooms of the 
Anti-Confederate League until 8,000 people 
filled the streets. A procession was formed, 
the paraders being headed by a band, and 
banners inscribed with the mottoes, ‘“ No 
Confederation with Canada’’ and ‘“ Wel- 
come Annexation,’’ and also the pink, white, 
and green flag of the colony, draped with 
crape. 

After parading through the principal 
streets of the city, the procession halted at 
the steamer’s wharf, where a huge throng 
had gathered. Nearly every man, woman, 
and child in the city was there, ready to 
hiss the delegates, and as the steamer 
hauled off from the wharf the band played 
the ‘“‘ Dead March in Saul.’’ 

The financial condition of the colony is 
very?bad. Mr. Godden, the Chairman of the 
Northern School Board, has informed the 
teachers under his control that after the 
end of March he will not be responsible for 
their salaries, as the Government has. not 
made any provision for the payment of the 
educational grants, and that the teachers 
could close the schools or teach the scholars 
at their own loss. 

The first steamer from the seal fishery ar- 
rived this morning, consigned to Bowring 
Brothers. She is the Aurora, Capt. Jack- 
man, with 36,000 young harp seals. She re- 
ports six other steamers which had made a 
very successful catch and were nearly 
ready to return.

Mr. Batonyi'’s Pair and the Brooklyn 
Whips’ Horses Have a Spirited 
Contest—The Jumpers 
Still Popular, 


Judging from the crowded house at Dur- 
land's Riding Academy last evening, the 
horse show increase in popularity as it 
progresses. The programme for the third 
day had many attractive features, and it 
was midnight before the eight classes had 
been decided. The ring was in charge of 
James H. Sammis and Baron Paul Viet- 
righoff, and the competitions were so keen 
that the interest kept up to the last. 

During the exhibition of tandems, which 
came fourth, an incident occurred which 
at one time promised to have a sensational 


ending. The rivalry between the crack pair 
owned by Frank D. Beard of Brooklyn and 
George B. Hulme of this city was the 
feature of this class, and the disposition 
of the first prize lay, by common consent, 
between their high steppers. As the four 
tandems were wheeling about the ring Mr. 
Hulme’s leader collided with Mr. Beard’s 
pair. Aurel Batonyi, the professional whip, 
Was showing Mr. Hulme’s tandem, and Mr. 
Beard seemed to take umbrage at the in- 
terference with his horses. He whipped his 
pair up sharply, and drove close enough 
oe the other tandem to cause a second col- 
ision. 


At this Batonyi was roused, and, lift- 
ing his horses, he drove at a rapid pace di- 
rectly for Mr. Beard. The Ring Commit- 
tee was equal to the occasion, and the at- 
tendanis responded to the command to stop 
Mr. Huhne’s pair just in time to prevent 
@ serious smash-up. After that the two 
whips seemed to recover their heads, and 
Mr. Beard had the satisfaction of landing 
the coveted blue rosette with his bay geld- 
ings. By a clerical error, Superba was 
named as the wheeler of Mr. Huhne’s tan- 
dem, instead of May Day. The mistake 
was explained in time to prevent a protest 
from Charles F. Bates, who got the third 
award with Cadet and Commissioner, 

An exceptionally fine lot of horses came 
together in the class for the best all-round 
saddlers for gentlemen’s. use. Eighteen 
Were shown, and Topover, a strapping 
chestnut, carried off the honors. The per- 
fect seat and skillful riding of Emil Antony 
did much for the winner, whose owner is 
William A. Copp. 

In the class for ponies in harness, Rich- 
ard F. Carman’s practiced “hand enabled 
him to land the prize with his diminutive 
mare Spot. The brown mare Rose that 
came second might have won if her driver 
had made the turns in better style. 

The second of the competitions for trottres 
Was on last night, and four pairs of shapely 
roadsters came out for such an exhibition 
of speed as is possible in the limited space. 
Frank Ferguson, who had carried off. the 
premium for single roadsters on Monday 
with Flashy Wilkes, had another gray and 
@ black for a mate. He was placed last 
this time, but his partner, J. Dickman 
Brown, got the blue ribbon for a pleasing 
pair of geldings driven by his foreman, C. 
H. Miller. 

Mr. Beard had another signal triumph in 
the class for high-steppers, shown before a 
two-wheeler, as he got first with Monarch 
and second with Sensation. The defeat of 
the trotting-bred knee-actor Cadet caused 
some surprise, as this clever gelding has 
many admirers. Among a superior lot of 
jumpers that came last on the card, Kil- 
dare, with A. E. Cobb in the saddle, did the 
best work.

Suburban’s Added Money Reduced. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Coney Island Jockey Club yesterday the com- 
mittee decided to recommend to the club that 
the added money to the Suburban Handicap be 
fixed at $5,000.

NEWS OF YACHTS AND YACHTSMEN 


—C. Oliver Iselin of the cup-defender syndicate 
visited Bristol Tuesday and inspected the work 
so far advanced at the Herreshoff works. He 
made one important admission—that the new 
boat was to be plated with manganese bronze. 
He said this would make her several minutes 
faster than the Vigilant. Mr. Iselin thought the 
English newspaper reporters were slow in not 
finding out the metal of which the Valkyrie III. 
was to be constructed or the dimensions of sail 
area of the flier Ailsa. The Valkyrie III. might 
be built of Tobin bronze, he thought, as the Eng- 
Msh builders were very much taken with it. The 
defender will be manned by an entirely Ameri- 
can crew, under Capt. ‘‘ Hank’’ Haff, and the 
men will start in preliminary training on the re- 
fitted Colonia about May 1. The defender will be 
ready for launching about the middle of June. 


—Capt. Parker, the skipper of the twenty-rater 
that was built at the Herreshoff works during 
the Winter for 9 German Baron in Kiel, Ger- 
many, arrived at Bristol 2 week ago to take 
charge of the new craft as soon as she is 
launched. Mate Diaper of the new boat came 
with Capt. Parker, and both have been stopping 
in Bristol since their arrival, looking after the 
new boat and getting her in shape to be rigged. 
Both men.came from Southampton, England. 
Capt. Parker has had considerable experience as 
a racing skipper in English waters. for a number 
of years, and Mate Diaper, though no relation of 
Tom Diaper, the Vigilant’s pilot last season in 
England, is quite an expert in yachting, and has 
been on board of a number of racing craft in Eng- 
lish waters for some years,

Probable Make-up of the Team That 
Will Defend the Blue. 


LAST YEAR'S CRACK BATTERY REMAIN 


Candidates for the Few Vacant Posi- 
tions Putting Up a Strong 
Game—Schedule of This 
Season's Cohtests. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., March 27.—In the 
opinion of Yale men who have watched 
critically the practice work of the university 
baseball nine, the team Yale will put forth 
in the ’Varsity series of games this year 
will be the strongest all-around set of play- 
ers that has supported the blue in some 


time. Ever since the weather and ground 
have permitted it, the men have been regu- 
larly and hard at work training for the 
season. That means that for two hours 
every afternoon of late the candidates have 
gone out to the Yale field and there batted 
and pitched and run about the grounds with 
an earnestness that betokens fine playing 
when they come to meet the other college 
nines. 

There are two or three positions on the 
team the filling of which has not yet been 
decided upon. But enough was learned dur- 
ing the week to give a pretty definite idea 
how the team will be made up. Carter 
will pitch,. and the college men believe he 
has no equal in the country to-day as a 
twirler, not excepting even the professional 
pitchers. He pitched for the university 
team last year, and his brilliant work has 
not been forgotten. In addition to getting 
himself in first-class condition for the com- 
ing season, Carter has put in a great deal 
of time in coaching a number of the men who 
aspire to the position of substitute pitcher 
for. the university nine. There are several 
such candidates, 

Trudeau will probably alternate with 
Carter in the pitcher’s box. The prac- 
tice work of Gunther has attracted general 
attention. He is a strong, deceptive man in 
the box. Among the other candidates for 
pitcher are Chamberlain, ’97, S.; Smith, '96, 
S.; Simmons, '98, and Feeter, '97, S. Thomp- 
son has recently stopped practicing on ac- 
count of a lame leg. 

Greenway will catch. He is in good shape 
now, although at one time last Fall, when 
he retired from football practice, because he 
was ill, there was some doubt whether he 
would re-enter the athletic field. At that 
time he was a most promising candidate for 
the ’Varsity eleven, but his physician ob- 
jected to his continuing football work, and. 
he reluctantly gave it up right on the eve 
of the university games. He makes a splen- 
did backstop for Carter’s pitching. 

It has practically been decided that the 
team will take along on the Easter trip, 
which begins March 30, Twombly, ’96, and 
De Forest, '97, both very fair men behind 
the bat. Wilcox, '95, S., and Bass, ’97, are 
also aspiring to be catchers, and will do 
more or less playing in that position this 
season. 

There will be a veteran on first base, 
Stephenson, who covered that bag last year 
in a manner thet met with general ap- 
proval. Just at present he is bothered a bit 
with a sprained wrist, but that will be all 
right in time for the Easter vacation 
games. 

Reddington, an outfielder, last year, and 
a football player of some snap, will prob- 
ably fill second base this season. He is a 
good player. The candidate for substitute 
on second base is Hazen, ‘98. 

There are four very good men striving 
for the privilege of covering third base, but 
it is the general belief that Fincke, '97, who 
was Captain of the freshman baseball and 
football teams last year, will be selected. 
He was first substitute quarter back on the 
university eleven last season. He is putting 
up a remarkable game this year in baseball. 
Third base is Arbuthnot’s old position. .Mc- 
Can‘less, 96, S.; Oliver, ’97, S., and Shaw, 
95, S., are also vigorous candidates for 
third. 

J. R. Quinby, who was substitute short- 
stop on the university nine a year ago, is 
booked for shortstop for '95. He has im- 
proved considerably within the year, and 
seems to be the only likely man for the 
place. S. L. Quimby, who played on the 
freshman team in '94, is also working in- 
dustriously for shortstop, 

Keator, who was a substitute on the ’'94 
university team, will probably be assigned 
to right field for '95. He does not play 
what might be called a real steady, even 
game at all times, but his playing is very 
brilliant frequently. 

Capt. Rustin of the nine will play in cen- 
tre field; thus moving over from right field, 
where he was last season. The reason for 
this change is that the Captain in centre 
field will have a better command of his 
men and of the field. Some of the college 
critics of baseball think that in some ways 
Capt. Rustin is not well fitted for the posi- 
tion of centre field, and it remains to be 
seen how near right is this opinion. The 
men on fhe team believe centre is just the 
spot for him. 

Speer, who played a very creditable game 
last year, will cover left field. The feature 
of his playing is his strong batting. The 
other outfield candidates are Taylor, ‘96; 
C. Reed, "97; Root, ’96; MeCance, '97, and 
Harris of the Law School.

Schaefer ad- 
vanced thé opinion that the racing man should 
be faster on the track than ever before, as his 
sickness will put his system in good shape, and 
leaves good material on which to work. 

“Schaefer also said that Titus and Cabanne 
will do their first racing on May 30. Sanger’s 
racing wheel has arrived, and it is the best piece 
of wheel workmanship ever seen in this city, and 
is two and one-half pounds lighter than any 
machine he has yet used in racing.’ 


The Zimmerman-Houben Match. 


LONDON, March 27.~—The Pall Mall Gazette 
Says that M. Baduel, the director of the Buffalo- 
Seine racing paths, has offered to back the Amer- 
ican bicycle rider, Zimmerman, against Houben 
for £1,000 a side for a race at any distance. 
Houben’s adviser, M. Cranicks, has the highest 
opinion of the latter rider’s powers, but £xpresses 
fear that his friends will be unable to raise 
such large stakes. He is so certain of this that 
he declares that Zimmerman’s backers must mod- 
ify their challenge before a match can be ratified.

The ‘‘ Senator”’ said that he had received infor- 
mation that Johnson wiuld be with the ‘‘ pros’”’ 
in Europe this season, despite his contract with a 
prominent manufacturer. Johnson and Eck are 
supposed to have left Syracuse together for this 
city last evening. 


Earl Transferred to Class B. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 27.—It was announced 
to-day that ‘‘ Charlie’’ Earl, the crack rider of 
the Kings County Wheelmen of Brooklyn, had 
been made a Class B man by Chairman Gideon 
of the Racing Board. Earl has been under sus- 
picion ever since he competed at the indoor races 
here last Winter.

Colleetor Grosse Says He Can Punish 
Delinquents in Many Ways. 


HE CRITIGISES MR. HARLAND'S VIEWS 
’ 

If Foreigners Do Not Pay the Tax on 
Incomes Derived Here, He Says, 
They Will Find the Neg- 
lect Costly. 


‘The question of the payment of income 
tax by non-resident aliens does not, in the 
opinion of Edward Grosse, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the Third District of 
New-York, admit of doubt. 

‘Thomas Harland of Rollins & McGrath, 
Who many years ago was Commissioner of 
internal Revenue, says that Collector 


Grosse is impotent to collect this tax as he 
proposes, and. that the conclusions he draws 
from authorities which he cites are incor- 
rect. 

Mr. Harland bases his judgment mainly 
on letters which Mr. Grosse addressed to 
August Feigel, Consul General of the Ger- 
man Empire, in which he said: 

In reply to your letter I wish to state that 
the income-tax law applies to aliens as well 
as citizens, whether residing in the United 
States or abroad. It is.in:the imterest of 
citizens of your country who derive income 
from investments in the United States to 
make the said law known in the country 

ou represent. The penalty for. failure to 

@ the return on the first Monday of 
March next is 50 per centum of the tax. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has settled tlre question. In Kirkland 
paainst Hotchkiss, 100 U. S. 491, the court 
said: 


“The tax laid upon their bonds was in- 
tended to affect the owners of them; while 
the companies were directed to pay, they 
were authorized to retain the amount for 
the installments thréugh the bondholders, 
whether citizens. or aliens. The objection 
that Congress had no power to tax non-resi- 
dent aliens is met by the fact that the tax 
Was not assessed against them personally, 
but against the rem, the credit, the debt 
due to them. Congress has the right to tax 
all property within the jurisdiction of the 
United States with certain exceptions not 
necessary to be noted. In this case the 
money due to non-resident bondholders was 
in the United States and in the hands of the 
company befvre it could be transmitted to 
London or cthers places, where the bond- 
holders resided. - While here, it was liable 
to taxation. Congress, by the internal reve- 
nue law, by way of tax, stopped the export 
of the money before its tramsmission, name- 
ly, 5 per cent. of it. ‘ 

** Plausible grounds for levying such a tax 
might be assigned. It might be said that 
the creditor is protected by our laws in the 
enjoyment of the debt; that the whole ma-~- 
chinery of our courts amd the physical 
power of the Government are placed at his 
disposal for its security and _ coliection. 
Whether taxation thus imposed would be 
respected by foreign Governments, if the 
creditor could bring before their courts 
the debtor company or his property, does 
not concern us in considering the question 
now presented. There is nothing in the 
Constitution which authorizes this court or 
any other court to disafiirm the power of 
Congress to lay the tax. Congress is its 
own judge of the propriety or expediency 
of laying it. 

“Indeed, so far as the power of Con- 
gress is concerned regarding reference to 
any power the courts have to limit or re- 
strain, I see no reason why Congress may 
not lay a tax upon any property on which 
the Government can lay its hands, whether 
within or without the jurisdiction of the 
United States. If, in imitation of the 
dues levied by Denmark upon vessels pass- 
ing through the Cattegat Sound, Congress 
should levy a duty upon all vessels passing 
through the Strait of Florida, I do not 
know of any power which the courts pos- 
sess to prevent it. It might create compli- 
cations with foreign Governments, it is 
true, and involve the country in war; Con- 

Ss has the power, if it chooses, to take 
he responsibility of creating, or giving oc- 
casion to such complications. The re- 
sponsibility rests upon it alone. So, if, in 
taxing money due from the citizens of the 
United States to foreign citizens, any com- 
plications arise with the Governments to 
which the latter are subject, Congress alone 
has the responsibility, and is the only de- 
partment of our Government which has the 
right to take such a responsibility.”’ 

Commenting on this, Mr. Harland, who 
claims that Deputy Collectors are not con- 
stitutionally appointed officers of the Unit- 
ed States, said yesterday: 


Mr. Grosse’s letters to Mr. Feigel imply 
that non-residents are to pay a tax on in- 
comes from securities owned in the United 
States. 

The law taxes income derived from all 
property owned and all business, trades, or 

rofessions carried on in the United States 
by persons residing without. The case of 

irkland vs. Hotchkiss, cited by Mr. Grosse 
in his letter to the German Consul General, 
determined the right of the State of Con- 
necticut to impose a tax upon one of its 
eitizens and residents who was the owner 
of bonds issued in Chicago and secured by 
mortgage upon lands in iIilinois. 

The court put its decision expressly 
apon the ground that the situs of a person’s 
property is at the residence of its owner, 
and that the bonds in question were there- 
fore in Connecticut, and so properly taxed 
by the laws of that State. 

Al plying the same rule to the bonds is- 

ed by the United States or by corpora- 
tions in the United States which are owned 
by non-resident aliens, the situs of the 
propert is abroad, and, therefore, such 

nds do not come within the language of 
the statute which taxes income from prop- 
erty owned, or business, trades, or profes- 
gions carricd on in the United States. 

The Collector has not quoted another 
portion of the opinion, which said: 

neibie debt, pitueh a species nf a 
ta e property, may, perhaps, for e 

iu: of taxation, be regarded as situated 
at the domicile of the creditor.” 

The opinion also said: 

“The debt then having its situs at the 
ereditor’s residence, both he and it are for 
the purpose of taxation within the jurisdic- 
tion of the State.” 

This was a clear recognition of the doc- 
trine that a bond issued by the United 
States Government, or by any railroad 
company, in the United States, owned by 
a resident in London, for instance, had its 
situs in London, and, consequently, was not 

roperty owned in the United States; the 
neome from such bonds was, therefore, 
not taxable. 


Collector Grosse raid last night, after 
learning of Mr. Harland’s opinion: 


T have to refer all who dissent from my 
view to the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the case of Kirkland vs. Hotchkiss. I 
understand it one way; if Mr. Harland has 
another view, that is his business. 

I do not, however, think that the Supreme 
Court ever spoke in language as unequivo- 
eal. The terms of this decision are precise 
and admit of no doubt. Mr. Harland makes 
a mistake in assuming that income tax is 
a tax on property. It is a tax on income, 
and as the incomyne must be earned in the 
United States, the Government has power 
to collect it while it is in the United States. 


*“ How,” asked the reporter, “are you go- 
Ing to collect such income of non-resident 
aliens? ’’ 

“By finding out where the income is,” 
said Mr. Grosse. 

“But suppose the securities are not regis- 
tered and have interest coupons?” 

“JT cannot collect anything that is not in 
my hands. The Supreme Court has decided 
that, if, for instance, a corporation should 
set apart <« fund for the payment of inter- 
est and dividends for non-resident aliens, 
and make such payable in London, Paris, or 
Berlin by a contract creating the corpora- 
tion’s liability, then no income tax can be 
collected. In other words, if I find property 
belonging to a non-resident alien, I will dis- 
‘train ist.’’

If 
the income is in’ the United States, what 
I have to do is to find whence the income 
is derived and apply the law.

HAS DRUG CLERKS ARRESTED 


Police Captain Pickett Seeking to Stop the 
Sale of “Knock-Out” Drops Used 
by Thieves. 


The large number of cases of men brought 
to the West Thirtieth Street Station suffer- 
ing from the effects of ‘‘ knock-out” drops 
has led Police Captain Pickett to try and 
put a stop to their use by preventing their 
sale. 

Within the last four or five weeks there 
have been six or seven men drugged and 
robbed in and about the Nineteenth Pre- 
cinct.

very quickly ane render the victim un-- 


conscious for a long period. Capt. Pickett 
detailed a policeman to discover where 
chloral was being sold in the precinct with- 
out the usual precautions prescribed by 
law. 

On the evidence so obtained Capt. Pickett 
and the policeman went before Justice 
Simms, in the Jefferson Market Court, and 
secured a number of warrants. On these 
they arrested, yesterday afternoon, Bodo 
Lorenz, a drug clerk employed at 1,400 
Broadway; Robert Bredin, another clerk, 
employed at Sixth Avenue and Forty-first 
Street, and Louis B. Wade, employed by 
Bartlett & Plummer. 

The three men were taken before Justice 
Simms and charged with violating Section 
402 of the Penal Code in selling a poison 
without registering the name and address 
of the buyer. 

It is claimed by the police that it is just 
such lax methods as these that enable the 
thugs who use ‘‘ knock-out ”’ drops to go on 
with their work. There is no thought that 
the druggists were in any way in leagué 
with the criminals, but Capt. Pickett thinks 
and hopes that if he can only make the 
druggists more careful it will be impossible 
to obtain any drugs of the dangerous kind. 

The prisoners all pleaded not guilty and 
were held in $300 each for examination this 
morning. The police have other warrants, 
and other arrests will be made. 


DRIVEN TO SEA BY THE BLIZZARD 


The Almeda Willey Sixty-two Days in 
Reaching Port from Darien, Ga. 


The American schooner Almeda Willey 
arrived here yesterday and reported that 
she had experienced the full force of the 
late blizzard. 

The schooner left Darien, Ga., for this 
port on Jan. 24 with a cargo of lumber. 
Her voyage was uneventful until the night 
of Feb. 7, when she ran into the blizzard 
about sixty miles off Sandy Hook Lightship. 
The storm came upon her with terrific force 
from out of the west and lasted for four 
days. The schooner was put before the gale 
for safety. : 

Nearly all of her Sails were split and 
blown away or rendered useless. Her. deck 
load and water casks were washed over- 
board, one of her boats was lost, a portion 
of her cutwater was carried away, and the 
greater part of her stores was destroyed by 
being flooded. 

The weather moderated on Feb. 11 suffi- 
ciently to permit of observations being 
taken, and the Captain discovered that his 
vessel had been driven 560 miles during the 
hurricane. He decidéd that it would be 
necessary to make repairs and obtain pro- 
visions before proceeding to his destina- 
tion, and he ran for Bermuda. He sailed 
from there on March 10. He was sixty-two 
days in reaching this port from the time 
he left Darien, Ga.

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British Subjects Cannot Be Arrested 
with. Impunity.’ 


GREAT BRITAIN DEMANDS REDRESS 


Lord Kimberley Requires a Money In- 
demnity and a Commission 
to Pass on the Losses of 
the Exiles. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The full: text 
of Great Britain’s ultimatum to Nicaragua 
is as follows: 


Foreign Office, Feb. 26, 1895. 
Sefior Don Modesto Barrios, Minister of 
Nicaragua: 

Sir: Her Majesty’s 
carefully considered thé voluminous ‘docu- 
ments inclosed in your note: of the 22d of 
November last, which you have communi- 
cated to me in justification of the proceed- 
ings of the Nicaraguan Government in re- 
gard to Mr. Hatch, British pro-Consul, and 
certain other British subjects, who were 
arrested in August last the Mosquito 
Reserve, imprisoned, and expelled rom 
Nicaragua, not only without any form of 
trial, but. without any communication’ to 
them of the charges against them, so as to 
afford them an opportunity of absolving 
themselves. 


Before proceeding to examine the’ state- 
ments made in those documents, may 
observe that, although Mr, Hatch was 
not, strictly speaking, an officer in her 
Majesty’s Consular Service, it might have 
been expected that the Nicaraguan authori- 
ties, in the Reserve, who carried on a cor- 
respondence with him, and made use of his 
service in a Consular capacity whenever 
and so long as it suited their convenience 
to do so, would, as a matter of ordinary 
courtesy, have communicated with her Maj- 
esty’s Government before resorting to so 
extreme a measure as the arrest of that 
gentleman. : 

The British subjects who were arrested 
on the 16th of August and taken to Mana- 
gua were,. besides Mr, Hatch, British pro- 
Consul, Mr. W. B. C. Brown, Mr. H. B. 
Brownrigg, Mr. J. W. Cuthbert, Mr. S. A. 
Hodgson, Mr John Taylor, Mr. John 
O’Thomas, Mr. Markland Taylor, Mr. W. 
Glover. 

On the 23d of August two more British 
subjects were arrested, Mr, G. P. Hall and 
Mr. Hubert O. Bodden, and another Brit- 
ish subject, Mr. Joseph P. Moody, was 
arrested on the 30th of August,~There 
were also further arrests of persons said to 
be British subjects, viz. reen, Martin, 
Thompson, and Joel Bodden. ”* 

The object of much that is contained in 
the papers communicated by the Nicaraguan 
Government appears to be to connect Mr. 
Hatch and other Britoish subjects arrested 
with the disturbance which took place in 
the Mosquito Reservation in July last. ' 
Messrs. Hatch, Brown, Brownrigg; 'Cuth- 
bert, S. A. Hodgson, John Taylor, Markland 
Taylor, and Glover, in a statement made on 
the 7th of September, have sworn that they 
did not in any way, directly or indirectly, 
participate in or encourage the riots in the 
Reserve. Mr. J. O, Thomas also denies any 
complicity in the riots... As to Mr. G. P. 
Hall, who was kept in prison for six days 
and only released on giving an undertaking 
to leave the country, he states that as Po- 
lice Magistrate he endeavored to quiet the 
people on the 5th of July, but was shot at 
and went home and resigned the next day. 
His statement is supported by, sworn state- 
ments made by two of the police, British 
subjects. “ste 

Mr. Hubert O. Bodden, who was kept in 
prison for three days, and was released on 
the intervention of the Captain of the Unit- 
ed States ship Marblehead, but, was exiled, 
is in ignorance of the causes of his. arrest 
and exile. 

Mr. J. P. Moody states:fhat he is in ig- 
norance of the causes of his arrest and ban- 
ishment. 

Among the depositions which are brought 
forward by the Nicaraguan Government as 
proofs against Mr. Hatch are those of J. W. 
Cuthbert, 8. A. Hodgson, and Charles Pat- 
terson, when under detention. The first- 
named person is represented to have de- 
posed that it was Mr. Hatch who encour- 
aged the movement against the Nicaraguan 
authorities and that he was always in the 
midst of the insurgents, i 


8S. A. Hodgson is represented to have 
stated that the meetings of the Mosquito 
Council from the 5th, to the 7th of July were 
held’ in the house of. Mr, Hatch, and -that 
he was present at them then and ter- 
ward, when they were held ane. 
Charles Patterson is represented to have 
affirmed that Mr. Hatch was nearly always 
present at the meetings of the Council and 
advised it what to do. 

Now, two of these ‘deponents, Mesgrs. 
Cuthbert and Patterson, in a. statement 
made to Consul Bingham, while swearing 
that they did not in any way participate 
in or encourage the riot of the 5th of July, 
and did not furnish or import arms or am- 
munition for use in the disturbances, fur- 
ther say that “certain questions were 
asked us at the Bluff by the Minister of 
War, and written in Spanish, which was 
signed by us, but we cannot say that: it is 
correct, not knowing the language, but be- 
ing compelled to sign.’’ 

The third deponent, S. A. Hodgson, in a 
sworn statement made on the 17th of Sep- 
tember affirms ‘that, while under arrest at 
Bluefields Bluff, he stated, in reply to ques- 
tions by Gen, Portocarrero, respecting Mr. 
Hatch, that Mr. Hatch did not, to his 
knowledge, have a gathering of.people at his 
business house door on the 6th of July; 
that he did not instigate or advise the 
Jamaicans to take up arms, but that he 
warned them not to do so, and posted up 
notices to the same effect; that Chief 
Clarence, after he was reinstated, did not 
reside at Mr. Hatch’s house, but at that of 
Mr. Forbes; that no meeting of the Council 
was held at Mr. Hatch’s house, and that 
excepting beseeching the. people *o keep 
quiet, Mr. Hatch had nothing to do with 
the affairs of the 5th and 6th of July: that 
he (Hodgson) was asked to sign the state- 
ment, but requested to have it read to him 
in English, which was refused, and, after 
waiting an hour, he was compelled to sign 
it. 


Hubert O. Bodden, who is another of the 
deponents quoted in the documents com- 
municated ‘by the Nicaraguan Government, 
says in a sworn statement that he was 
arrested on the 23d of August and asked 
questions tending to implicate Mr. Hatch 
and others in the disturbances; that on 
his pleading ignorance the Judge said he 
was lying, and that, ‘If you do not speak 
the truth you shall be shot;”’ thaa he was 
then sent back to prison, where he re- 
mained three days, when he was released 
on the intervention of the Captain of the 
United States ship Marblehead, the Judge 
informing him that he was exiled, but 
that he ought to be shot. 

With regard to the other depositions pro- 
duced by the Nicaraguan Government, the 
evidence as to Mr. Hatch’s conduct at the 
time of the disturbances is mere hearsay, 
and is not only in contradiction to the 
sworn statements to which I have just re- 
ferred, but is at variance with the informa- 
tion obtained by her Majesty’s Government 
through the British naval officers on the 
spot. ; 

I notice from the depositions which you 
have communicated to me, that Green, Mar- 
tin, and Thompson are stated to ve. been, 
concerned in the Regios. rot on the bth of 
July, and that Joel Bodden is said’to have 
taken part in the attack on the Bluff on 
the following day. Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment is not fully informed as to how their 
cases have been dealt with by the Nicara- 
guan Government, and they are therefore 
excluded from consideration in my present 
note. 


As to the other British subjects arrested, 
I may observe that, after the police -riots 
of the 5th of July and the attack on the 
palace that night, the town of Blueflelds 
was without organized government until 
the Mosquito Chief, at the request of the 
merchants and others, issued a proclamation 
that he had reassumed his former, position. 
The Nicaraguan Commissioner was’ within 
the palace wit: some thirty soldiers, and 
was without power to maintain order or the 
authority of Nicaragua, which he had up to 
then exercised, and he took the first oppor- 
tunity of coming to an arrangement to 
withdraw with his soldiers to a place of 
safety. , 

In these circumstances, certain British 
subjects, at the request of the Mosquito 
Chief, reassumed the functions which they 
had formerly exercised before the entry of 
Nicaraguan troops into the Mosquito Re- 
serve in February. If a Government of 
some sort had not been constituted after 
the riots of the 5th and 6th of July, a state 
of anarchy would undoubtedly have ensued, 
and her Majesty’s Government cannot 
blame those British subjects’ who co-oper- 
ated with the Mosquito:Chief in the main- 
tenance of order. . 

With regard to the conduct of Mr. Hatch, 
her Majesty's Government is satisfied, from 
the reports of her Majesty’s naval officers, 
that it was. perfectly correct during the 
time that he acted as British Pro-Consul. 

Gen, Cabezas, in his report to the Nica- 
r n Government, finds fault with cer- 
tain notices issued by Mr. Hatch, which 
he describes as “the grossest mockery of 
truth and Nicaragua.”’ These notices ap- 

ar to her Majesty’s Government to have 

een ver roper in the circumstances. 
That of the 6th of July was as follows: “I 
warn all British subjects to abstain from 
and not to interfere with any of the local 
troubles or questions now pending between 
Mosquito and the sovereign power, and'to be 
Mane motive of the 10th 
following words: “1 have Beeu directed.

Gen. Cabezas further makes it a grievance 
ogninat Mr. Hatch that he wrote a letter to 
Mr. Brownrigg, in which he tri to in- 
duce the latter to accept the appointment 
of a member of the council which .the 
Mosquito Chief had offered to him. Mr. 
Hatch’s letter, which was dated the 18th 
of July, when there existed no Nicaraguan 
authority at Bluefields, merely stated: ‘In 
answer to your request as to your right to 
assist in the Executive Council of the Mos- 
quito Reserve, I see or know no cause to 
prevent Eon doing so. The only wish of 
the inhabitants is to maintain peace, and 
by your acceptance you assist in doing so; 
it cannot deprive you of your right to Eng- 
lish protection.” 

Gen, Cabezas alleges that Mr. Hatch har- 
bored the Chief Clarence for purposes hos- 
tile to Nicaragua. On this I have only to 
remark that the Chief, being in fear for 
his life, was, by the advice of Capt. Clarke, 
commanding her Majesty’s ship Magicienne, 
received by Mr. Hatch in his house on the 
lith of May, but that when the Chief 
reassumed his posites as Mosquito Chief 
on the 6th of July, Mr. Hatch requested 
him to cease to reside in his house, and 
he accordingly left it, 

I do not know that there are any other 
points in the documents which you have 
communicated to me of sufficient importance 
to make it necessary that I should spe- 
cially notice them. I have only to request 
that you will, without delay, inform the 
Nicaraguan Government that Her Majesty’s 
Government cannot admit that any ade- 
quate or reliable evidence has been produced 
to justify the arbitrary and violent action 
taken against the Queen’s subjects. 

They hold the Nicaraguan Government 
responsible for those ‘proceedings, and they 
must require them to pay the sum of £15,000 
on account of their action in arresting, im- 

risoning, and expelling those British sub- 
ects; further, to cancel unconditionally the 
decrees of exile issued against them: and 
to agree to the constitution of a commission 
to assess the losses sustained by them in 
their property or goods in the reserve owing 
to the action of the Nicaraguan authorities. 
Such commission is to be composed of a 
British representative, a Nicaraguan repre- 
sentative, and a jurist, not a citizen of any 
American State, to be selected by agree- 
ment between the Nicaraguan Government 
and the Government of her Majesty, and, 
failing such agreement, by the President of 
the Swiss Republic. The findings of the 
commission ‘to be by a majority, and the 
awards to be final, and to be paid within 
three months of the conclusion of their 
labors. 

Besides the cases of British subjects ar- 
rested in the Mosquito Reservé to which I 
have referred, there are those of others who 
have suffered at the hands of the Nicara- 
guan authorities, namely, Arthur E. Sykes 
of Sheffield, England, who had been work- 
ing for a year in the Mosquito Reserve as 
an engineer, and was serving in that capac- 
ity on board the Buena Ventura, when, on 
the night of the 30th of July, he was forced 
at the point of the bayonet by Nicaraguan 
soldiers to get up steam and take a party 
of them down the river to the Bluefields 
Bluff, and was, on arrival there, fortunately 
released by the Captain of the United 
States ship Marblehead. 

Mr. Josué E. Gayle, a Jamaican, settled 
in Great Corn Island, early in the year 1894 
was beaten with the flat of a sword for re- 
fusing to perform military service, and then 
made to serve. 

There is further the unwarrantable seizure 
of the British schooner Angelia by the Gov- 
ernor of Corn Island and the detention of 
her owner and crew. For these outrages 
her Majesty’s Government must also have 
satisfaction, and they require that the sum 
of £500 be paid as indemnity. 

In previous letters which I have addressed 
to you I have explained that her Majesty’s 
Government are not prepared to discuss any 
question with regard to the. treaty of 
Managua and the recent proceedings‘in the 
Mosquito Reserve until this matter of the 
arrest and imprisqnment of British subjects 
had been disposed of. In order to avoid any 
misunderstanding on the subject, I think it 
right to inform you that to this deterntina- 
tion her Majesty’s Government intend to 
adhere; but so soon as the demands which 
I have made in my present note have been 
satisfied, I shall be prepared to receive and 
consider in a en spirit any representa- 
tions on those questions which the Nicara- 
guan Government may desire to make to 
her. Majesty’s Government. I am, Sir, with 
highest consideration, your humble and 
obedient servant, KIMBERLEY.

According to the papers filed, the cor- 
poration is formed to operate steamboats, 
tugboats, lighters, canalboats, floats, and 
other floating equipment owned, leased, or 
chartered by the company in the trans- 
portation of merchandise, goods, and pas- 
sengers on the Hudson River and New-York 
Bay and the navigable waters adjacent 
thereto, and in connection with this busi- 
ness ‘“‘to operate docks, piers, transfer 
grain elevators, warehouses, and generally 
to carry on any business incident or per- 
tinent to the business aforesaid.” 


The filing of incorporation articles at 
Trenton, N. J., yesterday by the New-York 
and Hucson River Navigation Company is 
the result of protracted negotiations involv- 
ing financial interests of great magnitude. 

Ever since last Fall an effort has been 
made by prominent capitalists largely iden- 
tified with Vanderbilt interests to sgcure 
control of the enormous and profitable 
passenger and freight traffic on the Hud- 
son River between New-York and tide- 
water at Albany and Troy. The competi- 
tion existing for years between the Hud- 
son River steamboats and the *New-York 
Central and West Shore Railroads has at 
times resulted in a ruinous cutting of 
passenger rates during the Summer and of 

. freight rates the year round. The . new 
company will put an end to this competi- 
tion, as it expects eventually to control all 
the general freight and passenger business 
along the Hudson. 

The capitalists interested in the project 
announced yesterday that they have just 
signed .contracts by which they come into 
control of the People’s Line of steamers, 
one of the oldest on the Hudson River, 
which now enjoys a monopoly of the river 
passenger and freight business between 
New-York and Albany, and which is, there- 
fore, the main link in the chain. The new 
company intends to put two new boats on 
the river within a year. 

Within a few weeks both the new com- 
pany and the People’s Line will be ab- 
sorbed by a new third company, whose 
purpose also is to absorb the other prin- 
cipal Hudson River lines. 

The principal organizers of the parent 
company are City Chamberlain J. J. O’Don- 
ohue, R. G. Rolston, President of the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company; John Eng- 
lis, Jacob Hayes, Chauncey M. Depew, H. 
Walter Webb, H. G. Young, Vice President 
of the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany; W. J. Arkell, Charles E. Wells, Wil- 
lard Brown, and A. B. Hepburn, President 
of the Third National Bank. oy 

President Everett of the People’s Line 
will be President of the new company. 

While the New-York Central Railroad 
will not control this mammoth steamboat 
combination, the new corporation will work 
in harmony with the railroad, as Vander- 
bilt interests will predominate. 

The two new steamboats to run between 
New-York and Albany and Troy will cost 
nearly $1,500,000. They will be the largest 
and fastest boats of their kind in existence, 
and will carry only first-class passengers. 
The present passenger steamers of the Peo- 
pie’s Line, the Drew and Richmond, will be 
utilized exclusively for freight and second- 
class passengers. It is contemplated ,to 
shorten the time by boat to Albany and 
Troy nearly one-half, by making the hours 
of departure from New-York late at night 
instead of 6 o’clock in the evening. 

When Chauncey M. Depew was seen last 
night he said he covld give no further in- 
formation about the new company than is 
stated above. He said he had been asked 
to subscribe for stock in the proposed or- 
ganization, and had done so, but, apart 
from that, had taken no active interest in 
effecting the formation of the company or 
planning out the details of the scheme. He 
thought H. Walter Webb'‘and W. J. Arkell 
had been the most active.in the negotia- 
tions. 

Mr. Webb, however, had: more to say 
about the new company. He said he is 
greatly interested in the success of the 
company, and added: 

“New blood and increased; capital have 


gone into this thing, and the traveling pub-. 


lic will derive the benefit from the change. 
Some of the men interested in the Albany 
boats will continue to hold stock in the new 
company. They are Messrs. O’Donohue, 
Rolston, Hayes, and Englis. Mr. Depew, 
myself, and Messrs. Young, Hepburn, Ar- 
kell, and some others are new men. There 
will be an increase of $1,500,000 in the capi- 
ta) of the company. Plans for two new 
steamboats have been almost’ perfected. 
They are to be side-wheelers, but the larg- 


st, fastest, and finest of anything in simi- - 


lar service. The service for the people will 
of course be much better. Our schedule 
has not yet been determined upon, but the 
company will begin operations within a 
short time. Our new boats will probably 
not be completed this Summer, but’ their 
construction will be hastened as much as 
possible. We shall put on boats according 
to the requirements of traffic.”

WORKINGMEN 


Sculptors’ Society to Act with the Art | The Need of Tabor» Organizations and 


Committee—The Report Respect- 
ing the Aquarium. 


At a meeting of the Park Board yester- 
day a resolution was adopted stating that 
the board disapproved of the bill now be- 
fore the Legislature taking the charge of 
the police out of the hands of the Park De- 


{ 
partment. 
The resolution requests Corporation Coun- 


sel Scott to go to Albany and speak against 
that feature of the bill. 

It was decided in future to refer all stat- 
ues for the parks to the Sculptors’ Society 
for criticism as to their artistic merits be- 
fore accepting them. The Advisory Art 
Committee of the Park Department, which 
has in the past passed upon the statues, 
will do so in the future, as well as the 
Sculptors’ Society. 

President King was asked if he did not 
think that the two might disagree regard- 
ing the fitness of the statues. He replied 
that, while there was a possibility of such 
being the case, he thought they would not 
disagree. 

The gift of two American flags from A. M. 
Underhill for use in Mount Morris Park was 
accepted. Thanks were extended to those 
who served on the Advisory Committee of 
the aquarium. 

A communication was received from the 
Board of Managers of the New-York Botan- 
ical Society, asking that a date be set for 
a conference with the Commissioners. 

The board held a lengthy executive. ses- 
sion, at which the report of the Advisory 
Committee respecting the aquarium was 
read. It is signed by L. D. Huntington, Dr. 
T. H. Bean, and I. S. K. Reeves, United 
States Navy, contains about 8,000 words, 
and goes into the subject thoroughly. It 
recommends that a library be sustained in 
the aquarium filled with works on fishes and 
fish life. It suggests that the building be 
decorated with pictures of fishes and fish- 
ermen, and that lay figures of fishermen be 
stationed around the building. 

A laboratory should be established. for 
study and experiment. All the filters should 
be washed each day. Two air pumps are 
necessary for the aeration of the water. 
Steam heaters should be employed in Win- 
ter to keep the water at the proper tem- 
perature. The introduction of storage res- 
ervoirs is recommended, if the present sys- 
tem of sea-water circulation proves unsat- 
isfactory. Another pump is required.

A resolution was passed requesting Presi- 
dent King to confer with Corporation Coun- 
sel Scott with a view to preparing a bill for 
presentation to the, Legislature providing 
for the acquisition of land at the side of the 
Harlem River Driveway, between One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth Street and One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-fifth Street, for the site of. 
a roadhouse. The bill will also provide 
land for a turn or circle between those 
streets at Dyckman Street. 


INSPECTION OF THE CHICAGO 


The Cruiser’s Machinery in Good Condition 
—The Men Put Through Various Drills— 
Soon to Go Out of Commission. 


The United States cruiser Chicago, now 
lying in the North River off the foot of 
West Forty-second Street, was inspected 
yesterday by the Board of Naval Inspectors, 
which consists of Commodore T. O. Self- 
ridge, President; Capt. Schley, Commander 
R. B. Bradford, Lieut. Commander Schroe- 
der, Lieut. S. A. Stanton, Medical Director 
Van Reypen, Chief Engineer R. W. Mulli- 
gan, and Major Reid. 

The board was received by Capt. Mahan 
at 9:30 o’clock A. M., and began its work 
in the engine room, where every part of the 
machinery down to the smallest valve was 
tested. Everything was found to work 
smoothly. 

Every officer and sailor on the ship’s arti- 


Small-arms exercise and battalion drills 
were also gone through. The ship was 
cieared for action upon the announcement 
of an imaginary enemy in an imaginary off- 
ing in a manner that won praise from the 
members of the board. 

All the manoeuvres and drills to display 
the ship’s seagoing and fighting abilities be- 
ing finished, the board critically examined 
the quarters of the men and officers. The 
bunks, bedding, clothing, supplies, and about 
everything that the men possessed were 
looked into. 

After finishing their labors for the day, 
the visitors partook of a luncheon and re- 
turned to the city. 

The examination will be completed to-day, 
and in a few days a report showing its re- 
sult will be sent to the Navy Department at 
Washington. The docks and piers on the 
New-York side of the river were lined with 
people yesterday, who watched the manoeu- 
vres on the war ship with interest. 

The Chicago was last inspected while she 
was at Southampton, England, in Septem- 
ber, 1894. It was at the time when Rear 
Admiral Kirkland made her his flagship 
upon the retirement of Rear Admiral] Erben 
from active service. The report which 
Rear Admiral Kirkland made at that time 
showed the Chicago to be in a most satis- 
factory condition. 

The Chicago was unofficially inspected by 
mtany prominent persons while in English: 
waters, among whom were the Prince of 
Wales, .the Princess Beatrice, and Prince 
Henry of Battenberg. 

When the present inspection is eompleted, 
the Chicago will go to the navy yard, 
where she will remove her stores, This wiil 
be done in the ceurse of the next two or 
three weeks, and she will then go out of 
commission.

the Causes that Lead to Their 
Disruption. 


Prof. Felix Adler of the Society for Eth- 
ical Culture lectured last night, at the He- 
brew Institute, East Broadway and Jeffer- 
son Street, on ‘‘ The Influences of Organized 
Labor.”’ 

“It is absolutely essential that every 
‘workingman should know that among man- 
kind there are different kinds of. capacity,” 
he said. ‘It is an unjust assumption that 
every one can do as Well as any one else. 


The labor organization is like the human’ 


body. Its members cannot do without each 
other. In the organization some must rep- 
resent the hands, some the eyes, some the 
ears, some the mouth. All cannot be lead- 
ers. And you must give up the idea that 
manual labor is the producer of wealth. 
You are only a part of what produces it. 

**Many persons of the laboring class say 
that if they had money enough to send 
their children to colleges those children 
would display as much executive ability as 
labor leaders. These people are envious 
of those’ leaders; this is an influence which 
retards the good work of labor organiza- 
tions. Wealth doesn’t’ produce talent. 
There are really very few talented among 
the wealthy. So that it would be well. for 
the laboring class to rid itself of this idea 
of indiscriminate ability. 

“The, capitalist is, of course, stronger 
than the workingman, because he can af- 
ford to wait. The only way of correcting 
this is for the workingmen to band togeth- 
er. 

“Now, how does it come to pass that 
labor organizations of the United States are 
so weak? The United States is the paradise 
of labor, yet it has nothing like the power 
it has in England. There labor is represent- 
ed in Parliament by several men. One of 
the reasons is because these organizations 
are so fluctuating. You remember the 
Knights of Crispin. They loomed up 1,000 
strong. Where are they now? The Na- 
tional Labor Union in ‘1866 numbered 
600,000. Where are they now? It will take 
a long time to give a list of the labor or- 
ganizations which have passed out of sight. 
The Knights of Labor claimed 700,000 mem- 
bers some time ago. But they sink and rise 
again, and seem to inflate like a rubber 
ball. 

“You denounce politicians for holding 
their party above their patriotism; but you 
are gulity of just that fault. It will not be 
corrected until a broader spirit obtains 
among you. One more point is that of the 
idea of bigness, of attempting to form a 
vast association. These vast organizations 
seem: to me like Buddensiek houses, with 
one wall too weak 'to stand alone. So they 
put two together, and they stand for a little 
while, but only for a little while. The first 
big storm tumbles them down.”

THE CIRCUS OUT ON PARADE 


CROWDS WAITED AND CHEERED IN 
SPITE OF THE COLD WIND. 


Visitors from the Tropics Who Wear 
Few Clothes and Some of the 
Animals Left at Home. 


That perennially popular prerunner of 
the circus season, the limelight (formerly 
torchlight) parade, started through this 
town last night when there was a bitterly 
cold wind blowing; and the dust was swirl- 
ing in clouds through the streets. Conse- 
quently, some of the’ visitors from the 
tropics, who do not wear any clothes to 
speak of, and some of’ the animals part‘s- 
ularly susceptible to the weather, were 
obliged to remain at home. 

But the tens of thousands of people who 
hurried through their dinners and thronged 
the line of route found plenty to look at 
and to talk about. ‘The small boy was out 
in force, particularly in Broadway, where 
he had a chance to worry the gripmen, who 
were trying to get cable cars up and down 
town. Considering the great crowds and 
the carelessness shown by people in getting 
about, is is almost a miracle that half a 
dozen gripmen were not locked up last 
night for running over somebody. 

Without doubt most of the people who 
turned out for the parade will go to Madi- 
son Square Garden to see the entire show 
within the next few weeks, but the pros- 
pect of it did not seem to abate their en- 
thusiasm, The circus ladies and gentlemen 
‘“‘in character,” ‘whether on horseback or 
on foot, were the heroes of the night. Be- 
sides the usual number of elephants, cam- 
els, and flerce wild beasts in open cages, 
there were Scotch footmen, hussars, royal 
guardsmen, cuirassiers, Uhlans, cavalry- 
men, dragoons, and gendarmes galore. They 
were all rigged out in spick and span new 
costumes, and comported themselves with 
dignity befitting the momentous occasion. 
The only exception that came under the ob- 
servation of the reporter was the young man 
who figured as Emperor William. He calm- 
ly lighted a pipe as the procession passed 
between the lines of big Broadway hotels. 

Windows all along the route were thronged 
with people, and a few good-natured ones, 
who never like to lose an opportunity to 
assist in festive occasions, burned some col- 
ored fire. Their enthusiasm appeared to be 
particularly aroused by the representation 
ef ‘“‘America’”’ in the parade of nations. 
This was typified by the Goddess of Liberty 
on a dais, surrounded by models of Grant, 
Lincoln, and Washington, and men arrayed 
in the field dress of the infantry, artillery, 
and cavalry. 

The Japanese portion of it also attracted 
attention, particularly the imperturbable 
gentleman selected to represent the Mikado. 
He fanned himself vigorously from start to 
finish, regardless of the weather. When he 
got a little tired two assistants fanned him. 

The Emperor of China came along in the 
rear with a huge jug, though Mr. Bailey 
said there was no intentional significance 
in this arrangement. He reviewed the pa- 
rade with a number of friends from the 
parlor windows of the St. James Hotel. 
“Tody’’ Hamilton, who ought to know, 
said that the parade last night was one of 
the most successful within his recollection. 

The show begins business this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. There will be performances 
every afternoon and evening for some time 
to come. Special arrangements have been 
made this year to prevent overcrowding in 
all sections of the house and to facilitate 


egress when the performances are over. 
The programme has been arranged so as to 
give people plenty of time to see the entire 
show if they go early enough. There will 
be'much to look at down stairs this year, 
aside from the menagerie. With three 
rings, two stages, a race track, a tank, and 
nearly 500 performers, there should not be 
a dull moment.

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WADAM AND CAMPBELL 


The Judge Sure the ex-Congressman 
Is in Contempt. 


“NO JURISDICTION,” CLAIMS MR. ADAMS 


“if He Had Attacked Me as an Indi- 
vidual,” Says His Honor, “ We 
Would Have Settled it Out- 
side Privately.” 


Ex-Congressman Timothy J. Campbell, 
Who once pleaded that a little thing like 
the Constitution should not come between 
friends, is now trying to place the Consti- 
tution between himself and Judge McAdam, 


whose friend he has been for twenty-five 
years. 

Mr. Campbell has studied the Constitution 
lately and has become convinced that it is 
the only bulwark of free American citizen- 
ship, and he has invoked its protection to 
Save him from the wrath of Judge Mc- 
Adam, who desires to punish him for as- 
Sailing his judicial character. 

Judge McAdam is evidently of. the belief 
that the office of Judge should be sacred 
even from the attacks of friends, and he 
has promised to hand down an elaborate and 
learned opinion, setting forth why and 
wherefore the Constitution should nct avail 
to shield from punishment one who casts 
reflections upon his official acts. 

The second hearing of the contempt case 
against ex-Congressman Campbell was held 
by Judge McAdam yesterday afternoon be- 
fore a crowd that was altogether too large 
for the courtroom. 

Mr. Campbell had just come from a bar- 
ber’s, and looked happy as he took his seat 
in front of the Judge. With him were his 
lawyers, John G. Adams, Howard P. Okie, 
and Melville H. Riddensberger. They 
brought a number of legal volumes with 
them and piaced them impressively on the 
table. 

Judge McAdam took his seat at precisely 
2-o’clock and composed himself to hear the 
case. 

“Toappear for Mr. Campbell,” said Mr. 
Adams, holding a lengthy typewritten docu- 
Ment in his left hand, and waving it at the 
Judge, “and I desire to file objections to 
these proceedings. I move to vacate and 
dismiss this order, because upon the papers 
this court has no jurisdiction, and the pro- 
ceedings should be set asidg It is based 
on an alleged publication of an inaccurate 
report of judicial proceedings, and no legal 
proof or evidences have been presented. 

“The affidavits do not show that Mr. 
Campbell published or caused to be pub- 
lished any proceeding of this court or of 
any other court. He has not published any 
report of proceedings in this court. He did 
not furnish any libel to the newspapers on 
this court, and whether he did or did not 
he should not be punished for contempt. 
Your Honor has no jurisdiction in this 
case, and no power to impose punishment. 
He is not allowed a trial by jury, and these 
proceedings are not constitutional. They 
tend to interfere with the authority of the 
Federal Government. The papers do not 


show any cause why Mr. Campbell should. 


be punished. This proceeding is not war- 
ranted by law. The statements made.-by 


Mr. Campbell were made under oath befote* 


a Federal Elections Commission, and hé 
is protected from prosecution. He is ac- 
countable for the truth of his statements 
to the United States courts only, and not to 
this court, and- such’ proceedings as these 
are void because they are in opposition to 
the Constitution. Therefore they should 
be dismissed.”’ 

“The proceedings which Mr. Campbell 
criticised,’ replied Judge McAdam, “ were 
pending in this court. It was the case of 
The People vs. The Police Commissioners, 
and the publication by Campbell had refer- 
ence to these proceedings. The law has 
settled the fact that all persons concerned 
in a libel are accountable for it. Not only 
the publisher, but all concerned, are liable, 
the policy of the law being that a man can- 
mot dictate a statement to a stenographer 
to be published and then say itis nothis. It 
ts his,’’ declared Judge McAdam vehemently 
and shaking his head violently. ‘ He is re- 
sponsible for the scandal, and instead of at- 
tacking the retailer of the libel it is proper 
to attack the author. These ;tatements 
were made for publication. 

“So far as trial by jury is concerned,” 
Judge McAdam continued, ‘*‘ contempt cases 
are never tried by jury, except in certain 
{ustances in which the Grand Jury might 
take them up. 

“The acts of Congress provide that the 
party contesting an election may serve upon 
the other parties the objections which he 
has to offer against their election. I don’t 
know what Campbell said in his charges, 
but I doubt if he made such statements as 
he made later. Congress cannot regulate 
nominations. If it could it would have to 
regulate all the nominations from Maine to 
Texas. The Republican Party had a per- 
fect right to say that Campbell was a better 
man than Simpson if it wanted to, and this 
court would have ordered Campbell’s name 
on the ticket, but as Campbell was nomi- 
nated after Simpson, all this court could do 
was to put Simpson’s name there as the 
regular Republican candidate. Otherwise 
Democrats could get writs of mandamus to 
be put on the Republican tickets. 

‘In order to make the publication a priv- 
fleged one the matter must be relevant to 
the subject. No man can, under the pre- 
tense of privilege, make himself an assassin 
of character. If a man could do that he 
would have to pass by the public man to the 
private citizen, and enter the home and as- 
sail wife, daughter, child, and, when called 
to account, he would say he was privileged 
under an act of Congress. So I say it is 
absurd for a man to say that under the 
guise of privileged communication he may 
assail a court and Judge because the Judge 
didn’t decide in his favor. 

“TI propose to take your papers, and I will 
write an opinion covering all the matters 
under debate, the powers of nominating con- 
ventions, the authorities of Congress, and 
everything else pertinent to the subject. 
There was nothing in the decision of this 
court to prevent the people of Mr. Camp- 
bell’s district from voting for him, and elect- 
ing him unanimously. If he had attacked 
me as an individual we would have settled 
it outside in a private and legal manner.” 

This statement of Judge McAdam made 
the audiiors laugh, and Mr. Campbell 
chuckled, as if he thought “a private and 
jezal manner” was good.

Adams, when Judge McAdam had con- 
cluded. ‘‘I understood you said last week 
that the District Attorney should be notified 
and to-day, that this case might reach the 
Grand Jury. I think I will convince your 
Honor that neithe. the District Attorney 
nor the Grand Jury has any power in this 
case, While the District Attorney and the 
Grand Jury may punish for Tibel, you have 
no power te punish for libel. Mr. Campbell 
has stepped out of this case, and so have

nT disagree with-you as to the powers of 


Congress. Congress has the power to go 
beyond the decisions of the Supreme Court 
of the United States to set aside an elec- 
tion. We contend that Mr. Campbell was 
the regular nominee of the convention, and 
by your decision he was deprived of his 
constitutional right to be put on the ticket. 
I claim that if he was deprived of that 
right by a judicial decision, he could be 
seated,”’ 

“‘Congress need not take the trouble to 
send a committee to New-York to take tes- 
timony,” interrupted Judge McAdam, “for 
I would be perfectly willing to go to Wash- 
ington. Washington is a very nice city.” 

‘““My client informs me,” retorted Mr. 
Adams, “ that you were always hospitably 
entertained there by him. The deprivation 
of his rights resulted in his defeat for 
Congress.”’ 

‘““I would like Congress to read my de- 
cision,” said Judge McAdam. “It would 
then become a national as well as a local 
matter.” 

“‘T presume this document was drawn as 
it was,” said Mr. Adams, ‘so that Mr. 
Campbell would be brought within the act 
of 1894.,’’ 

““Campbell won’t be prosecuted under the 
act of 1894,”” answered Judge McAdam. 

“Nor under the Penal Code?” said Mr. 
Adams, 

‘“*You needn’t waste time on the act of 
1894,”” said Judge McAdam, “or the Penal 
Code. It is for publishing a false report.” 

“I will read Stenographer Smith’s affi- 
davit and notes covering the libel,”’ said Mr.

“Do you think Campbell has the right to 
stab a man in the back in the presence of 
reporters?’”’ asked Judge McAdam. 

“‘If he does it,’’ replied Mr. Adams, “ he 
is amenable to the criminal or civil law, 
but your Honor cannot punish him. If you 
do, the Legislature will sweep from the 
statute books the authority giving You 
such power.’’ 

“Can you imagine too severe a punish-

Mr. Adams. “I have here a copy of a 
newspaper of Oct. 6, 1876, containing a 
signed article by Charles O’Conor attacking 
the highest court of the State, which I 
will read.”

**But you won’t consider it a libel if I 
read it?’’ asked Mr. Adams. 

‘Yes,’ answered Judge McAdam, 
won’t hear any scandal here.” 

“The papers here,” said Mr. Adams, 
“don’t show that any criminal contempt 
was committed. There can be but. one 
meaning of publication. That is, publica- 
tion by the newspaper. It can’t mean such 
a publication as a witness is made to 
tell in court. Your Honor has ‘the same 
privilege as others. We contend that 
Campbell's statements were privileged com- 
munications before a legally constituted 
tribunal. You cannot punish for criminal 
contempt.” 

‘““& defeated litigant,’ 
Adam; ‘“‘can go outside and say whatever 
he’ wants to about the court. It's -the get- 
ting a crowd of reporters: tegether that 
constitutes the libel.’’ 

Judge McAdam questioned an _ assertion 
of Mr. Adams that the notary public del- 
egated by Congress to take testimony in 
Campbell’s case was clothed with the same 
dignity and authority as Congress itself. 
Mr. Adams, in support of his views, quoted 
a decision of Judge Grey. 

“That is not the point,” said Judge Mc- 
Adam. ‘‘Can a person under plea of priv- 
ilege assassinate character?” 

“That,” said Mr. Adams, “is for Con- 
gress to pass on.”’ 

“No one,” said Judge McAdam, “ dis- 
agrees with your authorities, but they have 
nothing to do with the case.” 

“I know you won’t usurp your power to 
punish Mr. Campbell,” said Mr. Adams. 
“ Suppose I reflectéd on this court, and my 
remarks were overheard and published by 
a reporter, would you hold me in criminal 
contempt? ’”’

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A FUGITIVE FROM A WORKHOUSE SHOT 


After Being Wounded He Fell Among

LAMBERTVILLE, N. J., March 27.—The 
body of James Kelly, one of the men who 
yesterday escaped from the Mercer County 
Workhouse, was found this morning in 
bushes close to a road near the workhouse. 
He had been serving a short term for 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct. 
‘Kelly, with a number of other short-term 
prisoners, who were engaged in outside 
work, made a dash for liberty yesterday 
afternoon. They had not succeeded in get- 
ting far from the workhouse when they 
were pursued by a number of the guards, 
who commenced firing at once. It was not 
thought that any of the fugitives were in- 
jured, as none was seen to drop. Kelly 
was hit by one of the bullets, however, 
and continued to run for some distance. 
Then, probably, he turned off into the 
bushes, and fell exhausted.

| MAY CLOSE THE VICTORIA 


Proprietor of the Hotel Obliged to 
Make an Assignment. 


OUTSTRIPPED BY MODERN COMPETITORS 


Liabilities May Reach $100,000, Much 
of Which Is for Rent to the 
Paran Stevens Estate— 
Outlook for Creditors. 


With the failure of the Victoria Hotel yes- 
terday one of the most famous hostelries in 
this country—in fact, its reputation was in- 
ternational—will probably pass out of exist- 
ence. 

The present lessees talked in rather a 


hopeless way last evening of making some 
sort of an arrangement by which they could 
continue business; other hotel managers be- 
gan to formulate propositions for acquiring 
control of the property, and there were 
some rumors that the Paran Stevens estate 
had some intention of reconstructing the 
buildings for business purposes. . The out- 
look is now, however, that the Victoria Ho- 
tel, started about a dozen years ago with 
such a flourish of trumpets by the rich 
firm of Stanfield & Wentworth, will be 
closed within a month. 

Bad business management, it was alleged, 
and inability to keep pace with modern 
competition has compelled young Douglas 
Maxwell Stanfield to place in the hands of 
an assignee property out ‘of which his 
grandfather, Mark M. Stanfield, made a 
profit of more than $100,000 a year. 

The assignment was made yesterday, 
without preferences, to Joseph C. Youenes, 
who is an uncle of Douglas Stanfield. The 
latter is only twenty-two years old, and his 
uncle came up here from New-Orleans about 
five years ago to look after the interests of 
his sister, Mrs. Stanfield, and her young 
son. Since then he has been what is known 
as the financial manager of the hotel. He 
had a good business reputation in New-Or- 
leans, where he held a responsible position 
for seventeen years. It was Mr. Youenes 
who began and supervised the investigation 
into the accounts of Wentworth, who stole 
about $30,000 from the Victoria in Novem- 
ber, 1898, and for which he is now serving 
a sentence in Sing Sing. © 

Coudert Brothers are the lawyers for As- 
signee Youenes, and are the men with whom 
all creditors will have to deal in settling up 
affairs. No formal statement was prepared 
for publication yesterday about the liabili- 
ties, but authoritative statements were 
made by those in control which warrant the 
assertion that they will not be less than 
$100,000. Almost the only assets are the 
furniture and fixtures of the property, 
which, while the assignee estimates them at 
$200,000, would probably not bring one- 
third of that sum at auction. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Youenes said that he thought there 
was sufficient property. to pay all of the 
creditors in full, except, perhaps, the entire 
amount of the large arrears in rent. 

The disposition on the part of the people 
connected with the hotel was to attribute 
the failure to ‘“‘hard times.’’ The experi- 
ences of other hotels in this city do not 
justify the excuse. There is no doubt that, 
in common with all other business interests, 
the hotel keepers have felt the effects of 
the recent business depression. But there

A prominent local hotel manager, who 
requested to have his name withheld be- 
cause he has designs for getting up a syn- 
dicate to secure control of the property if 
he can, said yesterday: 

“There is not a better location in this 
city for a magnificent hotel than the Vic- 
toria, at Broadway and  Twenty-seventh 
Street. It has ample room both on Broad- 
way and Fifth Avenue, and occupies the 
entire block on Twenty-seventh Street be- 
tween those thoroughfares. But it is out of 
date. It has been allowed to run to seed. 
Any manager with modern ideas, who is 
willing to spend $250,000 in improving it 
and making it what a hotel in that lo- 
cation and with that prestige really ought 


. to be, could make money.” 


There was some comment in 1890 when 
Mark M. Stanfield, who was eighty years 
old, died and left the bulk of his fortune, 
something like $800,000, to his grandson, 
Douglas. He practically ignored his three 
sons, Harry, George, and Hugh. Douglas 
Stanfield was a son of Harry. When the 
elder Stanfield died he had a partner of 
the name of H. L. Hoyt. The control of 
the hotel was left almost entirely in Mr. 
Hoyt’s hands until Douglas should grow 
up to take care of it. It was during the 
Hoyt régime that W. P. Wentworth, the 
cashier, defaulted, and ran away. He 
was brought back by extradition and sent 
to prison. It was found upon examination 
of the books that the hotel had usually 
about $2,000 in cash in the bank, but used 
to carry about $50,000 alleged’ cash in the 
till, mostly in worthless paper. . Nearly 
$13,000 of this sum, when Wentworth ran 
away, was in checks of a promoter named 
Montgomery, who used to live by the year 
in expensive apartments at the hotel, and 
who had access to the till whenever he 
chose. 

Soon after the discovery of the pecula- 
tions under Wentworth, Mr. Hoyt retired 
from the hotel, and young Douglas Stan- 
field took control, under the personal super- 
vision of his uncle, Mr. Youenes. Since that 
time Douglas Stanfield has exercised no 
supervision whatever over the management 
of the hotel, but he has had a royal good 
time, and expended his hospitality with a 
lavishness that befitted a young man who 
assumed that he had a large fortune at his 
back. His ‘‘ pink teas’’ were the delight 
of his friends, and his bachelor dinners 
made a large hole in the wine cellars. Now 
he has spent everything, and when a re- 
porter for The New-York Times tried to 
ascertain yesterday what he'was going to 
do in the future his uncle answered for 
him. 

‘Like a great many other young men 
who have never had to work for a living, 
and never had any responsibility,” he said, 
‘“* Douglas wus disposed to leave the man- 
agement of his business to others. Now 
that he is in difficulties he is equally dis- 
posed to let others do his thinking for him. 
I do not know what he intends to do in the 
future. and I do not believe that he has 
any idea himseif. He is a mere lad, you 
know.” 

Mr. Youenes said that five years ago the 
Victoria Hotel was making a profit of $100,- 
000 a year. About that time the Stevens 
estate raised the rent. The entire rental 
each year, including a small sum paid to 
the Ritchie estate for the annex building, is 
$110,000. Of this, $50,000 is sublet to stores, 
so that the rent young Stanfield had to 
pay was $60,000 a year. He is about $75,- 
000 in arrears. Most of this, if the assets 
do not meet it, will be a-loss to the Paran 
Stevens estate. Mrs. Stevens, who keeps 
strict supervision over her own property in- 
terests, has been very much annoyed at this, 
and two or three times lately she has called 
at the hotel to do some decidely vigorous 
talking about it. 

When the building was put up it was in- 
tended as an apartment house, but in 1872, 


soon after it was completed, it was decided 
to change it into a hotel. Mrs. Stevens 
thought it would be a good move to name 
it the Victoria, with a view to tickling the 
patriotism of the British traveler, It proved 
to be a wise suggestion. For a long time 
the hotel was particularly popular with 
eminent people. President Cleveland almost 
invariably made it his headquarters when 
in town. He and Mrs. Cleveland lived there 
for a long time after the close of his first 
term in the White House. The house has 
always been an attraction for people from 
the South American republics. 

Aside from the arrears in-rent the assignee 
did not think that the debts of the hotel to 
tradesmen and others would amount to 
much more than $20,000. The announce- 
ment of the assignment could scarcely have 
surprised these tradesmen, for it has long 
been known among them that the hotel was 
in difficulties; yet they acted as though it 
surprised them. They kept running in all 
the afternoon, pelting the assignee with 
legal notices. Some of them were disposed 
to accept the situation cheerfully, and oth- 
ers were indignant. They said that they 
supposed that Douglas Stanfield had ample 
‘resources, whether the hotel was run at a 
loss or not. 

The hotel buildings are tangled up in the 
litigation that grew out of the Stevens es- 
tate. Two of the trustees are in Massachu- 
setts. It was impossible to find out, yester- 
day, what would be done with it. No one 
seemed to know at the offices of the estate 
in Broadway. One rumor was that the 
trustees were inclined to look with favor 
upon the proposition from a firm (whose 
name could not be learned) to reconstruct 
the building and lease it to a large dry 
goods house. Severel hotel men said that 
they hoped this would not be done. They 
believed that if the estate would spend 
enough money to modernize the building, 
more rent than Stanfield has been paying 
for it could easily be obtained. Another ru- 
mor was that the proprietors of another 
hotel, a little further up Broadway, had al- 
ready to come to the front with a liberal 
proposition suggesting these conditions. 


MRS. WALL ASKS FOR A RECEIVER 


‘The National Syndicate Involved—Her Al- 
leged Firm Absorbed by Cordage Com- 
pany—Charges Conspiracy to Defraud. 


Light was thrown yesterday on the notice 
issued Tuesday by the William Wall’s Rope 
Company, that it would sever its connection 
with the United States Cordage Company 
and resume its independent business April 1. 

Eliza A. Wall brought suit in the Supreme 
Court for a receiver for the National Syndi- 
cate. This high sounding title seems to 
have been appropriated by the promoters 
of the Cordage Trust. James M. Waterbury, 
Chauncey Marshall, Frank T. Wall, and 
Edwin R. Brinckerhoff, as Trustees, the 
National Cerdage Company, Receivers E. F. 
C. Young and G. Weaver Loper, and the 
several companies included in the trust are 
made defendants in the suit. 

Mrs. Wall alleges that she was a member 
of the firm of William Wall’s Sons, whose 
property was sold to the National Cordage 
Company for $945,900. Deeds were not de- 
livered at the time agreed because of some 
legal complications, but there was a con- 
veyance of some kind, it is alleged, when 
Mrs. Wall began to assert her rights two 
years ago. She has not been able to get 
any money from the sale, if any was paid, 
nor did she receive any of the 4,000 shares 
of preferre@ stock, which she heard was to 
be part payment, if it was passed oyer for 
this purpose. She charges conspiracy to de- 
fraud her. 

An expert, who traced the transaction for 
her, reported that the stock was never paid 
to the firm, but.that through Frank T. 
Wall, Mrs. Wall’s son and partner, it was 
diverted to the syndicate for which she now 
asks a receiver. The business of the syndl- 
cate, so far as she could learn, was to 
gamble in stocks rather than to-make rope. 
Her expert found, under date of Feb. 8, 
1892, in the credit account of William Wall’s 
Sons with the syndicate, an item, ‘‘ balance 
due on Wall property, $528,000, interest, 
$42,902.15."" These sums were due from the 
National Cordage Company. 

Mrs.“ Wall knew nothing of the syndicate. 
She alleges her belief that through the 
wrongful acts of her son, the shares of 
stock belonging to the company were thrown 
into ‘‘a stock gambling concern.”’ Knowing 
nothing of the syndicate or its operations, 
she was not prepared for the disclosure that 
there were claims against her firm by James 
R. Keene for $350,000, and by Henry Allen 
for $200,000. 

William B. Hornblower, for the syndicate, 
urged. that Mrs. Wall’s rights must be 
limited by the assets she might have in the 
syndicate. Those assets must be traced. The 
wrongful act of one of her partners ought 
not to subject to a receivership all proper- 
ties and interests put into the enterprise. 
He held that she could only demand an ac- 
courting and ask for an order to have her 
share paid over to her. Judge Beekman 
reserved his decision. 


THE MONTEREY ORDERED ON A CRUISE 


Will Proceed Along the Coast as Far 
South as Callao, 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The coast de- 
fense vessel Monterey, which arrived at 
San Francisco yesterday, after several 
months spent in testing Puget Sound coal, 
has been ordered to cruise along the coast 
of South and Central America, continuing 
on the Pacific station. 

It is expected that she will leave San 
Francisco in about ten days, and proceed by 
easy stages as far as Callao, which port she 
will probably reach in about two months. 
It is explained at the Navy Department 
that there is no significance to be attached 
to the Monterey’s cruise other than indicat- 
ed by the policy of the department of 
keeping ships away from the navy yards, 
where they are most expensive. 

The Monterey’s first stop will be at San 
Diego, Cal. She will then touch at Aca- 
pulco, at San Salvador, and at Buenaven- 
tura, and thence proceed to Callao. 


Will Approve Jastice Deuel’s Bill. 


Mayor Strong gave a public hearing yes- 
terday on a bill prepared by Police Justice 
Deuel, which gives the Police Justices the 
authority to dispose of all cases of arrest 
for violation of city ordinances without 
sending the cases to Special Sessions. 

No. one appeared in opposition to the 
bill. Justice Deuel said the injustice of 
the present system was made apparent to 
him recently. Four Greek push-cart peddlers 
were arrested for remaining too long in the 
same place. They were held for trial, and 
that evening a bondsman came to his house 
and offered bail which could not be ac- 
cepted. The men had to stay one day in 
jail and the policeman had to devote an- 


other day to the case, and when the men 
were brought up in Special Sessions they 
were fined $3, which could just as well have 
been done in the first place. The Mayor 
will approve the bill. 


School Girl Murdered, 


FEDERALSBURG, Md., March 27.—The 
fourteen-year-old daughter of Jacob Dean, 
who lives near Harmony, Caroline County, 
was assaulted and then murdered while on 
the way to school yesterday morning. A 
search was made all last night for a tramp

INDIGNATION IN BROOKLYN | 


Two Shocking Deaths Caused by Trol- 
ley Cars in Two Days. 


COMPANIES FAIL TO DO THEIR DUTY 


Unless a Change Be Made Soon Mayor 
Schieren Wili Ask the Grand 
Jury to Indict Officials— 

Two Children Hurt.

The terrible killing of Mrs. 
Medinger in Court Street, Brooklyn, 
Tuesday night, following so closely upon 
the killing of little Frederick Conright, in 
Fulton Street, on Monday night, has aroused 
widespread: indignation in Brooklyn. 

Mayor Schieren said yesterday: 

“The accident last night is another il- 
lustration that railroad companies are not 
doing their duty in connection with placing 
appliances on their cars to save life. I feel 
sure that if that car had been provided 
with a fender such as I have frequently 


stated I saw in Baltimore, the woman’s 
life might have been spared. 

“The fenders on the cars in Brooklyn 
are of absolutely no use. The cars of the 
Brooklyn City system are heavy and badly 
mounted, and rock much on that account; 
so that it is necessary to have the fender 
right before the wheels. I noticed that the 
cars in Philadelphia ran much more smooth- 
ly and were better mounted. They had no 
rocking motion. In fact, they were a great 
improvement on our Brooklyn cars, with the 
exception of those on one of our lines.” 

Mayor Schieren said a few days ago that 
he would cause the arrest of the railroad 
Presidents unless the accidents ceased. 

“When I made that statement, I thought 
we could arrest the Presidents,” said May- 
or Schieren yesterday. ‘‘ Upon examining the 
law we found that we could not do so; all 
that we could do would be to apply to the 
proper authorities for the forfeiture of the 
charters of the company for running the 
cars in excess of the legal limit of speed. 
The Presidents said that they had given 
orders, and if the cars were run in excess 
of the limit, the motormen were responsible. 

‘“‘T have determined that unless a change 
be made very soon, I shall apply to the 
Grand Jury for the*indictment of the offi- 
cials of the companies, for they must be 
cognizant of the fact that their men are 
violating the law. We have notified them 
every time where we have found that the 
limit has been exceeded. 

“Tt is absolutely necessary to put an 
end to the recklessness with which the cars 
are run. This morning Mr. Franklin, our 
Inspector, reported twelve cars which were 
run in excess of the limit, and I have given 
orders to the Law Department to apply 
for warrants for the arrest of seven motor- 
men in cases where we have indisputable 
evidence against them. They are, all of 
them, employed on the Broadway line.” 

Mayor Schieran then referred to the or- 
dinance adopted by the Aldermen on Mon- 
day evening, in which the speed of the 
trolley cars is limited to eight miles an 
hour. 

“I shall approve it,’ he said. ‘‘As to 
the questions of validity raised in respect 
to it, I consulted Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Greenwood and he said that the or- 
dinance was all right so far as its validity 
was concerned. Its provisions as to licenses 
are of no effect. Legislation will be re- 
quired to enable the board to provide for 
licensing the cars as proposed. It will now 
be necessary for the board to pass an or- 
dinance to provide fenders and other safe- 
guards on the cars in order to stop these 
frightful accidents. 

“Even if the victim of last night did not 
see a car coming the other way, if the car 
had had a proper fender she might have been 
injured, but not fatally. It was shown 
in Baltimore in several instances that per- 
sons who were caught by cars were only 
bruised, not even badly injured. They 
have not had one fatal case since they 
adopted the appliances now in use there.” 

It was a car operated by the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company that killed Mrs. 
Medinger. W. A. H. Bogardus, Secretary 
of that company, said yesterday: 

“It was a terrible accident last night, 
but of course it was not the fault of the 
railroad company. It was perfectly plain 
that the woman stepped around back of 
the car and directly in the way of the car 
coming in the opposite direction. If it had 
been a horse car or a truck, or anything 
moving at a fair rate of speed, she would 
have been knocked down and run over just 
the same. 

“The railroad company is more anxious 
than any one else that something be done 
to stop the great number of accidents. The 
actual expense to us is enormous, and the 
cost in the public feeling which it arouses 
is greater. We have now the best fender 
that there is in use. It is the one which 
the Boston trolley cars adopted after many 
years’ more experience than we have had. 

“It is used in Rochester and in several 
other towns. They do not come anywhere 
near killing or injuring the number of per- 
sons that we do here. 

‘“‘I cannot understand why it is that we 
run into so many persons, If our cars chased 
persons up side streets and into their houses 
it does not seem to me that we could catch 
more of them. I can see no other reason 
for it than that the public generally is 
more careless in this city than elsewhere, 
for our cars do not run any faster, and the 
men we have to run them come from cities 
like Boston, Rochester, and Philadelphia, 
where accidents are fewer in number.”’ 

There were two other accidents in Brook- 
lyn yesterday. Children on their way to 
school were the victims. Eddie Walsh, five 
years old, of 1,082 Broadway, and Lizzie 
McVey, five years old, of 1,082 Broadway, 
had occasion to cross Broadway at De Kalb 
Avenue.

INSPECTORS AND POLL CLERKS INDICTED 


Charged with Violating Election 
Laws in Mount Vernon. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March, 27.—The 
Westchester County Grand Jury, ‘this morn- 
ing presented indictments to Justice J. 
O. Dykman, presiding at a Court of Oyer 
and Terminer in the Court. House. 

The important ones are against the In- 
spectors of Election and poll clerks) who 
acted in certain districts at the city - elec- 
tion in Mount Vernon on election day, May 
15, 1894, and who had been charged with 
violating the election laws. 

The jury indicts William H. Devermann, 
an Inspector, for failure to receive and file 
the packages of stubs and unused ballots 
and statements from the ballot clerks, and 
the certified statement of canvass which 
was made on the night of election and 
signed by the three Inspectors. Also for 
making false. statements and filing the 
same. Also for perjury in the Theodore 
Stevenson and Edwin W. Fiske cases. 

Henry J. Hoffman, Inspector, is indicted 
for making a false statement and filing the, 
same, and for perjury in the Stevenson and 
Fiske cases. 

John Wagner, poll clerk, is indicted for 
perjury in the Stevenson and Fiske cases, 
and Eugene Gillen, another poll clerk, for 
perjury in the Fiske case. 

The Grand Jury also made a present- 
ment to the court that in this'Mount Ver- 
non election the Inspectors and clerks in 
two districts violated the law in receiving 
five paster ballots on which the pasters had 
been so put that they were on the. outside 
of the ballot, so that they could be read 
and seen by any one, and in two cases par- 
tially covered the official indorsements, the 
whole tending to destroy the secrecy of the 
ballot as contemplated by the, election law. 
Also, that when, in seweral cases, a man 
destroyed his ballots and was given a 
new set, his first number and name were 
not crossed off, but the lists show that 
the-same man received two or three sets 
of’ ballots, and apparently; voted three times 
as far as anything to the contrary appears 
on the face of the,returns. 

The presentment also shows that, while 
there were only two boxes for ballots—one 
for city officers and the other for school 
appropsiations—there were no columns on 
the poll lists to show what the voters voted. 

While these matters were being consid- 
ered by the Grand Jury, the people were 
represented not by the District Attorney, 
but by Lawyers R. E. Prime of Yonkers, 
a Democrat, and: Charles H. Young of New-_ 
Rochelle, a Republican, who had been ap- 
Rointed as Deputy Attorney Generals by 
Attorney General Hancock, to prosecute 
these cases and relieve them of any par- 
tisan: color. 

The indicted persons are out on bail 
pendjng their trials.

Messrs. Norton and Quinn Did No 
Violate the Law. 


LOOSELY DRAWN LAW, SAYS THE JUDGE 


It Seemed to the Court that Standing 
Time Was Part of Working 


Hours—Old Contract Was 
& 
in Existence Jan. 12. 


President Benjamin Norton and Supere 
intendent Daniel J. Quinn of the Atlantic 
Avenue Railroad Company, Brooklyn, who 
were indicted by the Grand Jury for vio- 
lating the ten-hour labor law, and who 


have been on trial for three days, were 
acquitted yesterday by a jury in the Kings 
County Court of Sessions, before Judge 
Moore. 

The examination of witnesses was con- 
cluded on Tuesday, and the counsel semmed 
up yesterday. Col. A. E. Lamb, for the 
defendants, in his address, claimed that 
the men were not ‘compelled to work over- 
time, for, when they obtained positions, 
they knew what they would be expected 
to do. He said that, as a matter of fact, 
their working time was not more than ten 
hours a day. 

Ex-Judge Samuel) D. Morris said that tha 
company did not compel its employes toa 
violate any law, but rather desired them ta 
obey the law in every respect. 

Assistant District Attorney Maguire said 
that the counsel for the defendants took 
it for grahted that there was no question 
of fact to be determined. He declared that 
on Jan. 1 last, there was no contract ex- 
isting between the men and the company 
and that, if the men had refused to work, 
they would have been discharged, 

Judge Moore, ; in his charge to the juryy 
Said the case was one that excited un- 
usual interest because of the recent 
strike, but the,.strike was not to be con- 
sidered by the, jury, as it was entirely for- 
eign to the present case. Continuing, he 
said: 

“You arerto say whether the defendants 
are guilty or innocent of the crime charged 
in the indictment. If any reasonable doubt 
exists in your minds as to the guilt or in- 
nocence of the defendants you must give 
them thesbenefit;of the doubt. You are not 
called to,pass upon any point of law. The 
court will do that. 

“Yow are to-pass upon a question of fact, 
and having sospassed, you can say whether 
the defendants are. guilty or not guilty. The 
law says that not more than ten hours” 
labor shouldjbe exacted from employes, but 
it does not say that employes shall not 
work more than ten hours in twelve if 
they: so desire. The question.for you to de- 
termine, therefore, is this: Did the de- 
fendantsycompel Jeremiah Desmond>to work 
more than ten hours in twelve? 

€ It seems to the court that standing 
timeyis part of the working hours. Des- 

.did work, standing time:included\more 
tham ten hours, and if that were the only 
peint involved decision would be easy. 

“ But was there exaction of more than 


tten hours’ work? Continuance to.work by, 


agreement:cannotybe considered as:exaction. 
Men have a right to make any agreement 
or contract with employers should they se@ 
fit, and if in your opinion Dsmond was 
working for the company in accordance 
with the terms of an agreement betweem 
it and him, then»there can be. no conviction, 

“It is held the contract between the 
company and its men expired on the first 
of the year, and that on Jan. 12 no-comtract 
existed. The court holds that the:old, con- 
tract was in existence on Jan. 12, no new 
one having been made between that time 
and that date that the old one ordinarily, | 
would have come to an end.” 

Judge Moore said that the law was very, 
loosely drawn, and that its object. to bene 
fit the! laboring man. had not beem success- 
ful. 

The jury retired at 2:30 o’clock-and re 
turned with their verdict at 3:12.

Plan Under Consideration to Adopt the 
System in This City—What Post- 
master Dayton Says. 


It is probable that within a short time the 
proposed system of street-car mail service 
will be introduced in this city. 

The plan for adopting cable and elevated 
railroad facilities for the conveyance of 
mails in all large cities throughout the 
country was one of Mr. Wanamaker’s pet 
schemes when he was Postmaster General. 

Negotiations are now pending between 
the Post Office Department in Washington 
and the officers ot the Metropolitan and 
Third Avenue Traction Companies for the 
establishment of a local mail service. 

The negotiations are the result of a visit 
of Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Neilson to this city last week. Mr. Neilson 
visited all the street railway companies and 
e@amined the cars and the probable plan 
of service. The system is already in opera- 
tion in Brooklyn and St. Louis. Chicago 
and Philadelphia wil' use it as soon as 
suitable cars can be built. 

Postmaster Dayton of this city is very 
much in favor of the plan proposed by Mr. 
Neilson. ‘‘ We hope to be able to introduce 
the system in this city in a short time,” 
said Mr. Dayton yesterday. ‘The new 
system will supersede the horse and wagon 
service, which is not quite satisfactory, 
and will relieve the pressure of work at 
headquarters. We hope to see the Broad- 
way and Third Avenue cable lines build 
special cars in a short time, and when 
this is done, the mails can be distributed 
throughout the city with much more ce- 
lerity than at present. 

“The mail cars will, of course, have the 
right of way over all other vehicles, and 
the only drawback to this would be a 
block on the road. Delays would undoubted- 
ly occur on account of the cars being 
stalled, but in such cases the wagon de- 
livery, which will not be entirely abolished, 
could be employed. 

“With the street-car mail service sys- 
tem in working order, it would be-possible 
to make many more deliveries of mail in 
a day than can be made under the present 
system.”

Says He Was in a Saloon and Prevented 


an Ar:est—George Gould's Butler 
as a Witness. 


Commissioner Kerwin conducted the trials 
of delinquent policemen at headquarters yes- 
terday, considering among other cases those 
of Roundsman Orin H. Sims of the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station, and Patrolman 
Jacob'M, Young of the East Sixty-seventh 
Street squad.

His 
testimony was corroborated by the butler.

for Better Service in. Twenty-third 
Street and Sixth Avenue. 


The Metropolitan’ Traction Company is 
soon to extend its cables system to the 
Sixth Avenue and Twenty-third Street lines 
that are under its control. This is another 
important step in carrying out the Metro- 
politan Traction Company’s plan of adopt- 
ing for all its lines the most aproved meth- 
ods for transportation. 

The company has for some time been ob- 
taining the consent of the property owners 
for substituting cable cars for the horse 
cars that are now in use in Sixth Avenue 
and Twenty-third Street. It is expected 
that the Twenty-third Street cable road will 
be built the present year. 

John D. Crimmins said last evening: ‘It 
is true that the Metropolitan Traction Com- 
pany is soon to extend its cable system to 
Sixth Avenue and Twenty-third Street. We 
have already obtained the consent of a 
very large number of property owners. It 
is necessary, in fact, to obtain but one 
more consent, so far .as Twenty-third 
Street is concerned. The property owners 
along Sixth Avenue have also expressed 
great interest in having the horse cars 
abandoned for the cable system, and it is 
only a question of a little time when we 
shall also have the consent of a necessary 
number of persons to enable us to carry 
out our plans in Sixth Avenue. 

‘The principal thing that causes delay 
is that the project has to be explained to a 
good many persons. As soon as they under- 
stand it, they are heartily in favor of the 
cable road. A great deal of the property is 
owned by estates, and the fact that certain 
technicalities arise from this cause 
also retards the work of gaining the proper 
consents. However, the work is about fin- 
ished now.” 

According to the plans of the Metropolitan 
Traction Company, one line of cars will 
follow the present line of the Sixth Avenue 
surface road. Connections will be made 
by Third and Fourth Streets, and Wooster 
Street, with South Fifth Avenue, and some 
of the Sixth Avenue cars will continue on 
down town by this route, coming on the 
main line again at West Broadway. This 
will prove of great advantage to persons 
wishing to reach a part of the city east of 
the section now traversed by the Sixth 
Avenue surface line. . 

The power house in Sixth Avenue, be- 
tween Fiftieth and Fifty-first Streets, that 
is used for the Broadway ‘cables, will also 
be used as a power house for-the pro- 
posed Sixth Avenue cable line, and ar- 
rangements are being made for increasing 
the facilities of the plant. 

The car stables, at Forty-third and Forty- 
fourth Streets and Sixth Avenue, are to be 
torn down about June 1. A portion of the 
site has been sold to the Bar Association 
for a building site. , 

The Metropolitan Traction Company is 
also going to renew its efforts to get a 
cable road in Fifth Avenue, below Twenty- 
third Street, and it is about to ask the 
Legislature to remove the bar against lay- 
ing tracks in that part of Fifth Avenue. 

Plans are also on foot to lay tracks along 
the newly-widened College Place to Fulton 
and Dey Streets, running one track in each 
of the two last-named streets to Church 
Street, and thence continuing the double 
tracks along Church Street to Battery 
Place, and thence along the line of the 
elevated railroad to the ferries. 


THE RAM KATAHDIN SHOWS HIGH SPEED 


Makes Almost Eighteen Knots Under 
Natural Draught, 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The ram Ka- 
tahdin developed remarkable speed at the 
contractors’ trial, near Bath, Me., yester- 
day, running repeatedly over a measured 
mile at the rate of 17.82 knots per hour, 
The following telegram regarding the per- 
formance was received at the Navy Depart- 
ment this morning from Chief Engineer 
Entwistle, who represents the Government 
in charge of the vessel: 

** Katahdin’s average time to-day for four 
runs over a measured mile was 8 minutes 
22 seconds; steam pressure, 155 pounds; rev- 
olutions, 142; vacuum, 26; horse power, 
8,935, natural draught.”’ 

As the contract for this vessel requires a 
maximum horse power of 4,800 under forced 
draught and a speed of 17 knots, the runs 
yesterday surpassed expectations, the requi- 
site speed peing exceeded under natural 
draught. It is not known, however, wheth- 
er the ram was loaded to her normal dis- 
placement, but presumably she was a little 
light. No doubt, however, is expressed that 


she will make at least 18 knots on the offi- 
cial trial, which will take place in Long 
Island Sound next month. 

Admiral Ammen, the designer of the ves- 
sel, is highly gratified with the result.

Expert’s Report on the Equitable Mut- 
ual Fire Insurance Corporation. 


MR. SHAYNE BOUND TO INVESTIGATE 


Directors Ready to Raise Money for 
Reorganization if Authorities 
Will Permit — President 
Knox in. the South. 


The Equitable Mutual Fire Insurance Cor- 
poration, of which Edward M. Knox, the 
well-known hatter, is President, and James 
R. Skinner & Co. are the managers, has 
come to grief. Selden R. Hopkins, an expert 
accountant, who was employed to examine 
the books and papers of the concern, says 
in his report: 


I am fully satisfied from what I have 
been able to learn concerning the organiza- 
tion of ‘the company and the reports made 
for publication that the grossest deception 
has been perpetrated upon the Board of 
Directors as well as upon the public and 
the Insurance Department. 


This is the company of which John A. 
Nichols, who was at one time President of 


the concern, said, after he left it, several 
months ago: 

I had reason to believe the management 
was not what it ought to be. It was im- 
possible to secure an examination of the 
company by an eres expert, and, after 
a month’s effort, I gave it up and simply 
abandoned the field. 

Mr. E. M. Knox, however, accepted the 
post which Mr. Nichols had resigned. Several 
well-known business men were induced to 
become interested in the concern by false 
representations as to the solvency and sta- 
bility of the company. One of these men 
was C. C. Shayne, the well-known furrier, 
who was made a Director. 

Mr. Shayne had not been in office very 
long when he became satisfied of the neces- 
sity of a full and impartial investigation of 
the affairs of the company. He was ener- 
getic and persistent in his fight for an ex- 
amination by an expert, and he finally suc- 
ceeded in inducing the Executive Commit- 
tee to empower him to employ an expert 
accountant for this purpose. The employ- 
ment of Selden R. Hopkins was the result. 

While Mr. Shayne was pressing the in- 
vestigation, President Knox left the city 
for the South, where he still remains. Mr. 
Knox said he was compelled to absent him- 
self from the city for the purpose of tak- 
ing his sick wife to a more genial cli- 
mate. At his hat store yesterday one of 
the clerks told a reporter for The New- 
York Times that Mr. Knox was compelled 
to leave the city to avoid the cold of the 
month of March, He is said to have favored 
the investigation. 

Notwithstanding his absence, the investi- 
gation was pressed by Mr. Shayne, and an 
exhaustive examination was made by Ex- 
pert Hopkins. His report fully shows the 
nature of the concern. Mr. Shayne, through 
the absence of Hatter Knox, was practical- 
ly left alone to make the fight. 

The company was organized April 7, 1894. 
Its managers are James R. Skinner & Co. 
The officers of the company, when organ- 
ized, were John A, Nichols, President; A. 
H. Walton, Secretary, and Samuel L. Dob- 
pins, Vice President and Treasurer. On the 
resignation of Mr. Nichols, several months 
ago, E. M. Knox was elected President. 

In the preliminary report made by the 
expert’ accountant, he says: 

The records and data of the corporation 
upon. their face show that the company 
commenced business with a _ capital of 
$200,000, $40,000 in cash and $160,000 in cap- 
ital stock notes. My investigatiow shows 
this statement to be incorrect. The larger 
part of the $40,000 appearing upon the 
books to be cash consisted of personal 
drafts made or signed by members of the 
corporation, and in lieu of the $100 each 
required by the by-laws to be paid in cash 
by the members of the corporation, per- 
sonal drafts had been substituted, and these 
had been deposited as collateral security 
upon a demand loan; that instead of having 
$40,000 in cash, according to the provisions 
of the by-laws and in conformity with the 
law under which the corporation was or- 
ganized, there was but $6,100 in cash and 
$33,900 in personal drafts. The bank ac- 
count. of the corporation was originally 
opened in the Tradesmen’s National Bank, 
on March 20, 1894, with a deposit of $40,000, 
of which, under the terms of an agreement 
with the bank, no part of the $33, repre- 
sented by personal drafts should be drawn 
against. 

On the 6th of August last a check for 
$12,500, signed by A. H. Walton, Secretary, 
and S. L. Dobbins, Vice President and Treas- 
urer, payable to the order of J. R. Skinner 
& Co., Managers, was drawn on the Trades- 
men’s National Bank, for the purpose of 
taking up 125 of the personal drafts held 
by the bank, the face value of each being 
$100. This payment purported to be for 
the return premiums on 125 policies of sub- 
scribers, but was, in effect, the withdrawal 
of $12,500 of the $40,000 cash presumed to 
have been paid in by the _ stockholders. 
There appears no evidence to show that the 
company received any benefit whatever 
from this transaction. This was evidently 
an impairment of the capital of the com- 
‘pany. 
drawn out in the same manner. 

The accountant also finds that “if the 
entries in the stock ledger are correct, and 
the corresponding entry in the cashbook 
acknowledging the receipt by the Treasurer 
of $40,000 in cash is correct, then there is a 
deficiency in the accounts of the Treasurer 
of $33,900, which is unexplained and unac- 
counted for.’’ 

In response to the questions of the Exec- 
utive Committee as to what steps were 
necessary to place the company on a sound 
financial basis, Mr. Hopkins recommended: 

First—Members’ personal drafts, purport- 
ing to represent $21,400 should be converted 
into actual cash. 

Second—The $12,500 withdrawn Aug. 6 
should be returned and deposited to the 
credit of the company. 

Third—An assessment should be made on 
the capital stock notes for an amount large 
enough to effect the reinsurance of all pol- 
icies in effect at this time. 

The final report of the accountant was 
handed to the Executive Committee Tues- 
day. From this report it appears that the 
amount of risks written from the organiza- 
tion of the company until March 13 aggre- 
gated $13,364,533.77, upon which the pre- 
miums amounted to $184,729.79. The can- 
celed risks amounted to $4,385,177.81, on 
which there were premiums written amount- 
ing to $59,935.27. On the risks written re- 
insurance was effected amounting to $1,- 
516,689.33, for premiums of $14,777.93. The 
actual amount of business done by the 
company exclusive of cancelations and re- 
insurances was $7,462,666.63, on which the 
premiums aggregated $110,016.59. 

A large number of the canceled policies 
purport to have been written on Chicago 
business, but the policies were never de- 
livered or even offered to the persons for 
whom they were said to have been writ- 
ten. The purpose of the underwriters in 
this transaction, says the accountant, was 
to pad or fictitiously increase the, apparent 
amount of business done, and to make a 
deceptive report to the Insurance Depart- 
ment. Continuing, the accountant reports: 

Among the items I find recorded in 
Messrs. J. R. Skinner & Co.’s cash ac- 
count are a number pertaining to the collec- 
tion by them of payments made by the 
original policy holders or inco: rators of 
the company, amounting to $8,598.76. Of 
this amount I have been shown vouchers 
for the transfer to the company of 500, 
leaving an unexplained deficit of 76. 
The fact is, that the only evidence that this 
money has been paid or collected in this 
manner is found in Messrs. Skinner 
Co.’s cash book. My examination of the 
account of J. R. Skinner & Co. also re- 
veals the fact that of the $23,450 in. Gov- 
ernment bonds, purporting to be amon 
the assets of the company on March 31, 
1894, $10,552 at market value of these bonds 
were borrowed from, and have since been 
returned to Blliot L. Butler. 

In my examination of the records made 
of policies issued to the original subscrib- 
ers constituting, the membership of the 
co tion, I find what I believe to be 
evinences of the ossest deception and 
lack of equity in dealing with the mem- 
bers of the corporation. 

The assets of the corporation as re- 


The entire capital might have been’ 


Dec, 3, 1894, amounted to Ace 
countant Hopkins reports that, at the date 
of his report, March 22, the actual assets 
were $7,390, showing a shrinkage of $49,- 
839.79, of which $81,206 has been made 
without the receipt of an equivalent by the 
company. 

According to Mr. Hopkins, this shrinkage 
has been brought about as follows; 


First—By the return of the Government 
bonds to the person from whom they were 
borrowed, amounting to $10,552. 

Second—By the surrender of the capital 
stock drafts held by the American Ex- 
apenas National Bank, amounting to $21,- 


Third—By the discrepancy in the Trades- 
men’s National Bank account, in which 
there was really’ no money to the credit 
of the company at the time the repert was 
made, but stated in it to be $5,129.87. 

Fourth—By the disappearance of cash in 
office, which, according to the records, I 
found was not in existence at all at the 
time the report was made, and stated in 
that report to be $1,125. 


Since the making of the report Messrs, 
Skinner & Co. have paid over $1,000 on ac- 
count of permiums collected. A statement 
made up from reports furnished to the ac- 


countant by Messrs. Skinner & Co. shows 
that the firm’s indebtedness to the company 
up to March 1 was $25,567.55. 

Mr. C. C, Shayne, in an interview with 
a reporter for The New-York Times yes- 
terday, made the following statement: 

I went into the Equitable Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company in perfect good faith. 
The organizers of the company assured me 
that everything was all right, and every 
transaction strictly in conformity with the 
law; that the notes were all bona fide. They 
not only said that the $40,000 had been 
paid in, but showed me the bank book, 
showing a credit of that amount, and I was 
also informed that the bank had given a 
certificate to the State authorities that the 
company had made a deposit of that amount 
in cash, I believed in the principle of co- 
operative, or mutual, insurance, and fully 
believed that the law had been scrupulous- 
ly complied with. 

I attended only two meetings—one when 
I was elected a Director, March 31, 1894, 
after the company was organized, and an- 
Other one in April, before I went to Eu- 
rope. I received no notice whatever to at- 
tend a meeting of the Board of Directors 
until the annual meeting, on Jan. 15, 1895. 
I was very much pleased with the Treas- 
urer’s report. He stated that we had, in 
United States Government bonds, over $23, - 
000; cash in the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank of over $27,000, and in the 
Tradesmen’s National Bank of over $5,000; 
in the office over $1,100, and, in addition 
to that, over $33,000 of premiums in the 
course of collection, which, added to the 
$160,000 of notes approved by the Insur- 
ance Department, made the total assets 
over $250,000, with a total liability of about 
$$68,000, which gives a surplus, according 
to the statement, of over $182,000. 

I made the remark at the time that the in- 
surance business was very profitable, and 
was so much pleased with the management 
of the affairs that when it came to the 
nomination of officers I renominated the old 
Treasurer; some other gentleman also re- 
nominated the Secretary. After the officers 
were elected, I rose and made a short talk, 
and, among other things, said that I had 
suffered loss in corporations by the neglect 
of the Directors, and that I did not want 
any one to suffer loss in this corporation by 
my negiect. I said that honest men had 
no reason to fear an examination, and if 
there were any dishonest men connected with 
the organization the Directors ought. to 
know it, and I moved that an Auditing Com- 
mittee of three be appointed to examine the 
books of the company. The Treasurer in- 
formed me that the Executive Committee 
audited the books. Mr. Butter and myself 
were elected members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, with the President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. A short meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee was held after the adjourn- 
ment of the Board of Directors. 

At the next meeting of the board I sug- 
gested that the Executive Committee pro- 
ceed to make arrangements to examine the 
accounts and books of the company, and 
requested Mr. Dobbin to make the motion 
that an expert accountant be employed for 
the purpose of examining the books. My 
reason for asking the Treasurer to offer the 
motion was that I desired to have the mo- 
tion adopted unanimously. He offered the 
motion; it was seconded, and finally adopted. 
I was selected to engage the expert ac- 
countant. Mr. Seldon R. Hopkins was high- 
ly recommended to me by Presidents of 
banks and others, as a thoroughly reliable 
man, and being satisfied that he was com- 
petent I engaged him, 

Mr. J. I. Covington (an old insurance man 
of the highest repute) and myself were in- 
structed to supervise the examination. I 
took the position that every feature of the 
organization and all affairs of the business 
must be thoroughly examined into. Rumors 
were being circulated that some things were 
being done that would not bear investiga- 
tion. I was determined that if these rumors 
were true the facts must be brought to 
light, the Board of Directors informed, the 
public advised, and the guilty persons, if 
there were any, adequately punished. We 
knew that the Board of Directors and pub- 
lic would have perfect confidence in Mr. 
Seldon R. Hopkins’s report. If he found 
and reported everything regular and legiti- 
mate and the company in good financial 
condition, it would explode every unfavor- 
able rumor and add largely to the con- 
fidence the public had in the company. 

On the other hand, if his findings were 
unfavorable, we would know that they 
were so warranted by the facts, and not 
Pecanse of any personal feelings or preju- 

ce, 

My point was that everything must be 
brought to light and the public have full 
and correct information. Upon this I have 
insisted from the very outset, and I still 
hold the same views. If the thing were 
not all straight and every transaction ac- 
cording to a strict construction of the law 
I felt it my duty, as a citizen, to expose the 
deception, and see that justice was done. 
My name appears on the policies issued 
by the company, and many friends have 
taken insurance because of my connection 
with the company. 

Mr. Hopkins’s report came as a thunder- 
bolt to me, and I believe to every other 
member of the board, except those directly 
connected with the transactions. We had 
previously known nothing of the deals 
with the banks, and supposed that every 
draft had been paid, as was my own draft 
after I received my policy. Of course, I 
knew it would take some little time after 
the drafts were placed with the banks to 
collect them, but I believed they were all 
gale within thirty or sixty days after being 

eposited in the bank. We believed the 
company had been regularly organized and 
had done a conservative and profitable 
business, and, as already stated, we were 
very much pleased with the annual report. 

We did not know when we commenced 
the examination of the company that over 
$21,000 of the bank account was fictitious 
and bonds borrowed. 

Now, as to the details of the affairs, I do 
not wish to speak. You may be sure, 
though, that the company will be put on 
a sound basis, and will own every dollar 
that it claims before any further business 
is done, if it can according to law. If the 
full intent and spirit of the law cannot be 
complied with, the company will be closed 
up and its outstanding policies reinsured. 
From now on every transaction will be as 
legal and honorable as I supposed it had 
been from the beginning. 


When asked what steps would be taken 
aganst those responsible for the fraud, Mr. 
Shayne said: 


I do not wish to say anything about crim- 
inal prosecution until legal opinion has been 
expressed upon the points involved. I have 
no desire to prosecute any one; I have no 
personal feeling against any one connected 
with the company. I am simply performing 
an unpleasant duty. I say “ unpleasant” 
because it is not a pleasant thing to dis- 
cover men in whom you had confidence 
doing dishonorable things; but I think that 
men who will deliberately deceive business 
men and get the use of their names for 
their own selfish ends ought to be punished. 
Of course, that will be for the authorities 
to pass on. 

I think that the insurance law is very de- 
fective. No law ought to be in existence in 
the State that will permit companies to be 
organized in such a loose manner, and I 
hope that the Legislature will take hold of 
this matter and pass laws which will pre- 
vent parties from organizing insurance com- 
panies on any other than a strict cash basis. 
If a company commences to do business it 
ought to have the capital paid in, unless in- 


dividuals are liable, as is the case with the/ 


Lloyds. 

To show the a faith of the Directors, 
at a meeting which was held yesterday they 
virtually pledged themselves to raise 
$31,500, if it were a under the 
law, that is, if the Insurance Department 
and Attorney General of the State decide 
that itis legal. In this action the Directors 
do not*intend to do anything to compound a 
felony or shield a crime. 

Of course, it was understood that, in case 
this money was raised, the company was to 
have new underwriters, and that the Treas- 
urer and Secretary were to resign and oth- 
ers be elected in their places, or, practically, 
a@ reorganization of the company. 


Another meeting of the Directors will be 
held to-day at the office of the company, in 
the Equitable Building.

Freeholder Stagg of West Orange Thinks a 
Union Desirable—Edward A. Everett 
Prefers a Greater Newark. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 27.—Freeholder 
George R. Stagg of West Orange, in con- 
versation with the ccrrespondent of The 
New-York Times to-day, said he was heart- 
fly in favor of the consolidation of the 
Oranges as proposed. 

“It would benefit each one of the Oranges 
in every way,” said he. “It would increase 
our stability and power, and make a large 
city of which we might be proud. This di- 
vision of territory into a lot of little town- 
ships and boroughs is all nonsense. 

“With one big city, under one govern- 
ment, our tax rate would decrease, and 
many more people would come here to live 
who will not at this present time, because 
of.the very high tax rate. 

“ Consolidation with Newark might also 
result beneficially, but I have not looked 
into that matter very much. If the Oranges 
were united I think we could prevent, or at 
least delay, any move on the part of New- 
ark toward annexation.” 

Edward A. Everett of Orange, said: “It 
might be a benefit to consolidate the Or- 
anges, but it would be a greater benefit 
to join with Newark. The tax rate there 
is very much lower, in proportion, and we 
would not lose any business by it, either, 
in my opinion, for what difference does 
an imaginary dividing line make? And 
what if the Oranges should lose their 
identity?” 

Walter Hughson of Orange said he fa- 
vored a consolidation, because it would tend 
to weld the Oranges together and separate 
them more effectually from Newark. He 
said that as soon as the Oranges were con- 
solidated a movement should be set on foot 
to form a separate county of places in 
Essex County, outside of Newark, of which 
the Greater Orange should be the county 
seat. Newark could be left a county by it- 
self. He thought that with one govern- 
ment public affairs could be managed much 
more satisfactorily. 

Frederick E. Ward of South Orange said 
he was opposed to a consolidation of the 
Oranges for the reason that South Orange 
has a most model government as it is, free 
from the political and factional fights which 
would undoubtedly be incident to the con- 
duct of a large city such as the Greater 
Orange would be. South Orange had every- 
thing she wanted, he thought, in the way 
of street and water improvements, police 
and fire protection, and soon would have 
a good system of sewerage. 


GRAND JURY REPORT T0-MURROW 


MAY AGAIN REFER T0 THE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT. r 


Indictments Also Are Expected 


Against More Officials—Pleadings 


im the Election Cases. 


The Extraordinary Grand Jury held no 
session yesterday, but adjourned until to- 
morrow morning, when it will make a re- 
port to Judge Ingraham in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer and hand up such in- 
dictments as have been agreed upon. 

It is expected that another presentment 
in relation to the Police Department, with 
especial reference to the conduct of cer- 
tain Central Office detectives, will be filed, 
and that the batch of indictments which has 
been held back for further and corrobora- 
tive testimony will include a number of 
police officials. 

The investigation the Grand Jury has 
been making respecting the irregularities 
charged in the administration of the Fire 
Department and of the Department of Pub- 
lic Parks may also be the subject of a pre- 
sentment. 

It has not been decided whether the pres- 
ent Grand Jury shall extend its work into 
the April term of the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, which begins on Monday next, 
and at which Judge Barrett will preside. 
District Attorney Fellows had a consulta- 
tion on this subject with Assistant District 
Attorney Lindsay, who has been the legal 
adviser of the Grand Jury during its long 
sesssion, and Messrs. Daniel G. Rollins and 
Austen G. Fox, the special counsel engaged 
for the prosecution of cases of police cor- 
ruption, but no decision was arrived at. The 
matter, it is understood, rests with Judge 
Barrett. 

The Grand Jury may be discharged when 
it reports to Judge Ingraham, unless Judge 
Barrett makes an order prolonging its ex- 
istence, 

Some of the members of the Grand Jury 
are anxious to be relieved from further 
duty, as they feel that their business has 
been greatly interfered with, and their pri- 
vate interests should not be subjected to 
any further sacrifice. 

The reason that the Grand Jury adjourned 
until to-morrow was to give Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Lindsay an opportunity to 
place in proper shape such indictments and 
other documents as the Grand Jury has 
decided to hand up. 

The men who had been indicted and ar- 
rested for vioiations of the election law 
at the last election were called up before 
Judge Ingraham in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer yesterday morning to plead to 
the indictments. They all pleaded not guil- 
ty, but several of them entered demurrers. 
Assistant District Attorney Lindsay ap- 
peared for the people. 

Thomas Gross and John M. Grassner were 
called first. These men were indicted for 
keeping the polls open until 4:22 o’clock 
on election day.

BIDS FOR THE GARBAGE 


Col. Waring’s Plan Calls Forth a 
Big Let of Proposals. 


CAN REACH NO CONCLUSION AT ONCE 


Something About the Commissioner" 
Scheme to Reduce Expenses and 
Separate all the Refuse 
in the City. 


Garbage disposition under the plan oute 
lined by Col. Waring, Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning, with the additional induce 
ment of the lucky contractor being permitted 
to use. free of charge, an economical pro~ 
cess for purifying foul, effluent water, con- 
trolled in this country by Col. Waring, be- 
came yesterday a topic of interest among 
those to whom such matters are of more or 
less concern. 


It had been announced that informal pro- 
posals to take charge: of about 800 tons of 


garbage a day, with a contract for ten years, 
would’be received by the Commissioner, un- 
der the terms designated by him, up till 
noon yesterday. 

At that hour Col. Waring was deluged 
with proposals, They came in at such an 
enormous rate that the Commissioner was 
unable to form any opinion as to the merits 
or demerits of the documents submitted. 
When a.reporter for The New-York Times 
called at the Street-Cleaning Department and 
asked what result had been reached, upon 
the reported discussion of plans for the con- 
sumption of garbage, within fifteen miles 
of the City Hall, Col. Waring said: 

“ The bids have been received, but will not 
be considered for several days. As a matter 
of fact, an enormous number of proposals 
have reached us, and it will not be possible 
to reach any conclusion for a week or ten 
days. Moreover, the proposals are very 
varied, and it is not at all impfdbable that 
We shall be called upon to ask for new 
bids. In the meantime, it is not possible to 
discuss the matter.” 

From all that can be learned, however, it 
is the intention of Col. Waring to have the 
employes of the Street-Cleaning Department 
refuse to collect straw, paper, excelsior, 
bottles, cans, old shoes, and rubbers, tail- 
or’s clippings, tobacco stems, rags, mat- 
tresses, and similar refuse that a misguided 
public seems to think the ashman should 
cart away. 

Col. Waring’s idea is that, in the first 
place, it is not the business of the city to 
remove such material, any more than it 
would be the business of the city to remove 
the material of a torn-down building. Hith- 
erto the city has carted away this refuse, 
and the Italian scow trimmers have conse- 
quently derived a considerable source of 
revenue. It has been computed by Col. 
Waring that there are 400,000 families in 
the City of New-York and that each family 
throws away in the course of a year not 
less than one dollar’s worth of material of 
some sort. Upon this basis, it would be 
seen that the Italian scow trimmers derive 
an income of $400,000 a year, without any 
expenditure other than the comparatively 
small amount which they pay for the privi- 
lege of trimming the scows. 

It is now proposed to convert this refuse 
into a source of revenue for the city. The 
new plan provides for the appointment or 
selection of a private contractor who will 
collect all the old boots and shoes, bottles 
and jars, and, in fact, all material that can- 
not consistently be included under the 
head of ‘‘ ashes.’”’ 

All this matter will be collected free of 
cost to the city and delivered by the chosen 
contractor at the dumps. His compensation 
will consist of the privilege of trimming 

the scows, now enjoyed by Italians, who 
pay $18,000 a year for it. It is expected 
that the contractor will find this arrange- 
ment so profitable that he will ultimately 
be enabled to pay the city handsomely for 
the privilege of collecting the refuse. 

The most important portion of the scheme, 
from the point of view of the Street-Clean- 
ing Department, is that it will be able to 
save the money now devoted to collecting 
household refuse.. 

Col. Waring is very hopeful that his ex- 
periment will prove a success. He has an 
opinion from the Corporation Counsel that 
he has the power to make a contract of the 
kind outlined, and will now go ahead and 
put it to a practical test. 

It is hoped that matters may be so ar- 
ranged that the new method may be put 
into operation on April 1, or as soon after- 
ward as possible. 

Householders will then be required to sep- 
arate household refuse from garbage ang 
ashes and place it in separate receptacies, 
which will be emptied at regular intervalg 
during the week. The men in the employ 
of the Street-Cleaning Department will be 
instructed to decline to empty ash barrels 
that contain any article that can be classed 
as household refuse. 


TORPEDO PRACTICE ABOUT TO COMMENCE 


Plans for the Coming Season at the 
Newport Station. 


NEWPORT, R. I., March 27.—The season 
for experiment and practice with torpedoes 
will probably be begun at the torpedo sta- 
tion April 1. Torpedo tubes for both How- 
ells and Whiteheads are to be mounted on 
the wharf of the station, from which there 
is an excellent range of 1,800 yards. Prac- 
tice will be conducted from land, as well 
as from .the torpedo boats Stiletto and 
Cushing, heretofore exclusively used for this 
purpose. 

Orders have been received at the training 
station to ship no more naval apprentices 
till June 1, the limit for the year—1,500— 
having been reached. Very recently if 
was feared that there would not be enough 
lads in the service to make complements for 
the training ships Alliance and Essex, but 
there has been an unusual number of en- 
listments of late in various parts of the 
country. 

A large amount of material for making 
guncotton and smokeless powder has been 
ordered for the torpedo station, where op- 
erations in the new factories for these ex- 
plosives will be begun in a few weeks. All 
the electric fuses and primers used in the 
navy are now made at the torpedo station. 
Formerly this work was done at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. 


EXCLUSION IS A GOOD THING FOR AH WING 


It Enables Him to Escape the Penalty 


of His Crime. 


TACOMA, Washington, Mareh 27.—Ah 
Wing, *by reason of his imprisonment, was 
this port for having failed to comply with 
the law requiring the registration of Chi- 
nese laborers. Ah Wing did not object to 
deport&tion. In fact, he rather enjoyed it. 
Till a few weeks ago he had been an in- 
mate of the Montana penitentiary, serving 
a life sentence for felonious assault, When 
the registration law went into effect, Ah 
Wing, by reason of his imprisonment, was 
unable to comply with its provisions.

S4MUETI LSTENRICH ARRESTED 
WHILE 4 WILNESS IN COURT. 


Charged with Inducing Leftowitz to 
Give Arsenic to Grossman’s Team— 
Leftowitz Found Guilty. 


‘ Samuei Esterich, an expressman, whs ar- 
rested yesterday, on a charge of poisoning 
a rival's team of horses, the arrest being 
gnade under cimcumstances calculated to 
discourage practices of that kind, even 
among the most revengeful. 

Esterich was called as a witness before 
Recorder Goff, in behalf of Morris Lefto- 
witz, a boy, who was in his employ. 

For a great many months there has been 
Strong rivalry between Esterich, who lives 
at 142 Ellen Street, Brooz'yn, and Samuel 
W. Grossman of 746 East Sixth Street, this 
city. Both men have their stands in Mercer 
Street, and have been extensively employed 
in the cartage of goods for merchants in 
that vicinity. 

The team belonging to Grossman was rest- 
ing for dinner in front of 216 and 218 Mercer 
Street, on Feb. 15. Samuel Goodman was 
in the body of the wagon, but in such a 
position that he could not be seen from the 
street. Esterich, about this time, came 
along, with his team, the boy, Leftowitz, sit- 
ting on the rear of the wagon. Seeing the 
outfit of Grossman, apparently unprotected, 
Leftowitz fed each horse an apple. Only one 
of the horses ate much of the fruit, but inside 
of an hour both were ill. One died the day 
following, and the other one recovered, only 
after a long sickness. 

Grossman found some of the apple on the 
ground, and he informed the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals of what 
he had learned from Goodman, and gave 
them the piece of apple. This the society 
caused to be placed in the hands of a chem- 
ist, who later reported that the apple con- 
tained a large quantity of arsenic. 

Leftowitz was then arrested. When placed 
on trial yesterday, the boy admitted he had 
given the animal the fruit, but denied that 
it contained a drug of any kind. Other wit- 
messes, however, told of threats Esterich 
had made against the complainant. The 
jury returged a verdict of guilty, at 6 
o’clock, against Leftowitz. 

Much to the surprise of all present, As- 
sistant District Attorney Osborn then asked 
the Recorder to commit Esterich until the 
Grand Jury covld investigate the matter. 
He was certain, he said, that the lad was 
only the tool of his employer. With the 
evidence already before the court, and other 
proofs in his possession, Mr. Osborn stated 
he could secure an indictment, and doubt- 
less a conviction. He made an oral state- 
ment under oath, after which the Recorder 
held Esterich in $3,000 bail. Esterich was 
committed to the Tombs, he having been 
unable to get a bondsman. 

Leftowitz was remanded until Friday for 
sentence. 


THE KORN SEPARATION CASE. 


Several Servants Testify to Kind 
Treatment of His Wife by Dr. Korn. 


The trial of the case of Mrs. Julia Korn 
against Dr. Abraham Korn for a separation 
was continued yesterday before Justice 
Davy, in the Supreme Court. 

A number of servant girls were examined, 
and they all testified that Mrs. Korn, the 
plaintiff, was hysterical, and that she had 

- been kindly treated by her husband. Rich- 
erd Barnett, the colored attendant of the 
‘octor, swore that he had on one occasion 
¢rasped Mrs. Korn by the arm and kept 
her from doing herself bodily injury, when 
she had threatened to commit suicide with 
“ pair of scissors. 

Mrs. Dora Korn, mother of the defendant, 
swore that she had seen none of the alleged 
acts of cruelty to which her daughter-in- 
law had sworn she was a witness. 

The case was then closed, and briefs will 
be handed up. : 

It was inadvertently stated yesterday in 
The New-York Times that Dr. Korn ad- 
mitted on the stand to having used a por- 
tion of his wife’s dowry of $4,000 to buy off 
a woman named Rosa Freedman. Instead 
of admitting this, the doctor denied it in 
the most positive manner. He said he had 
never used a penny of the money for any 
such purpose. 


TEN YEARS IN PRISON FOR A BOY 


Ceorge Searles, the Worst Young 


Criminal Judge Cowing Ever Saw. 


George Searles is the worst boy ever ar- 
raigned in the Court of General Sessions, 
according to Judge Cowing. 

The Judge sentenced Searles, who is only 
mineteen years old, to ten years in State 
prison for committing a burglary. at the 
flat of H. M. Alexander, at One Hundred 
and Forty-eighth Street and Mott Avenue. 

“You are the worst, most impudent, dis- 
gusting, and untruthful boy that was ever 
before this court,’’ said the Judge in passing 
sentence. ‘‘ You have no more right to 
your liberty than a mad dog. Society ought 
to send you to prison for all your natural 
life, so that you could not prey upon it. 
I never saw such a lad in all my life. Here 
you were first sent to the Juvenile Asylum, 
and are out only a few weeks and you rob 
some ore again and are are sent 
to the Elmira Reformatory. A _ few 
months ago you were discharged from that 
institution, and here you are convicted of 
burglary in the second degree for stealing 
a watch and chain and three bracelets in 
Harlem. Do you see any extenuating cir- 
cumstances in your case? I do not. Neither 
do you. Neither doe’ any one. I cannot 
send you back to the reformatory again, as 
you—” 

“Say, look here, Judge, your _ Honor,” 
interrupted the gamin, as he swaggered a 
little closer to the rail, with the toughest 
of Bowery swaggers, ‘‘ look here. Dat re- 
formatory’s no good.” 

The Justice looked aghast at the tough 
lad’s impudence, and the spectators held 
their breath. 

“Ten years is the most I.can give you, I 
éee,”” was the answer of Judge Cowing 
after he had recovered himself. ‘‘ And ten 
years it will be.”’ 

The boy turned around, gririned at the 
Judge, then yelled, ‘‘ So long!’”’ to his coun- 
sel, and was led down to the pen. 


BOTH SIDES CHARGE CONSPIRACY. 


Bernhard Cohen’s Suit Against His 
Wife for Divorce. 


The resources of the English language 
were nearly exhausted yesterday in. the Spe- 
cial Term of the Court of Common.Pleas in 
the divorce case of Cohen against Cohen. _ 

Bernherd Cohen, a furrier at 556 Broad- 
way. says he found his wife Carrie in very 
bad compary in a hotel on March 16, and 
he has brought suit for divorce. 

Mrs. Cohen’s counsel, Joseph I..Green, de- 
nounced the charges against her as the re- 
sult of ‘‘as vile a conspiracy to blacken 
character as was ever formed,’’ and he 
wanted a counsel fee of $350 to pay the 
cost of exposing the conspiracy. 

Shortly before the divorce proceedings 
were brought, Mrs. Cohen brought suit 
against Mrs. Emily von Kaltengell, for- 
merly an opera singer, for $25,000 damages 
for alienating her husband's affections. 
William N. Loew, representing Cohen, de- 
nounced this suit as the result of a con- 
spiracy several degrees blacker than the 
one alleged by Mr. Green, and he incident- 
ally referred to Mrs. Cohen as “ reeling on 
the ragged edge of respectability.” Mr. 
Loow further alleged that Mr. Cohen’s firm 
had recently failed, and that he is now de- 

pendent on the charity of his father and 
brethren for support.

000, was examined in supplementary pro- 
ceedings yesterday. Julius Schaul holds a 
judgment in the City Court against Marce. 

“ Have you a family to support?’’ Marce 
was asked. 

“No. I do not even support my wife,” he 
replied. 

“Does she support you?” 

“ Certainly she does.” 

“Do you know whether your wife is be- 
tween sixty and seventy or seventy and 
eighty years old?” 

There was an objection to this question, 
and Marce did not answer. 

“Does your wife give you an allowance?”’

CONTROLLER FITCH’S NOVEL POINT 


He Objects to Paying More Than One 
Lawyer .for Defending Tuczkewitz. 


A novel point in conection with the as- 
signment of counsel for the defense of per- 
sons too poor to employ a lawyer was pre- 
sented to Justice Beekman yesterday in 
Supreme Court, Chambers. 

Thomas G. Fennell, on behalf of Herman 
L. Roth and Henry G Sedgwick, Jr., asked 
Justice Beckman to issue a writ of man- 
damus, compelling Controller Fitch to pay 
to Roth & Sedgwick $500 counsel fee, al- 
lowed by Judge Pardon C. Williams, for 
their defense of Tuczkewitz, who was sen- 
tenced to death last month for murder. 

The counsel were appointed by Recorder 
Goff, and at that time there were three of 
them, Amos H. Evans being one of the 
number. He, however, declined to act, 
and took no part in the case. 

The Controller asserts that the Code says 
“counsel shall be paid for his services,’’ 
and that this means that only one lawyer 
shall be appointed, and that in the present 
case there having been two, the fee al- 
lowed by Judge Williams was necessarily 
larger than it would have been if only one 
was appointed. 

Mr. Sedgwick said that, if the ward “ his” 
was to be. literally construed, it would also 
debar a Judge from assigning a Woman as 
counsel, 

Justice Beekman took the papers and re- 
served decision. 


A LANDLORD SUED FOR NEGLECT. 


Thomas McLaughlin Attributes His 
Child’s Death to a Leaky Roof. 


Thomas McLaughlin ascribes the death 
of his seven-year-old daughter to the neg- 
lect of his landlord in not repairing a leaky 
roof, and he has brought suit for $20,000 
damages. 

McLaughlin lived at 362 East Twenty- 
fourth Street, renting the top floor from 
Charles Tisch, the owner of the building. 

He says that because of the defective 
roof, water leaked into his apartments dur- 
ing the severe weather of December and 
January last, and his child caught cold; 
pneumonia set in, and she died on Jan. 8. 

Tisch, in defending the action, denies that 
the child contracted pneumonia through 
any fault of his or by reason of defect in 
the roof of the house, and declares that her 
illness and death were due to the careless- 
ness of her parents, who allowed her to go 
out in her bare feet during severe and in- 
clement weather. 


Indicted for Forging Theatre Passes. 


Herman Harris and Louis Lehman, who 
conduct a theatre cut-rate ticket office at 
497 Sixth Avenue, were indicted by the 
March Grand Jury yesterday afternoon for 
forgery in the third degree. 

The alleged offense of the two men con- 
sists in forging the name of J. Duke Mur- 
ray, the advance agent of ‘“‘ Mme. Sans 
Géne,”’ now playing at the Broadway Thea- 
tre, together with that of the manager, A. 
A. McCormick, to bill-board orders for 
seats. The name of F. D. Bunce of the 
Lyceum Theatre was also alleged to have 
been forged to similar passes. 

When the men were arrested a number of 
forged passes were found upon them. The 
two prisoners were released on bail after 
their examination in the police court. 


Mortgage by the Capuchin Order. 


The Capuchin Order is evidently flourish- 
ing in this city. It has outgrown its school 
and missionary quarters at 204, 206, and 208 
West Thirty-first Street, and arrangements 
have been made to purchase the adjoining 
property for $30,000.

TROLLEY CARS TO NIAGARA FALLS 


The Trains That Run Between Buffalo 
and the Falls May Be Moved by 
Electricity—Effect of Threat- 


ened Local Competition. 


Regarding the statement telegraphed from 
Buffalo that the New-York Central man- 


‘agement had determined to equip its Ni- 


Branch with electric power, 
President Depew said yesterday: ‘‘ That 
matter is now under consideration. We 


learned that a local company had been 
formed for the purpose of building and 
operating an electric railway between Buf- 
falo and Niagara Falls, paralleling our own 
line. It naturally occurred to us that if a 
new company could build and equip an en- 
tirely new road and run it by electricity 
at a profit, we ought to be able fo profit- 
ably apply electric power to a railroad al- 
ready built and equipped. 

“The proper officers are investigating 
this subject with a view to ascertaining 
its cost and the best methods to be adopt- 
ed. Undoubtedly the Niagara Power Com- 
pany, which is now in operation, could be 
of great assistance to us in making a 
change from steam to electric power. No 
definite conclusions have been reached, 
however.” 

The Niagara Power Company, which has 
succeeded in harnessing the tremendous 
power of the Falls of Niagara, is a strong 
corporation financially. Several of its 
stockholders are identified with New-York 
Centrai interests. William K. and Fred- 
erick W. Vanderbilt hold large blocks of the 
stock. Mr. Twombly has a considerable 
amount, and Chauncey M. Depew, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, and D. O. Mills are also 
stockholders. 

A story, printed in a New-York morning 
paper yesterday, to the effect that the New- 
York Central people were negotiating for 
the purchase of additional property, with a 
view of extending the Grand Central Sta- 
tion westward to Madison Avenue, met 
with an emphatic contradiction from Mr. 
Depew. ‘Nothing of the kind is under 
consideration,’’ said he. ‘‘ Several years ago 
we looked into the feasibility of making 
such an extension, but, finding that it 
would cost too much money, promptly 
dropped the matter. There is no intention 
of reviving the scheme. Why, it would 
cost about $20,000,000. 

“We have a plan,” continued President 
Depew, ‘“‘ by which we think that we can 
improve the facilities of the Grand Central 
Station about 25 per cent. There is no in- 
tention of enlarging the present structures. 
We propose to have one immense passenger 
room for the common use of ali the roads 
that run cars in and out of the -station. 
There are now three passenger rooms, one 
used by the New-York Central, another by 
the Harlem, and the third by the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford. We bé- 
lieve that one immense union waiting room 
would answer the requirements of the three 
companies equally as well, and then we 
would have considerable extra room space 


to meet urgent demands in other direc- 
tions.’’

SAVANNAH AND WESTERN, 


Bondholders Propose to Withdraw 
from the Georgia Central System. 


A-petition for the foreclosure and sale of 
the Savannah and Western Railroad thas 
already been filed, it is said, in the interest 
of the holders of the first consolidated mort- 
gage bonds. Many of the prominent bond- 
holders of the Savannah and Western and 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
Roads have decided to withdraw from the 
Georgia Central system. The Fitzgerald 
committee of Savannah and Western secur- 
ity holders has disbanded and the securities 
have been returned to their owners. That 
committee was organized in the interest of 
the Georgia Central. 

The Savannah and Western committee, of 
which Simon Borg is Chairman, has been 
acting solely in the interest of the security 
holders of that company. Messrs. Colston 
and Lehman, formerly of the Fitzgerald 
committee, it is expected, will join forces 
with the Borg committee. 

The holders of the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus bonds also favor withdraw- 
ing from the Georgia Central reorganiza- 
tion. The road is now a part of the &m- 
vannah and Western, but the bondholders 
favor regaining its independence. 


Coal Men to Meet To-day. 


The Presidents of the anthracite coal 
carrying companies will meet again in this 
city to-day to receive the report of the 
special committee appointed last week. It 
is understood that the committee has been 
active in its endeavors to negotiate terms 
for an amicable settlement of all differ- 
ences, but that it has not been able to per- 
fect a scheme of allotment satisfactory to 
all parties concerned. 

Many prominent coal men were in town 
last evening, but they appeared to be ex- 
tremely doubtful regarding the settlement 
of any important points at to-day’s meet- 
ing. Roads that are called upon to make 
concessions are very backward about com- 
plying. 


Denied by. President Sloan. 


A rumor gained circulation in Wall Street 
yesterday that the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad was negotiating to 
secure control of the New-York, Susque- 
hanna and Western, of which Simon Borg 
is President.. The last-named road is quite 
an important factor in the coal situation. 

President Samuel Sloan of the Lacka- 
wanna said that there was nothing in the 
report. ‘“‘ We know nothing whatever about 
any such negotiations,’’ he remarked. Vice 
President Holden said: ‘‘ You can set down 
as untrue any report that the Lackawanna 
proposes to go outside of its own proper 
territory, or to take on any new lines.’’ 


Basing a Hope on Mr. Morgan. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 27.—It is an- 
nounced that J. Pierpont Morgan has sig- 
nified his willingness to assist the EHarle- 
Oleott Reading reorganization committee 
to the utmost of his ability in this country 
and Europe in its efforts to reorganize 
the road. Mr. Morgan is such a recog- 
nized power in the financial world that the 
fact that he favors the committee’s plan 
will probably encourage the timid security 
holders who have been holding off to turn 
their bonds over to the committee and 


make the work of reorganization less diffi- 
cult than it has been.

LOST AFTER ADOPTION IN COMMITTEE 


The Bill for Separate Commissioners 

for Charities 

tion Goes to Third 
Reading. 


and Correc- 


ALBANY, March 27.—Among the reports 
pf committees when the House was called 
to order to-day was that of the Committee 
on Banks. It reported adversely the Bold 
bill, compelling fraternal beneficiary orders 
to deposit $100,000 with the Superintendent 


of Insurance tor the protection of policy 
holders. Chairman Gardenier of the Com- 
mittee on Banks said the report was made 
at the request of Mr. Bold, and not because 
2f threats made by the gentleman from 
Kings, Mr. Hennessy. The report of the 
committee was agreed to. 

A New-York bill caused a rather heated 
discussion. It was that of Mr. Pavey, and 
abolishes the Department of Public Chari- 
ties and Correction in New-York and es- 
tablishes two other separate departments to 
continue the work of that department. 
When it came up on second reading, and 
after Mr. Pavey had offered certain amend- 
ments, Mr. Foley claimed the Speaker’s at- 
tention. He could not, he said, allow the 
opportunity to pass without protesting 
against the treacherous and cowardly way 
in which the bill had been changed since it 
came out of the Cities Committee. In the 
Cities Committee the amendments which 
Mr. Pavey had just offered had been agreed 
to. Now, when the bill came up on second 
reading, those amendments had been left 
out entirely. Mr. Folgy did not wish to 
bring religious matters into the question, 
but a treacherous advantage had been taken 
through this bill. It was impossible for the 
change to have been brought about by acci- 
dent. The matter should be inquired into. 

Mr. Foley was putting too much stress 
upon the matter, Mr. O’Grady said. It was 
@ very easy thing for amendments to be 
misplaced and not be contained in the bill 
on second reading. The change was, of 
course, not an intentional one. Mr. O’Grady 
would take pleasure in reporting to the 
House later just how the bill was reported 
without the amendments. 

Speaker Fish suggested that most of the 
errors in the bills were the faults of a Dem- 
ocratic printer. 

“And Republican clerks,” 
Foley. 

Mr. Pavey coincided with the ideas of Mr. 
Foley that the matter should be investi- 
gated. The amendments now offered by 
him had been agreed to by the Cities Com- 
mittee. Now the amendments were not in 
the bill. The mistake could never have 
been made by accident. Mr. Pavey then 
moved the adoption of his amendments, and 
the motion was carried. 

The bill was then progressed to third 
reading. The amendments are those stg- 
gested by Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry, 
the principal one providing that the Chari- 
ties Commissioner shall keep and preserve 
@ proper record of all persons who shall 
come under his care or custody, and of the 
disposition made by him of such persons, 
with full particulars as to the name, age, 
Bex, color, and nativity of each, and, in the 
ease of minors, as to the names and resi- 
dence of parents and their religious faiths, 
30 far as ascertained, and the name, relig- 
fous faith, and residence of the institutions 
or families with whom they are placed, to- 
gether with copies of any instruments of 
indenture executed by the said Commis- 
sioner. 

The Gray Racing bill, which came up on 
second reading, was progressed to third 
reading order without a word of dissent. 

Mr. Andrews’s bill to provide for the con- 
struction of an extension to the building in 
Central Park occupied by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art was passed. 

Af-er a short argument, the bill of Sena- 
tor Higgins providing that foreign stock 
corporations pay a tax of one-eighth of 1 
per cent. on their capital employed in this 
State was passed with but six dissenting 
votes. 

The Governor to-day nominated Selden

FIRED BIRDSHOT AT HER BROTHER-IN-LAW 


Mrs. Schulke of Hackensack Thought

HACKENSACK, N. J., Maréh 27.—Albert 
Schulke of Westwood was shot, but not 
seriously hurt, by his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Theodote Schulke, at Hillsdale, this morn- 
ing. Mrs. Schulke says she mistook her 
brother-in-law fora tramp, and, having re- 
cently been much annoyed by knights of 
the road, she took no chances, and shot on 
sight. 

A family quarrel, which has been taken 
to the courts, seems to have some con- 
nection with the shooting. Albert Schulke 
yesterday caused a summons to be served 
en his brother Theodore, to recover a feath- 
er bed and a pair of pillows. These had 
been brought from Germany ’@ few days ago 
by Regnald, a younger brother of the two 
men, Theodore paid Regnald’s passage from 
Germany, met him at Ellis Island, and 
took him to his home. The young man had 
with him the bed and pillows. He wore 
an old suit of clothes when he landed. Theo- 
dore bought him a new suit. The feather bed 
and: pillows his mother had told him to 
give to Lizzie, the wife of Albert. The 
boy took the bed and pillows to Theodore’s 
house, and justified himself by saying that 
he thought he was doing right, as Theodore 
had spent so much money on him. A letter 
arrived from the mother for Albert. In the 
letter the mother spoke of the bed and 
pillows. Albert went at once from his home 
in Westwood to Theodore’s home in Hill- 
dale, and demanded the goods. Theodore 
fleclined to deliver them. Albert then ob- 
tained the summons, which was served by 
a constable last evening.

Justice Duffy's Decision, He Says, Gives Any 
One License to Enter His Office and 
Take a Shot at Him. 


LONG ISLAND CITY, March 27.—Ex- 
Mayor Patrick J. Gleason was fined $10 
to-day py Police Justice Duffy for assault- 
ing John Griffin, a former motorman on the 
electric railroad until recently owned by 
Mr. Gleason. 

Patrick Downey, night watchman for Mr. 
Gleason, was held by Justice Duffy for the 
action of the Grand Jury on a charge of as- 
sault in the second degree, made against 
him by Griffin. 

The latter is under indictment for assault- 
ing Gleason at the time Gleason claims the 
assault was committed on him. Griffin was 
also charged with assault by Watchman 
Downey. That case was tried before Justice 
Duffy, and decision withheld. 

The charges of assaults and counter as- 
saults all grow out of a visit paid by Griffin 
to Gleason's office, at 112 Front Street, on 
the night of Feb. 9. He wanted the ex- 
Mayor to give him a recommendation for 
employment by the Steinway Railway Com- 
pany, the purchaser of the Gleason electric 
road, but Mr. Gleason declined to do so. 
They had a talk outside of the railroad 
waiting room, which is under Gleason’s 
office. According to witnesses, Gleason en- 
tered the waiting room, and, as Griffin at- 
tempted to follow him, Gleason pushed him 
back. That constituted the assault by Glea- 
son on Griffin. 

Some of those present in the waiting room 
at the time allege that Griffin pulled a re- 
volver and tried to shoot Gleason through 
the closed door. Griffin denies that he had 
a pistol. 

Griffin returned later in the evening and 
made his way to Mr. Gleason’s office, on 
the second floor. Mr. Gleason was in his 
private office, and directed Watchman 
Downey to eject the motorman. He did so, 
but Griffin held on to the balustrade, and 
Downey was forced to lift him over it and 
drop him on the stairs. The fall broke one 
of Griffin’s arms. 

He was arrested and charged with drunk- 
enness by the police. Gleason paid no atten- 
tion to the charge, but waited until the 
Queens County Grand Jury convened. Then 
he secured the indictment of Griffin on a 
charge of assault in the first degree. 

The warrants for the arrest of Gleason 
and his watchman were subsequently sworn 
out by Griffin. Some of the witnesses for 
Griffin during the trial of Gleason testified 
that Gleason knocked the motorman down, 
while others said he only struck him. Wit- 
nesses for Mr. Gleason testified that he 
simply rushed Griffin back. In his own be- 
half Mr. Gleason stated that at the time he 
was too weak physically to strike a man, 
let alone knock him down, and that he had 
been advised by ‘his physicians to keep 
clear of excitement of any kind. 

Neither of the defendants was in court 
when the decision was announced this 
morning. They were represented by Law- 
yer Thomas P. Burke. He paid the fine for 
Mr. Gleason and gave notice that he would 
appeal the case. Downey furnished bonds 
in the sum of $500. 

Mr. Gleason said after he heard the decis- 
ion that it virtually gave any one license 
to enter his office and take a shot at him, 
and that he would either have to let them 
shoot or be subject to arraignment in the 
police court and to a‘fine. 

The case against Griffin will probably be 
called at the April term of the County 
Court. 


THE ESTATE OF HENRY CLAY DITMAS 


Nephew George D. Wickham Wants 
His Quit Claims Set Aside. 


Henry Clty Ditmas, who died Aug. 3, 
1893, and who was one of John Y. Mc- 
Kane's intimate friends, made a fortune 
by transmitting by telegraph to the pool- 
rooms throughout the country the news 
from the race tracks in this vicinity. He 
secured ‘these valuable privileges through 
McKane’s influence. 

His nephew, George D. Wickham, in the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn, before Justice 
Bartlett, yesterday began an action to set 
aside certain quit claim deeds. The action 
is against Abigal V. Ditmas, who is sup- 
posed to be Ditmas’s widow. She lives at 
the beautiful Ditmas home in King’s High- 
way._ The action also involves the legiti- 
macy of Ditmas’s children by his second 
marriage. 

Mr. Wickham alleges that the only heirs 
are the plaintiff, William D. Wickham, 
three brothers, and five nephews and nieces. 
He alleges that on Sept. 1, 1893, he signed, 
without consideration and at the request of 
the defendant, a quit claim deed of all his 
interest in his uncle’s estate. He also signed 
other papers under a misapprehension, as 
the defendant had deceived him as to their 
nature. 

Mr. Wickham declares that the defendant 
had said that Ditmas had a former wife, 
Josephine B. Ditmas, who was living at the 
time the defendant is said to have married 
his uncle. The first wife had obtained a 
divorce, which prohibited Ditmas from 
marrying again without permission of the 
court, which he never obtained. 

The plaintiff claims that the defendant 
told him that the estate was very small, 
and that on this statement he signed cer- 
tain documents. Now he has discovered 
that the statements of the defend@&nt were 
false, and he asks that the quit claim deed 
and other papers signed by him be set aside 
as void. 

Henry Clay Ditmas’s estate is estimated 
as being worth from $200,000 to $1,000,000. 
The day he died John Y. McKane paid him 
$25,000, the amount of a personal debt. 


A Motion for Mr. Havemeyer’s Trial. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—In Criminal 
Court No. 2 this morning Nathaniel Wil- 
son, attorney for H. O. Havemeyer and 
John E. Searles, made a motion to advance 
for trial the cases against them for refus- 
ing to answer questions asked by the Sena- 
torial Sugar Trust investigators. Mr. Wilson 
said it was imperative to Mr. Havemeyer’s 
business interests that his trial should take 
place before April 15. 

District Attorney Birney could not prom- 
ise to set a date before that time, but 
Judge Cole said he would give Mr. Birney 
a week in which to fix a specified date. 


Bills for the City to Pay. 


The trials of Police Captain Adam A. 
Cross and his wardman, George Smith, be- 
fore the Police Commissioners, have proved 
rather expensive for the city. Judgments 
were entered in the Supreme Court yester- 
day against the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners in the case of Cross for $2,055, and 
in the case of Smith for $2,069.81, costs of 
the proceedings.

It is Required to Make the Guard 


Organization Perfect. 


THE SUGGESTIONS OF COL, SANGER 


A Uniform System Would Give Mani- 
fold Advantages—Gen. Scho- 
field Indorses Col. San- 


ger’s Plans. 


ALBANY, March 27.—As at present con- 
stituted the National Guard of this State is 
lacking in the only branch of the service 
necessary to render its system perfect— 
heavy artillery regiments. Its cavalry arm 
is equal to the best of any other National 
Guard organization in the country; its light 
batteries are excellent; the infantry com- 


mands were never in better condition; in 
equipment and discipline the Signal Corps 
is only surpassed by that of the regular 
army, and the naval militia to be used to 
protect the interior line of defense of our 
coast in case of war has made steady 
strides in proficiency and usefulness. The 
more enthusiastic members of the National 
Guard and many old soldiers have enter- 
tained the opinion for years that the State 
should organize at least one or two heavy 
artillery regiments to be exercised in drill 
at the forts in the harbor, and become 
acquainted with the modern heavy ord- 
nance, 

During the war New-York sent to the 
front a number of heavy artillery regiments 
that contained the flower of the State. 
Originally enlisted as infantry, these regi- 
ments were thrown into the defenses of 
Washington, where they remained from Oc- 
tober, 1862, until May, 1864, when the un- 
precedented slaughter of the Wilderness 
campaign led to their being ordered to the 
front by Gen. Grant. It was the with- 
drawal of these troops that inspired the 
Confederate Gen. Early, with the expecta- 
tion of capturing Washington by crushing 
the raw levies that had taken the place 
of these experienced artillerists in the de- 
fenses, a movement that would have been 
eminently successful had Early been one 
day sooner. 

To organize a heavy artillery regiment 
was one of the pet theories of the late 
Adjt. Gen. Porter, himself an old artiller- 
ist. But’ recently the project has re- 
ceived renewed stimulation by the publica- 
tion of a report prepared by Col. William 
Cary Sanger, former Assistant Chief of 
Artillery of this State. The paper reads as 
if it had been written by a trained and 
experienced artillery officer. Inasmuch as 
it has been commended by the General com- 
manding the army, Gen. Schofield, who 
served in the artillery from his graduation 
day at West Point, in June, 1853, to the 
outbreak of the rebellion, it takes on a 
value and a prominence not confined to this 
State alone or to our National Guard sys- 
tem. 

Gen. Schofield writes: ‘‘I am much obliged 
to you for the report you sent me of Col. 
William Cary Sanger, Assistant Chief of 
Artillery. of the State of New-York, of his 
recent visit to the Artillery School at Fort 
Monroe, which I have read with great in- 
terest. It is an able and valuable contribu- 
tion to the discussion of one of the most 
important military questions of this day. 

“In my judgment the plan proposed by 
Sol. Sanger for the organization of the 
State artillery forces is the best that has 
yet been suggested. To instruct some of 
the present infantry regiments in artillery 
service would, of course, be much better 
than nothing, but it would manifestly be 
much better on all accounts to organize a 
force for artillery service alone. Such a 
force would become much more thoroughly 
instructed in artillery than the infantry 
regiments could be, and besides in the event 
of war all the infantry regiments, and 
more, would be needed for their appropriate 
service as supports to heavy batteries to 
prevent the landing of hostile forces, either 
for the purpose of taking the batteries and 
works or destruction of property. 

“‘T trust the discussion of this important 
subject will be proposed by all those offi- 
cers of the National Guards who appreciate 
its importance until appropriate legislation 
can be obtained.”’ 

Col. Sanger was sent on an Official visit 
to the Artillery School at Fort Monroe, 
under instructions of Adjt. Gen. Porter, at 
the request of Gov. Flower and with the ap- 
proval of the War Department. In his re- 
port he speaks of the $6,000,000,000 that 
the Nation paid to suppress the war of the 
rebellion, and points out that, with proper 
preparation and organization, the cost 
would have been unquestionably smaller. 
Since 1861 the country has disbursed over 
$1,000,000,000 in pensions, but Congress 
“grudgingly appropriates a mere pittance 
for insurance against the dangers of future 
wars.”” Again he writes: ‘‘ Adequate prepa- 
ration reduces the cost of war, and yet the 
economic importance of being ready for 
war has been completely ignored by us.’’ 

He quotes from a report made in 1885 
by Lieut Eugene Griffin of the Engineers, 
who declared that a hostile fleet lying in 
New-York Harbor would have within reach 
of its guns about $2,000,000,000 worth of 
destructible property in the metropolis 
alone; and over $2,500,000,000 if Brooklyn 
and Jersey City were included. In 1885, 
as Lieut. Griffin pointed out, there were be- 
low Chambers Street eight buildings the 
assessed valuation of which was $12,000,000. 
To-day there are thirty buildings whose as- 
sessed valuation is over $50,000,000. To- 
day New-York City pays $1,500,000 annual- 
ly for its Fire Department and over $6,000,- 
000 annually for fire insurance. And yet, 
as these military experts point out, war in 
one day might inflict more damage than 
fire would in a century. 

Speaking of the forts in New-York Har- 
bor Col. Sanger has this to say: 

“There are at present serviceable smooth- 
bores and converted and other rifles mount- 
ed, or in position to be mounted, in the 
New-York Harbor: forts, which would re- 
quire for a single day’s action, with three 
reliefs, over 7,000 men, The Fortifications 
Board stated that the proper defense of 
New-York Harbor calls for 239 additional 
rifled guns and mortars; these guns would 
require at least 6,000 additional men; if 
the recommendation of the board were 
fully carried into effect we would require 
at the lowest estimate 13,000 artillerymen 
for New-York Harbor, and 85,000 for all 


‘our forts; but, considering for the moment 


the conditions as they now exist, we find 
that New-York alone, with its present in- 
sufficient armament, needs over 7,000 ar- 
tillerymen for one day’s action. We have 
at present 3,000 artillerymen, and if every 
artilleryman in the navy were sent to New- 
York Harbor there would be over 3,000 men 
too few to serve the present insufficient 
number of guns in one day’s action. One 
might suppose that the New-York militia 
would be the force to supply the needed 
men, but of the 13,000 men who now com- 
pose that force there ‘is not, if we except 
the naval militia, one company trained to 
serve heavy seacoast guns or guns of posi- 
tion.’”’ 

The trouble, ne contends, is lack of or- 
ganization—“‘ it is not an exaggeration to 
say that the armed forces in the United 
States are entirely without organization ’— 
that, although there are more than 8,000,- 
.000. men in the country liable to military 
service, no plan exists for forming them 
into companies, battalions, regiments, or 
brigades. The question of organization is 
‘not a local one; it concerns the entire Na- 
tion, A thoroughly-trained artilleryman of

he Se 


d in any other arm of the service. 
“Therefore, in the matter of training and 
organization, the greatest care should be 
exercised.” 

On this subject Col. Sanger writes: 

“It would in my judgment be a mis- 
take to organize any artillery force outside 
of the army unless the national or State 
Governments would undertake to have ap- 
propriations made for a suitanle amount of 
target practice. It is universally recognized 
that an infantry force which does not have 
sufficient target practice has a greatly di- 
minished efficiency, and every facility is 
now given to our infantry organizations to 
become proficient with their rifles. The effi- 
ciency of an drtillery force is vastly more 
dependent upon actual practice with their 
guns, and it would be a waste of time and 
energy to put officers and men through all 
the theories of artillery work without let- 
ting them have the practical part for 
which all the theory is but preparatory.” 

A uniform general plan of organization, 
Col. Sanger believes, should be adopted 
throughout th» different States, with a 
uniform standard of excellence for all the 
members of the force. Four plans have 
been suggested: 

1, Existing infantry organizations might 
be trained as artillerymen in addition to 
their work as infantry. 

2. Some of the existing infantry organi- 
zations might be changed to artillery. 

3. The existing State force might be in- 
creased in numbers, and the new formation 
might be organized as artillery. 

4. A new force might be organized either, 

(a) By State legislation; or, 

(b) By action of Congress; or, ° 

(c) By the combined action of the State 
Legislature and of Congress. 

National Guardsmen look for one result, 
at all events, to follow the publication of 
Col. Sanger’s excellent report—a new and 
widespread discussion on the necessity of 
national defense that will lead to the gen- 


eral organization of heavy artillery regi-

FOREIGN NAVIES, 


—Admiral Kennedy of the British Navy 
grew reminiscent at a recent banquet tend- 
ered to Lord Harris in Bombay. The Ad- 
miral alluded to a general misapprehension 
on the part of many people regarding the 
navy and the duties connected with the serv- 
ice, and said: ‘Coming out to these parts 


one would expect a little more knowledge 
of naval matters, but at Calcutta the re- 
marks made were pvepensse. One gentle- 
man came on board the houseboat (kindly 
lent us by Sir Charles Elliott) on which 
I was living, believing it to be the flagship, 
and asked if she was a good sea boat, fast, 
and weatherly, and what was the thickness 
of her plating! An old lady apologized for 
being late because the boatman had taken 
her by mistake to a dirty little river steam- 
er with two yellow ch mneys—pointing to 
the Marathon, one of the smartest crafts in 
my squadron. Another festive old party 
remarked that she so liked to see the dear 
sailors lying drunk about the streets; it re- 
minded her of home.” 


A British service journal says that during. 


the ensuing fiscal year the Admiralty pro- 
poses to commence four first-class cruisers, 
four second-class cruisers, two third-class 
cruisers, and twenty torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers. Three of the first-class cruisers and 
all of the torpedo-boat destroyers are 
to be built by contract. The rest of the 
vessels will be laid down in the dockyards. 
The complete designs for the first-class 
cruisers, which will be improved Blenheims, 
are not yet finally settled. The second-class 
cruisers will have the following principal 
dimensions: Length, 320 feet; breadth, 57 
feet; displacement, about 5,750 tons. The 
armament will be very nearly the same as 
that of the Talbot class. The protective ar- 
rangements are also-similar, although in 
some features the protection will be in- 
creased in the new vessels. It is proposed 
that aa shall be fitted with water-tube 
boilers giving 10,000 horse power with nat- 
ural draught, the corresponding speed being 
18% to 19 knots. The third-class cruisers 
may be described as improved Barhams 
with water-tube boilers. Their principal di- 
mensions will be: Length, 300 feet; breadth, 
36 feet 6 inches; displacement, about, 2,100 
tons. They will resemble the Barhams in 
the arrangements of their protective deck, 
but will have greater freeboard and much 
larger coal capacity. Their armament will 
consist of eight four-inch seas guns, 
eight three-pounders, an Smaller guns. 
They will also have a torpedo armament 
similar to that of the Barham. The vessels 
of the Barham class are fitted with groups 
of locomotive boilers, which have not proved 
so satisfactory as was anticipated. The new 
vessels will be fitted with water-tube boilers 
of approved types, such as have been 
already used successfully in torpedo gun- 
boats and in torpedo-boat destroyers. The 
maximum horse power will be 7,000, the cor- 
responding speed being about 20 knots. In 
the case of the torpedo-boat destroyers to 
be laid dowu during the year, a still higher 
speed will be demanded than has been ob- 
tained in any of the vessels yet built. 
*,* 

The United Service Gazette (British) notes 
that the first-class cruisers Powerful and Ter- 
rible, building by contract at Barrow and on 
the Clyde, have been very rapidly advanced 
during 1894-5, and it is anticipated that they 
will be launched during next Summer. The 
building of the three second-class cruisers 
of the Talbot class in the dockyards has 
progressed satisfactorily during the year, 
and it is proposed to complete them early 
in the financial year 1896-7. Six other ves- 
sels of the class, included in the new pro- 
gramme, are building by contract, four of 
them on the Clyde and two at Barrow. 
Progress on. the former has been retarded 
by the recent coal strike, but it is now an- 
ticipated that no further delays will occur. 
Four sloops are in course of construction in 
the dockyards, and it is proposed to cdm- 
plete them in the Autumn of this year.

The French Admiralty Council, estab- 
lished in 1824, and suppressed a few years 
ago, is, according to a service journal, to 


be re-established in response to a general 
feeling which prevails in the French Navy. 
The proposal, the paper says, is made by 
the Extra-Parliamentary Commission, and 
will involve the suppression of the Commit- 
tee of Inspectors General. The council, as 
newly constituted, will be a purely advisory 
body, and will not share the responsibility 
of the Minister of Marine. It will consist 
of four flag officers, the Inspectors General 
of the marine troops, and a Commissary 


General. 


Sixty Holidays in the Year.

the year, including Sundays. Massachusetts 
has one more—Labor Day—to say nothing 
of the Seventeenth of June. 


Needed Workhouse Reforms. 


Te the Editoz of The New-York Times: 

May I ask you to permit me to correct a mis- 
apprehension that may arise from the form of 
certain statements attributed to me in an inter- 
view printed this morning? 

I have no desire to criticise or appear to criti- 
cise the Warden of the workhouse unfavorably 
because the workhouse inmates are not kept 
busy. On the contrary, I have a great deal 
of admiration and respect for the ability that 
Mr. Dunphy has shown in preserving disci- 
pline and providing wholesome exercise, at 
least, while hampered by a force of keepers often 
very inadequate in numbers, and by an insufficient 
equipment of shops, tools, and materials wherewith 
to provide employment. Whether the proposed di- 
vision of charities from correction takes place or 
not, there is urgent need for a larger-expenditure 
to remedy this deficiency, if the workhouse is to 
preserve the appearance of a correctional institu- 
tion. 

It may not be generally known that the so- 
ealled ‘‘rounders’’ speak of ‘‘ going home’ 
when sent to the workhouse. So easy is 
their mode of life that the workhouse has no ter- 
rors for them, such as the penitentiary has for 
its class of inmates. The short-term sentence al- 
lows them to take frequent vacations to the city, 
and really gives them a good chance to “ sober 
up’’ at intervals. Were a day’s work as hard 
for a workhouse man as for an honest laboring 
man in town, the place would lose much of its 
desirability as a ‘‘home’’; and instead of fear- 
ing, as some do, that there would be a rush to 
get in should. the bill imposing cumulative 
sentences on repeated offenders become a law, one 
would more readily look for a decrease in the 
present large number of inmates and a propor- 
tionate decrease in expense. y
